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Coolidge Praises Cleveland 
| As He Smiles Over Over Old Cartoon

WASHINGTON, » April» 5.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has received much 
edification over a Thomas Nast car- 
toon pubjished in Harper’s Weekly 
July 18, 1885, with the caption, 
“What Position of-President of 
United States Really Is.” 

It depicted the White House of- 
fice as an intelligence office and 
employment bureau, and showed 
President Cleveland trying to take 
care of job hunters, who thronged 
his offices with food and baggage. 

Mr. Coolidge told callers today 
that the Presidential office had not 
changed materially, although the 
demands for positions, he thought, 
were not so great as then. 

As he read the interpretation of 
the cartoonist’s conception of e 
pluribus.unum, as ‘‘many for one 
place,” President Coolidge smiled 
and said that Cleveland was evi- 
dently able to cope with the situ- 
ation. He also offered the opinion 
that Mr. Cleveland was a great man 
“not yet fully appreciated.” 


MISSION LEADERS 
SPEED EVACUATION 


They Now Fear That Their 
People in the Interior of China 
Only Imperil Converts. 
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NATIONALIST SPLIT DENIED 





Official Statement Says Two 
Wings May Differ in Opinion, 
but Present a United Front.

SHANGHAI, April 5.—Mission lead- 
ers here, daily conferring and fre- 
quentiy reporting ‘to ‘their home 
boards, -have generally decided that 
their people, for the present at least, 
are “no longer an asset but a liability” 
to their Chinese adherents, which they 
explain is the reason they have been 
cooperating with the American Consuls 
in advising their people in the interior 
to evacuate. 
Except ship crews no more than a 
score of Americans remain above Han- 
kow in the Yangtse Valley, but half 
a dozen will come out with the Monoc- 
acy from. Chung-king and on_ the 
Palos from Chang-sha. Both are about 
ready to sail. 
The Northern Baptists and the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church North do not 
yet know the exact numbers or the 
names of those remaining at Chengtu 
and Yachow but believe that there are 
only five or six altogether. 
Anticirating the earlier capture of 
Peking azd Tientsin than heretofore 
expected, the mission !eaders and con- 
sulates are cooperating in summoning 
the mission peopie from the interior of 
the Northern Provinces. The same 
anxieties are actuating their decision 
regarding the North as in the Yangtse 
Valley anc the South. 
Anti-foreign and anti-Christian pos- 
ters are now reported appearing in 
many places in the North, and the Na- 
tionalists’ propaganda among the 
Northern soldiers is having definite 
effect. 
Mission leaders, having repeatedly 
expressed opinion against ‘‘gunboat 
policy” and ‘‘unequal :treaties,’’ would 
regard it as inconsistent to return to 
their activities in the interior with the 
protection of American warships and 
see no possibility of returning without 
them.

BOSTON, April. .5.—The Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts, in .a .unani- 
mous. decision written and handed: 
down by Justice .Willlam Cushing 
Wait this afternoon, overruled the ex- 
ceptions of the defense ‘in’ the case of 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti- and declared that ‘‘a new trial 
is not necessary to — a failure 
of justice.”

Guards Protect Justices. 


Because of the intenre interest in 
the case by men and women who 
share the radical views of the con- 
victed men, which now an” then has 
flared into violence in remote parts 
of the world, police authorities of a 
number of cities and towns of the 
State took prompt action this after- 
noon to protect the Justices who con- 
curred in the decision and other per- 
sons who have played prominent parts 
in the case. 

Within a few minutes after the deci- 
sion became public Deputy Sheriff 
Richard Murray notified State Police 
Headquarters and men were at once 
assigned to guard duty. The Boston 
police supplied officers to patrol] the 
territory near the Union Club and 
other places where the Justices live. 
The Worcester police doubled the 
guard at the home of Judge Thayer, 
who has. been under police protection 
for several years. 

This morning Sheriff Keliher will 
arm every member of his staff, and 
court house officers will be under in- 
structions to be on the lookout for any 
suspicious persons who appear at the 
court house. The bomb explosion of 
a dozen years ugo, which wrecked one 
of the retiring rooms, is still vividly 
recalled at Pemberton Square. 

Attorneys on both sides were reiuc- 
tant to comment on the decision. Wil- 
liam G. Thompson, who came into the 
case as counsel for the prisoners after 
they had been convict in 1921, was 
visibly disappointed, but said he would 
have nothing to say until he had read 
and studied the decision. 

The decision occupied ten typewrit- 
ten pages, and in large part is techni- 
cal, with frequent reference to other 
decisions of the Court. There are sev- 
eral citations from the decision of a 
year ago which denied the first motion 
for retrial of the same case, and also 
from the more recent case of the Com- 
monwealth vs. Devereaux—the so-called 
“‘car-barn case,”’

A decision of Supreme Court Justice 
Peter A; Hatting regarding ‘flooring in 
tall buildings which may have a far- 
reaching éffect on skyscraper construc- 
tion was. made~known-yesterday. 
Justice Hatting has ruled that lin- 
oleum and cork and rubber tiling with 
which the floors..of many office build- 
ings and apartments in’ the city are 
covered have been installed in violation 
of a section of the Build'ng Code. 
This section of. the code decrees 
that in buildings ‘more than 150 feet 
high the flooring’ shall be ‘of incom- 
bustible material or of ‘firéproofed 
wood. Under Justice’ Hatting’s ruling 
the linoleum, cork and rubber tiling: so 
frequently uséd were classed as floor 
finishing - and not’ floor covering ‘and 
in this way they came ‘under the ban 
of that section’ of the code.

Youth Trapped Whén He Climbs 
Aloft. Trying to Save His- 
toric Orange: Church. 








THRONGS THRILLED BY DEED 





Pray as He Starts Perilous Trip 
—Two Buildings Razed— 
Seven in Hospital.

ORANGE, N. J., April 5.—The First 
Presbyterian Church and the old Music 
Hall, historic landmarks of the 
Oranges, were destroyed by fire this 
afternoon. 

The church was founded in Orange 
in 1719 as an offshoot of the Presby- 
terian Church in Newark, and the 
brick structure which was burned was 
erected in 1812. It contained an organ 
valued -at $20,000, and much rare an- 
tique furniture. 

The theatre, which stood across the 
street from the church at the Four 
Corners, the centre of Orange, was 
more than 50 years old. Sarah Bern- 
hardt, Maude Adams, John Drew and 
other stars once played there, but of 
recent years it had been a movie house 
kmown as the Royal. 

A spectacular escape from the church 
belfry 125 feet above the street, which 
resembled a scene from a moving pic- 
ture more than an actual happening, 
thrilled spectators of the blaze. Five 
thousand persons behind ‘the police fire 
lines watched as William Jordan, a 
young city electrician, of East Orange, 
who had been trapped in the belfry, 
slid fifty feet down a rope to the roof 
of the main part of the church, whence 
he was rescued by firemen with lad- 
ders from the street. 

Ascend to the Belfry. 

Jordan and three other volunteers 
climbed to the belfry after a sudden 
change of direction in the wind and 
a back draft from the blazing theatre, 
whe-e the fire started, had carried a 
multitude of sparks across the street 


and had ignited the wooden steeple 
of the church, Carrying a line of 
hose, Jordan reached the belfry just 
before more sparks, landing on the 
roof of the church, set fire to the 
lower part of the tower, cutting off 
his escape. 

His three companions, who carried 
hand extinguishers, were cut off by 
the flames before they reached the 
belfry. They ran down to “he man 
roof,, where Albert Florence, 2: years 
old, of 18 Cross Street, West Orange, 
fell unconscious. As smoke billowed 
around the trio, firemen ran ladders 
up fgom the street and carried them 
down. . Florence was. rushed to the 
Orange Memorial Hospital in an amn- 
bulance. 

Meanwhile Jordan was still working 
toward the spire, oblivious that his 
escape had been cut off. The terse 
crowd in the street waited for Jordan 
to appear in the belfry as the flames 
licked the steeple above and Dbelcw 
his position. For moments there was 
a silence of poignant suspense, »rok- 
en by a great roar of voices as Jor- 
dan’s head appeared in. the belfry. win- 
dow. As he looked down, .he old 
weathervane, loosened from its wood- 
work by the flames, toppled f19m the 
steeple to the street. 


Crowd Warns Him of Peril. 


The babel of voices from below was 
unintelligible to the man in the tower, 
but the crowd finally told him of his 
danger by pointing to the flames 
shooting toward his feet. Thousands 
of hands shot upward.in a gesture of 
warning mixed with despair.. Jordan 
was the calmest man of all. A shudder 
ran through the throng, and some 
prayed, while others turned their eyes 
away in fear of what they might see, 
but Jordan waved to them with a mo- 
tion as if to tell them not to worry, 
that he had no fear. 

He took a rope that he had brought 
with him to draw up the fire hose and 
tied one end around a beam in the 
belfry. Flames. were spurting around 
this beam, but had nét yet begun to 
eat it away.:Then he lowered the other 
end of the rope, and the crowd saw, 
with a.sigh of relief that came simul- 
taneously from thousands of throats; 
that its dangling end reached within a 
few feet of the main. roof.

SPEAKS TO LEGISLATORS 





He. Tells of Enjoyment of Work 
at Albany — Opens Hotel 
and Starts for Home.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 5.—While 
he touched on politics to a greater ex- 
tent than had been expected on his 
visit here today, Mayor Walker of 
New York devoted most of his time 
to the pleasant duty of selling. the 
City of New York to’ Columbus and 
the Ohioans, going through . more 
than twelve hours of. extraordinary 
activity, enjoying every minute of the 
time. 

He departed iate tonight ieaving be- 
hind him a most pleasant impression, 


him, a Democratic Governor much im- 
pressed with the Mayor of the coun- 
try’s metropolis and a Republican Leg- 
islature keenly aware of his ability. 
The Mayor of New York arrived in 
Columbus at an early hour for him. 
He had hardly time to gulp two-thirds 
of a cup of coffee on the private car 
on which he traveled before the re- 
ception committee was aboard. He 
blinked rather sleepily into the. morn- 
ing sun—it was then 10 o'clock—as the 
photographers took his picture out- 
side the station, but the Mayor wore 
a wide smile and continued to wear 
it all day, for the réle of guest ap- 
parently was a welcome relief. 


Spectators Applaud Visitor. 


Driving from the station to the 
State House, the Mayor found him- 
self the head of a parade that had 
brought the residents of Columbus 
flocking to High Street. In advance 
of his car a large band blared forth 
“Will You Love Me in December as 
You Did in May?” and “The Side- 
walks of New York.” The parade 
consisted of only half a dozen auto- 
mobiles, but the anxiety of the Co- 
lumbians to see the Mayor of New 
York was amazing, and he was greeted 
by applause. 

At the State House the Mayor made 
his way through, the. cheering throng 
to the office of Governor Donahey, 
which was filled. The reception was 
informal. .The members of the Mayor’s 
party were presented to the Governor, 
and then the Mayor and the Governor 
talked a while, chiefly about finance. 
The Governor was amazed to learn 
that the budget of New York City was 
nearly half a diiiion dollars, about ten 
times the prospective budget of the 
State of Ohio for the next eighteen 
months.

“Sex”? had had a run of eleven 
months when it closed on March 19. 
About a month before, the police, act- 
ing on orders from Aldermanic Presi- 
dent Joseph V. McKee,’ as Acting 
Mayor, visited the theatre and then 
obtained warrants on which a raid 
was made. 

Indictments later were. returned 
against the producers, all the members 
of the cast and some of those con- 
nected with the theatre management.

‘Cort’s freedom 
did not come about, however, until a 
few minutes before the case. went to 
the jury shortly after 1 o’clock in the 
‘afternoon.’ Brewer had been exoner- 
ated three days before. 

Seven women members of the cast 
were among those found guilty. They 
are Mae West, 26 years old, the lead- 
ing woman, who was alleged to have 
collaborated with another woman play- 
wright in rewriting ‘‘Sex’’ from the 
manuscript of another pley, never pro- 
duced; Eeda von Buciow, 50 years old;

WASHINGTON, : April. 5.—Four de- 
cisions of considerable importance to 
the radio world were anndunced’ today 
by the Federal Radio Commission. 
These were: 

First—There shall be no widening of 
the present radio broadcasting band, 
which will continue to be marked by 
the boundaries between 550 and 1,500 
kilocycles—that is, between 199.9 meters 
and 545.1 meters. 

Second—There shall be established a 
special and separate experimental band 
in that upper part of the present ama- 
teur band which. extends from 2,000 to 
1,500 kilocycles (149.9 meters ‘to 199.9 
meters). " 

Third—All of the 732 stations now 
holding licenses that apply for perma- 
nent licenses before April’ 24 will re- 
ceive a temporary permit to operate |. 
after that date, good until withdrawn. 

Fourth—Stations that fail before 
April 24 to apply for a regular license 
will. not get temporary permits to 
operate after that date, and no tem- 
porary permits, whatever .will be 
granted to any of the. 300 proposed sta- 
tions, 

The first of these decisions was 
taken to. avoid the junking of millions 
of dollars’ worth of radio receiving 
sets built to operate on the present 
broadcasting band of 550 to 1,500. kilo- 
cycles. 

The second decision, establishing a 
special experimental band immediately 
below the present broadcasting band,

BIG MISSION. FUNDS ASKED 





Presbyterians Seek $200,000 and 
Methodists May Need $150,000 
to Care for Missionaries. 





Dr. Edward H. Hume, who retired 
recently as President of Yale-in-China 
at Chang-sha, Hunan Province, and 
who has spent more than twenty years 
in China, declared yesterday t he 
believed the Nationalist movement 
would sweep on across China, consoli- 
date its successes and control the 
whole country. He said that the 
Northern militarists headed by Mar- 
shal Chang Tso-lin and other war lords 
were B toch sews to stop it. 

Speaking before the Ladies’ Society 
of the Free Synagogue, 40 West Sixty- 
eighth Street, Dr. Hume declared that 
the movement in China was much 
greater than the military struggle be- 
tween factions that it has been called. 
He also said that the danger of China 
turning red had been exaggerated. 
“The Chinese are fully aware of 
what they are doing,"’ he said. ‘‘When 
they get ready they are prepared to 
shelve the Russians. China has the 
upper hand today and she will attend 
to the red menace.”’ 

Outlining the history of the Kuomin- 
tang and the Nationalist movement, 
he told how first in 1915 the intellec- 
tuals aroused the merchants and by 
an economic boycott coerced Peking 
and prevented the success of the Jap- 
anese demands made at that time. 
Later, in 1919, the merchants combined 
with the same groups when the prom- 
ises made to China by this country 
and the Allies were set aside at the 
Peace Conference in spite of the oppo- 
sition of Woodrow Wilson. 

These two tests, he said, cemented two 
powerful groups in China, but did not 
include the peasants, the farmers and 
laborers, who are being reached by the 
eae methods of the Russian 

joviets. 


Learned Propaganda in Moscow. 


“They sent students to Moscow to 
watch and learn how the Moscow Gov- 
ernment went about indoctrinating the 
masses,’’ Dr. Hume said, “‘and they 
learned. Speakers and pictures and 
little plays have been sent to the vil- 
lages and the ignorant have been 
taught to say: ‘Down with imperial- 
ism!’ ‘Down with militarism.’ ’’ 

Dr. Hume said that the method had 
elements of danger, but it was simple, 
forceful and direct, and produced re- 
sults. He pointed out how the armies 
of the Nationalists had swept north 
with only a few battles 

“In 1776 we had one revolution here, 
a political one,” he said. ‘‘China today 
is going thrqugh six and more revolu- 
tions—political, economical, educational, 
social, industrial and religious.”’ 

Dr. Hume referred to the closing of 
Yale-in-China as due to the preponder- 
ance of radical control in the district, 
but he declared that he was not dis- 
couraged and looked ahead to the re- 
opening of the school with a wider field 
of activity than ever before. 
Missionary leaders here commented 
briefly yesterday on the statements of 
Dr. Allen C. Hutcheson, for many 
years director of the University Hos- 
pital at Nanking, accusing some of his 
missionary colleagues for their support 
of the Nationalist cause. Dr. Robert 
E. Speer, Secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions and Chair- 
man of the Board of Trustees of the 
University of Nanking, said that Dr. 
Hutcheson was a medical missionary 
supported by the Southern Presby- 
terians, whose Foreign Board is at 
Nashville. He said that Dr. Hutche- 
son had been an able, devoted and ef- 
ficient missionary and that he had 
been through a very trying ordeal. 
Dr. A. L. Warnshuis, Secretary of 
the Foreign Missions Conference of 
North America, suggested that it 
would be interesting if newspaper cor- 
respondents at Shanghai would get the 
reactions of some of the missionaries 
who believed in a conciliatory instead 
of a gunboat policy in China. 


Huge Relief Funds Needed. 


Dr. John R. Edwards, Corresponding 
Secretary of the Methodist Board at 
Shanghai, cabled headquarters here 
yesterday that the fund of $75,000 may 
have to be doubled for the succor of 
the missionaries leaving China. About 
thirty missionaries and their families 
are preparing to depart from Shanghai 
for this country. 

Bishop L. J. Birney of the Methodist 
Council at Shanghai cabled yesterday 
that it was imperative that the mis- 
sionaries in the Northern China cen- 
tres through which the Nationalists 
are now advancing toward Peking 
withdraw,:‘“‘on account of revolution 
causing great danger to life.’’ 

“This will necessitate unexpectedly 
large expenses,” the cable continued, 
“of which missionaries cannot possi- 
bly sustain any portion.’’ 

The Presbyterian Board announced 
yesterday that a plan to create a $200,- 
000 emergency fund to aid Presbyterian 
missionaries driven from their posts 
in China had been authorized. An ap- 
peal for the fund has been sent to 
Chairmen of foreign mission commit- 
tees of the Presbyterian Church 
throughout the country. 

Announcement was made last night 
at the Board of Foreign Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church that of the 
540 Presbyterian missionaries in China 
all but 100 would leave the country as 
soon as possible. A cable received here 
yesterday from Charles E. Patton, 
Secretary of the China Council at 
Shanghai, said: 

“It is proposed to retain an organ- 
ization of representatives of the Pres- 
byterian missions consisting of sev- 
enty-five men and twenty-five women 
to preserve mission organization and 
care for work. Will send a few to 
Japan and balance to United States, 

“The American Presbyterian Press, 
Shanghai,” the dispatch added, “has 
been closed on account of labor trou- 
bles. The school for missionary and 
foreign children at Tungchow Chi-li 
has been closed also.’’ 

Syracuse -in-China, a missionary 
undertaking in Chung-king, West 
China, supported by the students, 
alumni and friends of Syracuse Uni- 
versity in cooperation with the Board 
of the Methodist Church, is still carry- 
ing on under Chinese direction accord- 
ing to information made public here 
yesterday received from William R. 
North, educational director, now in 
Shanghai. The work is being carried 
on by Chinese teachers and doctors.

The other cities of North China in 
which Americans reside, according to 
American consular registrations, are 
Hsuchow, Honan Province, 54; Kai- 
feng, Honan Province, 58; Siangu, 
Shensi Province, 29; Kalgan and dis- 
trict, 31; Haichow, Kiangsu Province, 
38; Hsuchow-fu, Kiangsu Province, 31;

BORODIN IS AN AMERICAN. 


Soviet Consul at Shanghai Says Red 
Adviser Could Vote Here.

SHANGHAI, April 5.—Soviet con- 
sular authorities at Shanghai told for- 
eign correspondents today that Mi- 


chael Borodin, adviser to the National- 
ist Government at Hankow and alleged 
chief instigator of Chinese radicalism, 
is an American citizen, possessing full 
American citizenship rights, with vot- 
ing qualifications. The Soviet authori- 
ties stated that Mr. Borodin was born 
in Russia, but was forced to go to 
America by the Czarist Government, 
that he became a naturalized citizen 
and that his wife is an American citi- 
zen. His children were born in Amer- 
ica, speak English and are unfamiliar 
with the Russian language. 

The foregoing declaration was made 
in response to a question regarding 
Mr. Borodin’s exact status in the 
Soviet Government. Soviet officials 
declared that Mr. Borodin is not con- 
nected officially with the Russian 
Government, but is employed in a 
purely advisory capacity by the Na-

LONDON, April 5.—The British note 
demanding reparation for the Nanking 
outrages has been forwarded to Sir 
Miles Lampson, the Minister in China, 
and probably will be published Thurs- 
day. It is stated in official quarters 
that its terms are practically the same 
as those of the United States and 
Japan. 

An interesting feature about the note 
is that it will be left to Lampson to 
decide to whom he will present it. It 
is believed here that anything but har- 
mony prevails in the Cantonese Ad- 
ministration, and it is understood that 
there is uncertainty in Foreign Office 
circles as to whether the note should 
be presented to augene Chen or to 

Kai-shek. 


THe YORK Times TIMES correspon- 
dent learns that the British demands 
are considerably less stringent than 
those which the die-hard ‘section of 
the Cabinet wished to see framed. It 
is understood. that there will be no 
time limit in the note, which thus will 
be robbed of all resemblance of an ul- 
timatum. 

It is not admitted here that pfresen- 
tation of ‘three notes instead of one 
is in any sense a diplomatic set-back 
for Britai It ‘is recognized that 
domestic political considerations would 
make it imexpedient for the United 
States Government to take any action 
which could be interpreted as lending 
the, American flag to cloak British 
imperialism. 

If the demands are refused, it is 
understood that the three Govern- 
ments will confer further as regards 
the action to be taken to enforce them. 
It is understood that the British note 
includes a categorical declaration of 
the responsibility of the Cantonese 
Government for the outrages and also 
three demands: First, an official 
apology: second, the trial and punish- 
ment of the authors of the outrages, 
and third, the indemnity of the victims 
for the injuries to their persons and 
property. 

Announcement was made today that 
the Fifty-second and Ninety-eighth 
Field Batteries will leave for China on 
April 16 to rejoin the other two bat- 
teries of the First Field Brigade— 
mechanized formation—which left with 
the main body of the Shainghai defense 
force.

RUSSIANS FILE RISK SUITS. 


Equitable and New York Life Are 
Named in $1,214,479 Claims. 


Complaints in suits which it was an- 
nounced some weeks ago would be 
brought against the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society and the New York 
Life Insurance Company, in behalf of 
Russian policyholders, were filed in 
the Supreme Court yesterday in the 
name of the Russian Policyholders, 
Inc., through Charles Reich, New York 
Counsel for the Soviet Government. 
Four actions against the Equitable 
on 277. policies aggregate $376,014, and 
four against the New York Life ag- 
gregate $838,465 on 517 policies. 

Mr. Reich announced that total 
claims of $10,000,000 would be made in 
behalf of 4,000 policyholders. The de- 
cision to file the suits resulted from 
court rulings in test cases in which 
the insurance companies asserted that 
the policies became void when the 
Soviet Government nationalized Rum 
sian insurance concerns. The Court 
of Appeals ruled adversely to this con- 
tention recently. 


RICHEST ESKIMO DIES. 


End Comes to Sepillu as Plane Flies 
to Take Him From Ice-Locked Isie. 


SEATTLE, April 5 ().—David Sepillu, 
Alaska’s wealthiest Eskimo, died today 
at his Arctic ‘home, on Lawrence 
Island, in the Bering Sea, while an 
airplane winged its way across north- 
ern wastes in an effort to reach the 
island in time to take him to Nome for 
an operation. 

Word of Sepillu’s death was received 
here tonight by Jonathan H. Wagner, 
Chief of the Alaska Division of the 
United States Bureau of Education, 
from T. §S. Scupholm, the bureau’s 
representative on the _  ice-blocked 
island. The aged Eskimo had been 
kept alive a week by treatment pre- 
scribed by radio.

munists and. suppress the labor 
unions and their pickets. It is not 
known where such rumors originate. 

The Kuomi has made known 
to the world its resolution that no 
steps should be taken to oust the 
Communists and to terminate the 
labor unions. 

The military authorities at Shang- 
hai have manifested a willingness to 
obey the instructions of the Central 
Government and it is probable that 
the differences and misunderstand- 
ings, if any, between them will be 
adjusted to the satisfaction of all. 
The Communists are anxious as 
others to maintain order, and have 
endorsed the Kuomintang resolution 
to refrain from using military force 
to effect repossession of the settle- 
ments.

These being undeniable facts there 
in no room for rumors. It must be 
understood, however, that the com- 
mon enemy intends not only to deal 
with us by military force, but to stir 
up dissension among our respective 
parties so they may accomplisk the 
aim of using Reds to crush Reds.

Quo also delivered Chang’s *protest 
against the “bombardment” of Nan- 
king, to which Mr. Gauss, like the 
other consuls, took exception, stating 
that the British and American firing 
was only a barrage for the protection 
of British and American refugees. 
According to reports coming from 
Tokio and London the other consuls 
appear to have accepted Quo’s state- 
ment as unqualified acceptance of re- 
sponsibility, which would be contrary 
to Foreign Minister Eugene Chen’s 
statements and would indicate that 
Chang Kai-shek was going beyond the 
Hankow Government, to which he still 
declares his loyalty. 


TWO THREATS AGAINST PEKING 


Christian General as Well as Can- 
tonese Imperils Northern Capital. 
PEKING, China, April 5 (4.—The 

field of operations of China’s grim 

civil war has shifted so steadily from 


the Yangtse Valley to the North that 
Peking itself, ancient pistoric seat of 
the Governments of China and the 
capital of the northerners, now ap- 
pears definitely threatened. 

The danger comes from two direc- 
tions, first the northward drive by 
the Cantonese and secondly a possible 
sweep from the northwest by Marshal 
Feng Yu-hsing, once known as the

Army. 

The Cantonese threat, coming as it 
does on the heels of the successful 
Cantonese occupation of the great 


Yangtse Valley, completed the cap- 
ture of Shanghai and Nan , is di- 
rected primarily at Tsinanfu, the capi- 


hantung, and Tientsin, impor- 


withstand the Cantonese, but his re- 
cent collapse in the defense of Shang- 
hai and Nanking has raised doubts as 
to his intentions. Should treachery or 
Cantonese propaganda behind his lines 
break down General Chang’s defense, 
first Tisinan-fu would be endangered 
and then Tientsin. 

Any congestion of railroad service 
at Tientsin because of the possible 
withdrawal of Manchurian troops from 
Peking would be certain to make the 
evacuation of foreigners in the north 
extremely difficult. 

The threat on Peking by Feng Yu- 

hsiang has not reached an active stage, 
but is present, nevertheless. Feng was 
driven out of Peking a year ago by 
the combined forces of Chang Tso-lin 
and Wu Pei-fu. The latter, who is 
Governor of Honan, is now at. odds 
with Chang Tso-lin and has met sev- 
eral severe reverses at the hands of his 
erstwhile colleague. The reverses are 
believed to have removed the danger of 
Wu Pei-fu’s troops going over to, the 
Cantonese. 
The northward drive of the Na- 
tionalists along the railway leading to 
Tientsin and Peking is meeting with 
strong resistance. Northern forces 
captured Kwantien, sixty miles north- 
west of Nanking, Sunday, after heavy 
fighting, and 200 Nationalists wounded 
have arrived at the latter city. The 
Nationalists are rushing  reinforce- 
ments to that sector.

PEKING, April 5.—A gloomier out- 
look was taken of the situation in 
North China today. Departures of for- 
eigners from Peking for Tientsin be- 
came heavier. It was spurred by fears

Business Leaders. Approve. 


Business leaders and influential peo- 
ple who see the Foreign Minister 
mostly agree that his policy is the 
proper one for Japan and merely ex- 
press anxiety that the Japanese resi- 
dents in the disturbed area should re- 
ceive the fullest protection » possible. 
Baron Shidehara agrees with this as a 
matter of course, but points out that 
China is a foreign country. 

The Japanese view is that the South- 
ern authorities are responsible for the 
security of life and property in the dis- 
tricts “they contro! and that as long 
as disorders can be, regarded as un- 
premeditated incidents it is better to 
support. the .Nationalist authorities 
than to embark on the impossible task 
of trying to guard all the Japanese 
Nationals in China. 

The withdrawal of Japanese nation- 
als.from Hankow was ordered by the 
Japanese Consul 23 the best method 
of dealing with that particular emer- 
gency. The Japanese Government has 
no intention of ordering a general 
evacuation of the Yangtse area. If 
Japanese desire to leave, the Govern- 
ment will give them every assistance, 
but it.does not ask them to do so. 

The Japanese Consul General at 
Shanghai has .een directed to make a 
statement explainitg the policy of his 
Government and allaying the excite- 
ment from which ,the Japanese, like 
all foreigners at Shanghai, are suffer- 
ing. 

Despite the Govérnment’s, calmness, 
the Hankow incident, coming nearly 
four months aftez the British conces- 
gion in that city/ was seized by mob 
violence, has further increased the 
anxiety of the press regarding the 
safety of Japan’s interests in China. 

Government ts Criticized: 

The Tokio Asahi today accuses the 
Government of neglecting its duty. 

“Japanese in’ China,” it says, “are 
being robbed of their. businesses and 
savagely persecuted, and if they must 
evacuate without assurance for the 
future grave‘ questions will arise. 
Shidehara’s repeated statement that 
troops are unnecessary has been falsi- 
fied by events. Armed pressure is ob- 
ectionable, but life and property must 

e protected.” 

While undercurrents of dissatisfac- 
tion exist and the earlier confidence 
that the Nationalists would spare the 
Japanese has been shaken by events, 
there is still. no sign of any widespread 
desire to see Japan adopt a different 
policy. 

The opinion is growing that the issue 
between Chang and the Communists 
must result in a showdown within a 
few days. -So long as there remains 
the likelihood that Chang and the 
moderates may get control Japan will 
exercise patience to the utmost rather 
than take steps which would make 
Chang’s position difficult. 

Even if Chang falls official opinion 
would hold that the best course was 
to negotiate with his successors. But 
pos opinion in such an event would 

e disturbed and the Government 
could not indefinitely maintain its at- 
titude of patience and endurance car- 
ried to the point of non-resistance, as 
at present.

PARIS, April 5 (#).—France will build 
®ne cruiser, six destroyers, five sub- 
marines, one mine-laying submarine 
and two dispatch vessels between July

FINDS FOREIGN HATE 
RAMPANT IN PEKING 


French Observer Declares the 
Chinese Think Foreigners Are 
There to Exploit Them. 


VILLAGERS MORE FRIENDLY 


But Even Americans Who Have 
Been Liberal in Spirit and Generous 
With Money Feel Anxious.

PEKING, April 5.—Having been 
warned in advance that it is no easy 
matter to form an opinion of Chinese 
affairs I am in no hurry to draw 
definite conclusions after spending 
only a short time in Peking, but will 
restrict myself to making a few pre- 

liminary remarks. 

First, there is more Chinese hate of 
foreigners today than a few. years 
ago. What used.to be nothing but an 
ignorant instinct, restricted to the 
populace, has now become.a sort of 
passion from which the. most. culti- 
vated. do not escape. This hatred is 
not merely a feeling of aversion to- 
ward another and a totally different 
race, but based on the profound con- 
viction that the fore:gners who live 
on Chinese soil have but one aim— 
namely, to exploit Chinese, 

And if this is the case in Peking, 
where Chang Tso-lin is all powerful, 
—— —_ . be in. Hankow or Can- 
on, where clever propagandists fan 
this instinct and shape it into a defin- 
ite political and social doctrine? And 
one can imagine what may happen 
when to this feeling ig added the 
hatred of the poor for the rich or to 
use the orthodox terms of the prole- 
. tarian for the capitalist, 

During a delightful evening spent in 
the company of my friend Ou-Pang, I 
was curious to find out what might 
toward the midnight hour be the lan- 
Suage of a man who had been edu- 
cated in France and. whose every in- 
terest is bound to the party of the 
North. After fifteen or sixteen excel- 
lent dishes, washed down with Chinese 
wines, Ou-Pang spoke of the foreign- 
ers with a wicked glint in his eyes. 

Having added five or six glasses of 
Russian vodka and a bottle of cham- 
pagne, Ou-Pang was stripped of all 
dissimilation and toward 3 o’clock in 
the morning tried to fight a French 
captain of the Colonial Infanry. 

Village People Friendly. 

On the other hand, village popula- 
tions, even quite near Peking, greet 
foreigners with hospitality and friend- 
liness. Our car having skidded in the 
snow into a ditch beside the road at 
dawn. one morning, not thirty miles 
from the capital, a peasant going to 
early work, seeing our pert, 
gave a few cries and within’a couple 
of minutes fifty or sixty men and wo- 
men had rushed to our help from the 
village and had lifted the car back 
onto the road.- They seemed almost 
surprised when my companion, a Swe- 
dish merchant, rewarded them with a 
tip, Thus it would seem that it is hos- 
tility to strangers rather than anti- 
foreignism that has been developed so 
intensely in*a ‘péople which is not in 
any..way of a malevolent disposition. 

The ‘reasons for-this are not difficult 
to. find.. First there is the war in 
which’ China was our ally. Although 
she did nothing but send 120,000 coolies 
to. France and. Siberia, .the Chinese 
Government reaped much prestigé from 
the alliance. True.Tsing-tao: was. re- 
turned to her,, but the Chinese are con- 
vinced that this .was a sacfifice im- 
posed on the Japanese by Americans. 

As for the foreign concessions, Rus- 
sia is the.only.country which has made 
any sacrifice. ~The reasons which 
prompted. this.do not matter; the Chi- 
nese see only one thing and that is

Treatment of the Germans. 

_But the gravest thing of all is to 
baye deprived the Germans of all their 
rights in “There are 5,000 Ger- 
man traders in China. No doubt there 


are some adventurers and smuggiers 
of. arms, but’ the’ great. majority are 
made up of stea business men.

_the eyes of the Chinese they have been 
made into a sort .of, second ‘class 
European.

unfair treatment the Germans receive 
at the hands of the native courts un- 
der whose jurisdiction they are now 
placed and of the inferior position this 
gives them in comparison with other 
Westerners. But.the Chinaman, who 
is a subtle reasoner, says: 

“As you have taken their privileges 
from the Germans that means that 
that you have after all treated 
them as enemies and us as allies. As 
you have returned the German land 
and concessions to us, that means 
means that we had earned a reward. 
You cannot, therefore, do less than 
give us something yourselves. The 
Bolsheviki Were more generous than 
you.’ 

When the inevitable time comes when 
we must revise our relations with 
China on an equitable basis, and taking 
into account the general interests of 
Europe, we must no longer leave the 
Germans nor the Austrians or any 
others who enjoyed privileges in China 
for that matter out in the cold. 

I know people think that France is 
looked upon with favor and that our 
position is advantageous. One is not 
always—and that often very rightly— 
in agreement with the sudden evolu- 
tions of British policy. But should 
the day come when in one of those 
overcrowded Chinese cities a wave of 
fanaticism arises which sweeps the 
whole people in its wake, we shall need 
everybody, for we will not be spared 
any more than anybody else. 


Americans Faer Attack. 


I have conversed with a number of 
American missionaries who occupy 
what should be a privileged position 
owing to their liberal spirit and finan- 
cial generosity. They are today as 
anxious as the other foreigners. They 
are exposed to the same daily incidents 
and ask protection from their Govern- 
ment. 

Yet they have systematically followed 
a policy of friendship and confidence 
toward the Chinese. 

But the most serious event since the 
war has been that Japan has resumed 
her liberty of action. Abandoned’ by 
Britain at Washington, Japan was 
obliged to renounce her ambition of 
creating a colony in Shantung and 
forced to give up Tsing-tao. Far from 
protecting the British interests as she 
loyally used to do, Japan now combats 
the English. Britain today bears a 
formidable burden imposed by this 
breach of contract with the powerful 
empire which was closest to. hand for 
action. in case of trouble in China. 

Lack of unity on the part of the 
Western powers has thus created in a 
people which is neither lazy nor ma- 
levolent and extremely favorable ground 
for united movement against foreign- 


ers. Military disorders and propaganda 
have done the rest.

WALLIN ASKS. FEDERATION 





Sees County Disorgenized Without 
an Executive—Barrett Talks on 
Commuter Transit Solution. 





Westchester County, its proposed 
new form of government, its park sys- 
tem, its proposed county centre and its 
transportation problem were the topics 


of speeches at the seventeenth annual 
dinner of the Westchester County 
Chamber of Commerce at the Hotel 
Commodore last night. The speakers 
were former Mayor William J. Wallin 
of Yonkers, Henry R. Barrett of White 
Plains, John G. Agar of New Rochelle 
and Arthur W. Lawrence, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Westchester County Park 
Commission. Earl W. Hodges of Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., also spoke on ‘‘West- 
chester County as I See It.” 

Calling the proposed new charter the 
basis of ‘‘a federated country govern- 
ment,”’ Mr. Wallin, author of the pro- 
posed charter to be voted on at the 
general elections this Fall, said West- 
chester County should take the lead in 
the reorganization of county govern- 
ment in the State. 

The Board of Supervisors was called 
a board of forty-two directors with- 
out a head by the speaker, who said 
the charter provided a county Presi- 
dent, Vice President and Commissioner 
of Finance, to be elected by the people. 
The rights of self-government of the 
four cities, eighteen towns and twenty- 
three villages of the county are pre- 
served under the propos form of 
government, Mr. Wallin said. 

The executive and administrative 
duties of government, he said, are 
taken from the hands of the Board of 
Supervisors and placed in the hands 
of the President and other elective of- 
ficers and the Board of Estimate and 
Finance, made up of the elective offi- 
cers with the addition of the county 
attorney and county engineer, ap- 
pointees of the President. The Board 
of Supervisors is placed in charge of 
the legislative functions of the county 
government. 

In urging support for the charter, 
Mr. Wallin said Westchester County 
must act to prevent itself from being 
swallowed up by New York City and 
that the only way to self-preservation 
was in effecting a better form of self- 
government. 


Urges a County Centre. 


In urging the proposed county. centre, 
where a meeting place for the county 
will be located, Mr. Barrett, counsel 


for the Westchester County Park 
Commission, said Westchester’s. 90,000 
school children and its various county- 
wide civic organizations had no place 
for meetings. The centre, which prob- 
ably will be located in White Plains, 
would also furnish a site for industrial 
exhibitions, he asserted. By a rising 
vote the chamber endorsed the propo- 
sition, which is now before the West- 
chester County Park Commission. 

Referring to the five years’ work of 
the Park Commission, Arthur W. Law- 
rence said more than 12,000 acres had 
been acquired for the parks and. park- 
way systems at a cost. of $25,836,000, 
and . that approximately __ $3,000,000 
worth of land remained to be acquired. 
To date appropriations made by the 
Board of Supervisors for the Park 
Commission amount to $28,707,000 for 
land acquisition and $10,575,000 for con- 
struction work, he added. 


Wants a Transit Solution. 
The need for a solution of the com- 
muter transportation. problem was 


stressed by Mr. Agar, Chairman of the 
former estchester County Transit 
Commission. The matter should be at- 
tended to at once, he said, and de- 
clared that New J had referred 
its problem to the of New York 
Authority, together with an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for expenses. A similar

SINCLAIR SENTENCE 
SET FOR NEXT MONDAY 


Refusal to Answer Senators 
Panishable by Prison Term, but 
He Will Be Free to Appeal.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Harry F. 
Sinclair, New York oil operator, con- 
victed two weeks ago of contempt of 
Senate because of his refusal in March, 
1924, to answer questions put by the 
Senate Committee on Public Lands, 
will be sentenced at 10 o’clock Monday 
morning. 

Justice Hitz, in the Criminal Branch 
of the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court, heard argument this afternoon 
on the question of whether Mr. Sin- 
clair was convicted of one or four of- 
fenses, the contention of the Govern- 
ment being that each of the four 
counts on which he was adjudged 
guilty constituted a separate and dis- 
tinct offense under the law. 

Justice Hitz held that the counts 
could not be separated and that the 
conviction was for a single offense 
only. me 

Under the law the offense is punish- 
able by a fine of $100 to $1,000 and im- 
prisonment for not less than one month 
nor more than a year. The law ap- 
pears to be mandatory as to both 
penalties. 

Upon conviction, Mr. Sinclair was 
released on bail in the sum of $5,000. 
The Bail will be continued pending 
appeal following sentence by Justice 

Z. 





Two hours after Mr. Sinclair is sen- 
tenced the Teapot Dome Naval Re- 
serve oil case will come up for argu- 
ment in the. Supreme Court of the 
United States. The argument will be 
on appeal from the decision of the 
United States Court of Appeals in St. 
Paul, which held that the Teapot 
Dome transaction was tainted with 
fraud and ordered the lease canceled.

JUDGE SUDDENLY ENDS 
FEDERAL COURT TERM 


Hazel Acts Quickly When He 
Learns Penalty for Employing 
Volunteer Jurors. 











BUFFALO, April 5 (4).—Civil term of 
Federal Court here was suddenly sus- 
pended today when Judge John R. 
Hazel learned that he was liable to 
“removal from office, imprisonment 
for one month and a fine of $100’’ for 
accepting volunteer. jurors yesterday 
on condition that they would be paid 
at some future date. 

The court has been operating under

It was learned today that Herr Stein, 
who was a witness, said that he edited 
200 pounds of documents for the editor 
of Der Tag, one of the Hugenberg 
publications. The Nationalists pur- 
chased these documents from Herr 
Kranz:and put them at the disposal 
of Hugenberg, who was awaiting the 
proper time to use them for furthering 
the ends of the reactionary parties. 
Herr Weiss, ieader of the Nationalists, 
and Herr Stein said today that these 
papers contained no references to Dr. 
Stresemann, though when the time 
came to submit the papers to the 
Court it was discovered that they had 
been seized by the District Attorney 
in the Barmat case and could not be 
found. 

Herr Kranz also said that Captain 
Kautter, right hand man of Captain 
Ehrhardt of Putsch notoriety, aided in 
wading through vast quantities of pa- 
pers bearing on the various illegal 
business transactions and dark politi- 
cal affairs. 


Another Complaint Hidden. 


A letter sent to the Minister.of Jus- 
tice by Herr Knoll, who also was im- 
Plicated in the document gelling af- 
fair, charging Dr. Stresemann with 
perjury in regard to his relations with 
another Litwin firm, was referred to 
President Hindenburg. State Secretary 
Meissner referred the letter to the 
Chancellor at least ten days ago, but 
the matter is now hidden under the 
same cloak of mystery which is tend- 
ing to confuse not only the public but 
even the attorneys and Judges hear- 
ing the case. 

The court will be open to the public 
again tomorrow, since the revelations 
which were considered a menace to the 
State’s security were concluded today. 


FIND BOY IN WOLF’S DEN. 


Evidently Nurtured by Animal, Ten- 
Year-Old Proves Savage.

ALLAHABAD, British India, April 
5.—Herdsmen near Miawana, seventy- 
five miles from here, found a small 


Indian boy supposed to be about 10 
years of age, in a wolf’s den. From 
marks in the den it was obvious that 
the boy had been living there. He 
was unable to talk or to walk properly, 
but went on all fours, lapped water 
and ate grass. 

The boy was brought here, put in a 
special lock-up and supplied with food 
and medicine. At night he barked, bit 
himself and other people and had to 
be tied down. He is very thin and 
emaciated, but his limbs are otherwise 
well formed. He has a terrible scar on 
one side of his face as if he had been 
mauled by some animal. 

He has been taken to Bareilly for 
treatment at a mental hospital. 








This is the third cace of Rudyard 
Kipling’s ‘‘Jungle Book’ hero, Mow- 
gli, in real life which has been dis- 
covered in India within the last ten 
months. Last September Bishop 
Walsh wrote to the Indian Social Re- 
former of Bombay of the case of two 
aittle girls who had been found by the 
Rev. J. Singh in a wolf’s den near 
Bengal. They revealed the same char- 
acteristics as the boy described in the 
Allahabad dispatch. One of them soon 
pined away and died, but the other 


rapidly became “humanized” in 
Singh’s orphanage at Midnapur. It 
was supposed that the girls, as is 


sometimes the case in India, had been 
abandoned in.the jungle by their 
arents on account of their sex and 
ad been mothered by a she wolf 
which had just been deprived of her 
young. 

The same explanation would not ac- 
count for the presence of the boy in a 
wolf’s den near Miawana.

NEW TRIAL REFUSED 
TO SACGO-YANZETTI

“These decisions are of matters of fact; 
upon them the Judge’s findings are 
final.”’ The Court also finds that Judge 
Thayer did not abusé his judicial dis- 
cretion when he refused to grant a new 
trial. 

“It is not for us to determine,” says 
the decision, ‘‘what is to be believed. 
The question for us is: Could the Judge 
conscientiously, intelligently and hon- 
estly have reached the result he has 
reached?” 


Full Text of the Decision. 


The opinion in full was as follows: 

“Wait, J. This case is before us 
upon exceptions claimed to an order 
denying a motion for new trial. The 
motion is in these words: 

***Now come both defendants in the 


above entitled case and jointly and 
severally move for a new trial therein 
by reason of the facts set out in the 
affidavits of William G. Thompson, 
Amlete Fabbri, Nicola Sacco and 
James F. Weeks, filed herewith, and 
in further affidavits to be filed in sup- 
port of this motion; and because it 
appears from the confession of Ma- 
deiros annexed to the affidavits filed 
herewith that these defendants did not 
commit the murder for which they 
have been tried and convicted, but 
that said murder was committed by 
said Madeiros and his associates, as 
stated by him.’ 

“It is, in substance, a motion for a 
new trial by reason of newly discov- 
ered evidence. The affidavits disclose 
that one Madeiros has confessed that 
he took part in the crime of which the 
defendants have been found guilty and 
that they did not; and set out numer- 
ous statements as of facts which it is 
contended so substantiate the story of 
Madeiros that in fairness to the de- 
fendants a @ew trial should be granted 
in order that their innocence may be 
made to appear. They contain, also, 
allegations, as of facts, from which it 
is argued that a conspiracy to secure 
either the conviction of the defend- 
ants of murder, as charged by the in- 
dictment, or proof that they are dan- 
gerous radicals subject to deporfation 
or punishment under the laws of the 
United States, between the Depart- 
ment of Justice of the United States 
and the prosecuting officers of the 
Southeastern District of Massachu- 
setts, is shown to have existed which 
rendered their trial grossly unfair. 
They contain, further, allegations, as 
of fact, which it is contended estab- 
lish that there was such suppression 
by the District Attorney of important 
identification testimony, and such use 
of unreliable witnesses of identifica- 
sare that a miscarriage of justice re- 
sulted. 


“No Reliance on Confession.” 


“The defendants were found guilty 
on July 14, 1921. The confession was 
made Nov. 18, 1925. The dates of the 
disclosures in regard to the alleged 
conspiracy and the alleged suppression 
and misuse of evidence do not appear. 
This motion for new trial was filed 
May 25, 1926. 

“In November, 1925, Madeiros was 
awaiting the determination of excep- 
tions claimed by him at a trial in 
which he was convicted of murder in 
the first degree. The presentation of 
the motion for new trial was delayed 
so that, if he secured a second trial, 
Madeiros might not be prejudiced by 
knowledge that he asserted participa- 
tion in another murdér. He has been 
again convicted, and was under sen- 


tence of death when the motion was 
heard. No claim is made that the de- 
lay was wrongful. 

“The Judge wso presided at the trial 
and who heard the motion has decided 
that no reliance can be placed upon 
the alleged confession; that its truth is 
not substantiated by other affidavits; 
that the allegations of conspiracy to 
convict, of improper suppression of 
evidence and of improper use of un- 
reliable witnesses are not made out. 
These decisions are of matters of fact. 
Upon them the Judge’s findings are 
final. Commonwealth v. Sacco, Mass. 
Ad. Sh. (1926) 817, 859, 862, 867. Com- 
ponent v. Dascalakia, 246 Mass. 

“The granting or the denial of a mo- 
tion for a new trial rests in the judicial 
discretion of the trial Judge; Common- 
wealth vs. Devereaux, Mass. Adv. Sh. 
(1926) 1953, and cases cited; and his 
decision will not be disturbed unless 
it is itiated by errors of law or abuse 
of discretion. Berggren s. Mutual Life 
Ins. Co., 231 Mass., 173, 176. 

“The defendants contend that there 
are errors of law, and that the judge, 
in denying their motion, has abused 
his judicial discretion and demon- 
strated prejudice. 


Defendants’ Contentions. 


“The law in regard to motions for 
new trial based upon newly discovered 
evidence is fully and accurately stated 
in Davis vs. Boston Elevated Railway 
235 Mass., 482. Further discussion is 
unnecessary. The principles therein 
stated are controlling. We shall deal 
with the defendants’ contentions in 
the order of presentation in their brief. 


“1, Before the arguments in the mo- 
tions were made the defendants filed 
eight requests for rulings of law, and 
about ten days later they sent to the 
Judge a ninth request, to which the 
District Attorney objected bcayse it 
was filed too late. On Oct. 23, 1926, 
the clerk received and filed two docu- 
ments: One, entitled ‘decision,’ in 
which was set forth at great length a 
discussion of the evidence and of the 
case, the reasons leading to the con- 
clusion, and a denial of the motion; 
the other, entitled ‘rulings of the 
Court on defendants request for rul- 
ings,’ in which was stated the action 
taken on the requests. The first bore 
the signature of the Judge; the second 
bore no signature. 

“On Oct; 25 the’ defendants filed 
claims of exceptions which treated all 
the requests as denied and on Oct. 28,: 
filed a bill of exceptions. Because it 
was unsigned the clerk refused to show 
or to give a copy of the second paper 
to counsel, and none’ was received by 
counsel until Oct: 29. On Nov. 1 the 
Judge signed the paper and counsel 
Was so. notified on the next day. 

“It is now contended that all the re- 
quests must, therefore, be treated as 
denied. The contention is without 
merit. Even if the paper should not 
properly be treated as, in fact, authen- 
ticated by the signature upon the docu- 
ment which. it..accom ed. and to 
which it was clearly related, it be- 
came a duly authenticated record of 
the Judge’s action when he affixed his 
signature. The right to complete the 
record was not taken away by the 
claim that the requests had been de- 
nied and the filing of the bill of ex- 
ceptions. See Commonwealth vs, Car- 
ney, 158 Mass., 444. There had been 
no failute to pass upon the requests. 
The ‘decision’ shows that, in fact, the

Credibility of New Evidence. 


“The contention that the Judge has 
confused ‘material allegations set forth 
in the motion’ with ‘the issues pre- 
sented by the motion,’ and was in error 
in the statement that ‘in seeking to set 
aside the verdict of the jury on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence 
(and this motion comes within that 
class), the law places the burden of 
proof upon the defendants to establish, 
by a fair preponderance of the evi- 
dence. The truth of the material alle- 
gations set forth in the motion ‘is fully 
met by considering the sentence,’ which 
follows: 

** ‘And one of the most important fac- 
tors in determining these motions is 
the credibility of those who furnished 
the newly discovered evidence.’ Upon 
this issue the burden is clearly upon 
the defendants. Commonwealth vs. 
Sacco, supra, at page 859; Common- 
wealth vs. Jordan, 207 Mass., 259, 275. 

“There is nothing in the further con- 
tention of error in the stater-nt ‘as 
far as this Court is conce---'. The 
or*y question involved i= ‘viether or 
not the verdicts of the jury that have 
been affirmed by the supreme judicial 
court of this commonwealth should be 
set aside on the confessions of Madei- 
ros. In other words, this Court must 
find that the defendants have estab- 
lished by a fair preponderance of the 
evidence the truthfulness of the Ma- 
deiros confession.’ 

“The ‘decision’ makes manifest that 
t Judge is here dealing with one 
Pp of the issue involved in the mo- 
tion; that he gave the defendants’ 
third request for instructions and that 
he did not regard his determination 
upon the truthfulness of the Madeiros 
confession as decisive of all the issues 
presented by the motion. 

“4, We need not deal with the con- 
tention of the defendants that if they 
are entitled to a rehearing this Court 
should order hearing before another 
Judge. 

“v—The defendants contend that the 
Judge should have given their second 
and ninth requests and that the refusal 
to grant a new tyal is clearly an abuse 
of discretion amounting to denial of 
due process of law. 


Extent of Judge’s Discretion. 


“The Judge had authority in his dis- 
cretion to refuse to accept a request 
presented for the first time after the 
arguments are finished. Common- 
wealth v. Hassan, 235 Mass. 26, de- 
cides that the rule of practice appli- 
cable in civil action (compare Rule 44, 
Superior Court 1923) prevails also in 


criminal cases. No valid exception 
lies to the refusal to accept Request 9. 
Moreover, the ruling, made in the 
event that he should have exercised 
his discretion to accept it, was right. 
As will appear, we find no abuse of 
discretion. 

“The arguments which have been ad- 
dressed to us to illustrate the force of 
the intimation repeated in Davis v. 
Boston Elevated Railway, supra, at 
Page 494, that a practice to embody 
the order denying a new trial in a 
paper like the ‘decision’ here filed 
‘should not be encouraged, for its in- 
evitable result would be to put on trial 
the Magistrate instead of the case.’ 

“The Judge in acting upon a motion 
for new trial has the right to use 
and to rely upon his own knowledge 
of what took place at the trial before 
him. Commonwealth v. Devereaux, 
supra; Commonwealth v. Dascalalis, 
supra; Berggren v. Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, supra; Commonwealth 
v. Madeiros, supra. No agreement of 
counsel upon the truth of occurrences 


in accord ‘with his knowledge. His 
conscientious exercise of his duty can- 
not be .restrained by agreements of 
counsel not assented to by him. A 
refusal to be so bound is not of itself 
abuse of discretion nor proof.of preju- 
dice. His signature to a bill of excep- 
tions—in which the agreement is set 
out in order that a full and true ac- 
count of what has taken place may 
be presented for review—is not assent. 


Conclusions of the Court. 


“The contention that there was error 
or abuse of discretion in the use by 
the Judge of his own knowledge of the 


case, in addition to the evidence and 
agreement placed before him by coun- 
sel, cannot be sustained. 

“We have considered carefully the 
helpful, and minute discussion con- 
tained in, the brief and the argument 
for the defendants. We have studied 
the numerous affidavits, exhibits and 
records placed before us and the state- 
ments of the ‘decision’ in the light of 
all the arguments of counsel for de- 
fendants. It is not necessary to dis- 
cuss them in. detail. As already 
stated, it is not for us to determine 
what is to be believed. The question 
for us is: Could the Judge con- 
scientiously, intelligently and honestly 
have reached the result he has 
reached. As stated in Davis vs. Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway, supra, at page 
502, ‘to sustain these exceptions it is 
necessary to decide that no conscien- 
tious Judge, acting intelligently, could 
honestly have taken the view ex- 
pressed by him.’ 


Confession Not Admissible. 

“The confession of Madefros, by it- 
self, would not be admissible upon a 
trial of the defendants. .Common-. 
wealth vs. Wakelin, 230 Mass. 567, 576 


(citing Commonwealth vs. Chabbock, 
1 Mass. 144; Commonwealth vs. Felch, 
122 Mass, 22, and Donnelley vs. United 
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Weight of Evidence for Trial Judge. 


dence of alleged resemblance, as 


shown by photographs, between 
Joseph Morelli and defendant Sacco, 
and between Stephen Benkosky and 


the chauffeur described by the wit- 
nesses Kelley and Kennedy was for 
the trial Judge; nor was he bound to 
find unfairness in the presentation of 
the evidence in regard to the identi- 


fication of persons seen taking part 
in the murder. 

“The changes of statute law which 
have substituted a single Judge of the 
Superior Court for the larger number 
of Judges formerly required to preside 
in capital trials have not modified the 
law governing the duty, the authority 
or the exercise of discretion of the 
presiding Magistrates. 

“There is no error of law or abuse 
of discretion in the denial of the mo- 
tion; which, in substance, is a finding 
that the evidence submitted was not 
‘weighty and of such nature as to its 
credibility, potency and pertinency to 
the fundamental issues in the case as 
to be worthy of careful consideration,’ 
or ‘so grave, material and relevant as 
to afford a probability that it would 
be a real factor with the jury in reach- 
ing a decision,’ and that a new trial is 
not necessary to prevent a failure of 
justice, Davis vs. Boston Elevated 
Railway, supra. 

“Exceptions over-ruled.”’ 





The Murders at South Braintree. 


BOSTON, April 5 (#).—Sacco at 
present is held in the Norfolk County 
Jail at Dedham. Vanzetti is at the 
Charlestown State Prison, where he is 
serving a sentence of twelve to fifteen 
years for the attempted robbery of a 
shoe factory paymaster in Bridge- 
water. 

The two men were convicted of the 
murder of Frederick A. Parmenter, 
paymaster at the shoe factory of the 
Slater & Morrill Company in South 
Braintree, and Alexander Berardelli, 
his guard, on April 15, 1920. The two 
men were shot and their assailants 
escaped in an automobile with several 
thousand dollars, the factory payroll. 

It was on July 14, 1921, that the 
jury returned its verdict of guilty. 
Judge Webster Thayer of the Superior 
Court presided at the trial and at the 
lengthy hearings which followed on 
petitions for a new trial. It was on 
exceptions taken to his rulings in re- 
fusing a new trial that the case was 
taken to the Supreme Court. 

The main contention of the defense 
throughout the long history of the case 
has been that Sacco and Vanzetti were 
convicted, not because the jury be- 
lieved them guilty of the murders, but 
because they had admitted that they 
were radicals at a time when a wave 
of sentiment against radicals was 
sweeping the country. Counsel for the 
two men sought to show that agents 
of the Federal Department of Justice 
had exercised undue influence in help- 
ing the State authorities to develop 
their evidence. 

They maintained that the men were 
wrongly identified and that they were 
not in South Braintree on the day of 
the murders. They contended also that 
certain revolver bullets were improper- 
ly introduced into the jury room. They 
charged Judge Thayer with abuse of 
discretion and error in many of his 
rulings. 

Judge Thayer’s final refusal of a new 
trial, based chiefly on the Madeiro 
confession, came in October last. Ex- 
ceptions were filed and these were 
argued in the Supreme Court last 
January by Mr. Thompson for the de- 
fense and by Dudley P. Ranney, As- 
sistant District Attorney of Norfolk 
County, for the State. Today’s decision 
over-ruled all the exceptions.

Replying to Socialist interrogations, 
Dr. Stresemann denied that the Ger- 
man Government had approved the 
shipment of munitions to for the 
Northern armies.

Mr. Gibson, while declaring ‘that the 
opinion at the American delegation on 
the question of the limitation of naval 
effectives was firmly grounded, but 
not irrevocable, suggested that pub- 
licity on all naval effectives, combined 
with limitation of ships by categories 
and a fixed’ratio between numbers of 
ships and men would meet the French 
objections. 

The suggestion for publicity was 
carried further by the Japanese dele- 
gate, who. favored applying to the lim- 
itation of material. 

Finally, M. Paul-Boncour of France 
admitted that it might .be possible 
if limitation were based on global ton- 
nage, to agree to the publication of

-The Italian delegate voiced opposi- 
‘ston, and said that his country could 
go no further than making public its 


intention to lay down keels for new 
vessels. 


Gibson Agrees With Cecil. 


While declaring that he must wait 
for instruction from the British Gov- 
ernment on the question of limitation 
of naval effectives, Viscount Cecil de- 
clared that if the size and strength of 
ships were limited drastically, as the 
British Government proposed, the 
strength of a fleet would be limited. 

Mr. Gibson took the same view. If, 
for example, he said, the ship were 
sunk but the crew saved, the crew 
would be useless until the ship was 
replaced. 

Admiral Saito said that under new 
methods of construction crew space was 
being sacrificed to make room for new 
mechanical’ improvements. 

Boucour said that material 
was the most important factor in 
naval limitation, but he protested 
against permitting the possibility of 
nations turning coast defenses over to 
unlimited effectives and training men 
for new, swift, armorclad merchant 
ships. 

It was generally believed that M. 
Boncour was thinking of the Rex and 
the Dux, which Italy is now buildinz 
and which France fears are really in- 
tended for war purposes. 

Count. von Bernstorff of Germany 
agreed with M. Boncour on the impor- 
tance of limitation of naval effectives 
and spoke of the possibility of highly 
industrialized nations building subma- 
rines in three months. The training 
of an undersea crew, on the other 
hand, he said, required a year. 


Gibson for Publicity. 


Mr. Gibson then remarked that if he 
understood M. Boncour correctly, the 
French delegate was especially inter- 
ested in making impossible wholesale 
deception through concealing under 
the cloak of unlimited naval personnel 
effectives intended for use on land. 

“Do we not meet that by providing 
for full publicity for the number of 
naval effectives?” he asked. ‘If we 
accept the Swedish proposal and adopt 
a ratio between the number of ships 
and men we have an absolute check,” 
he declared. 

“But this is one of the reasons why 
we require limitation by categories of 
vessels, .It is impossible to make a 
ratio between a certain number of men 
and a certain gross tonnage for a 
fleet. As I understand it, battleships 
require. a man for each twenty-five 
tons; destroyers, a man for each ten 
tons, and submarines, a man for each 
twelve tons. 

‘“‘What M. Boncour desires is some- 
thing which interests us all and per- 
haps on the basis of publicity we can 
discuss the question of reserves and 
have debate opened on a method of 
limiting material to realize our goal.’’ 

Viscount Cecil gave an explanation of 
the British understanding of the situa- 
tion which places all the blame on un- 
certainty. The conference, he said, 
had two objectives, one to prevent ag- 
gression and the other to prevent com- 
petition. There was also a third, and 
that was to promote a feeling of: se- 
curity, without which peace would 
never be established and reduction or 
limitation-of armaments. would be im- 
possible, he declared. 


Cecil for ‘Removal of Surprise. 
“If you are going to promote a sys- 
tem of security you really must get rid 
of the conception of surprise as one of 
the legitimate. elements in warlike 
preparations. In many countries there 


is a kind of worship of the fetish of 
security, which personally I deplore. 
If this could be swept away that would 
be the greatest step toward universal 
disarmament. : 
“‘Articie VIII of the Covenant, pro- 
vides for a full and frank jnterchange 
of information, which, alas, is far‘from 
fulfilled by members of the .League. 
Are you, in this matter, prepared to 
take a step toward openness and pub- 
licity and the absence of surprise? 
“The proposal made by the British 
Government is clear, and has proved 
practicable. It avoids secrecy, limits 
and gives to every nation of the world 
a clear view of armament of other 
countries. I cannot conceal from you 
the fact that the British Government 
attaches the greatest possible import- 
ance to the adoption of 4. system of 
this kind for limitation of armaments.” 
M. Boncour, after remarking that his 
country has been placed in a position 
of inferiority by the Washington con- 
ference but intended to fulfill its obli-

M. Boncour said he might accept 
publicity if the conditions were not too 
rigorous. He might combine a system 
of limitation by total tonnage with a 
provision for publicity and add as a 
further condition that any change 
made in these naval programs as pub- 
lished should be communicated im- 
ar = ge to a central supervisory 
ody. 

Mr. Gibson, after giving the Amer- 
ican view of global tonnage and limi- 
tation as calculated to invite suspi- 
cion and competition, declared, never- 
theless, that he saw a ray of hope in 
the’ offer of M. Boncour. 

Viscount Cecil, while expressing no 
opinion on the Boncour proposal, ap- 
pealed.for a general understanding of 
the British situation. Her sea com- 
munication was the life blood of the 
British Empire and Great Britain 
could be starved out in a few days if 
these communications were destroyed, 
he declared. Therefore, he concluded, 
she could not risk any sudden develop- 
ment that might be directed entirely 
at a vulnerable spot. 


LONDON VIEW OF SITUATION. 


France’s Absence From Parley Would 
Lessen Chance of Results.

By Wireless to Tap New Yorx TiMES, 
LONDON, April 5.—As London sees 
it, the French ‘refusal to have any- 
thing to do with the naval conference 
proposed by President Coolidge lessens 
its. chances of extensive limitation of 
existing sea forces. 
British diplomats along with other 
observers have, expected the French 
action, but its becoming official throws 
into. relief. the fact that French 
absence from the. meeting would im- 
mensely increase the. difficulties of 
Britain in obtaining from the negotia- 
tions that which she has sought ever 
since she failed to get it at the Wash- 
ington Conference, namely, abolition 
of the submarine as a weapon of war. 
Coupled with the French attitude in 
the Geneva discussions now going on 
the new Paris note makes it quite plain 
that the French do not now intend 
either to agree to banning undersea 
craft or to any reduction of the subma- 
rine forces they have afloat and build- 
ing. On the other hand, this certainty 
of the French position will increase 
the opposition of the British Admiralty 
to any decrease in British cruiser 
strength, it being the English position 
that auxiliary naval craft are real 
weapons against submarines. 
London would be surprised if Italy 
took a position different from that of 
the French in yesterday’s note. This 
may mean that Lordon had some ink- 
ling regarding the exchange of in- 
quiries between Paris and Rome before 
the French replied to the latest Wash- 
ington note. 
While, therefore, the British are not 
enthusiastic about a three-power naval 
conference attended by England, 
America and Japan, they do feel that 
no harm can come of it and that some 
good might. They do not look for- 
ward to any reduction of existing na- 
val forces as a result, but they in- 
variably point out that President 
Coolidge made it plain that he was 
aiming at limitation rather than re- 
duction, 
From a larger point of view the 
British say the conference might lay 
down some sort of scale which could 
be fitted into the League national plan 
as a contribution of the three nations 
toward general disarmament. In ad- 
dition, it is suggested that the meeting 
might commit the participating na- 
tions to an extension of the capital 
ship limitation effected at the Wash- 
ington Conference and which is sched- 
uled to end in 1932. 
The British Admiralty is deeply in- 
terest d in finding what will be the 
American position on cruiser limita- 
tion. While in principle the Britsh are 
willing to extend the equality ratio be- 
tween the United States and England 
to cruisers, they at once point out the 
need for what cruisers they now have. 
This raises the issue of what stand- 
ard can be. adopted for equality be- 
tween the two leading sea powers. If 
the English standard is adopted Amer- 
ica would have to build some twenty- 
five cruisers to have as many as 
Britain and London scarcely thinks 
President Coolidge aims at that result. 
Neither does London think that Amer- 
ica would accept as permanent her 
present position of inferiority in regard 
to cruisers. Whether the United States 
would be satisfied with an agreement 
permitting her to build as many cruis- 
ers as Britain if she wished to is n 
point which has aroused dmiralty 
curiosity. 
It is to be noted that at Geneva both 
America and Japan have backed Brit- 
ain’s opposition to the French idea 
that fleets should be limited by aggre- 
gate tonnage and not by classes. This 
proposal is especially distasteful to 
the British and it is easy to under- 
stand why. If France took the ton- 
nage supposedly allotted for larger 
ships and divided it up into subma- 
rines it is evident that that nation 
could build an under-sea fleet of a 
size to be as disagreeable to British 
prospects as the French air fleet now 
is 





The British insist that they wish to 
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On Anniversary of Entering the War 
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Says Peace Is Goal of Both Nations, but Approached' by Different

PARIS, April 5 (#).—More important 
than technica] disarmament is the will 
for peace, declared Aristide Briand, 
Foreign, Minister, In a message sent 
to the American people through The 
Associated Press on the occasion of the 
tenth anniversary of-the entry of the 
United States into the World War. 

M. Briand’s message, sent on the 


heels of France’s refusa}] to partici- 
pate in the three-power naval disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva, insisted 
that the paramount necessity in pre- 
venting war is the cultivation in the 
civilized world of a spirit of peace 
interp ted through a ‘policy of 
peace’”’ on the part of all nations. 
France, added the Foreign Minister, 
has. rebuilt her armaments. with’ one 
idea—defense—and in her new univer- 
sal service law “she tends for the 
first. time to suppress the very idea of 
war being; profitable and places its 
abominable burdens..upon every one, 
men and women.” . 


First to Learn of Our Decision. 


“T have not forgotten,’’ recalled the 
Foreign Minister, ‘“‘that it was re- 
served to me first to learn by an offi- 
cial communication from Mr. Sharp, 
then American Ambassador, that the 
Federal Government had taken the de- 
cision which was to exercise so con- 
siderable an influence in the history 
of the World War. 

“Now, in the problems of peace, 
France and America are following dif- 
ferent roads,~- but each toward the 
same goal. Disarmament can come 
about only by the will to peace among 
all nations.‘ In that the thought of 
America .will ever be certain to find 
sympathetic accord in the thought of 
France. Pong ; 

“If there were need of it between 
the two great democracies in order to 
give high testimony of ‘their desire 
for peace and to furnish a solemn ex- 
ample to other peoples, France would 
be willing to enter into an engagement 
with America mutually outlawing war, 
to use your way of expressing it. 
“The renunciation of war as an in- 
strument of national policy is a con- 
ception already familiar to the signa- 
tories. of the League Covenant and 
the Locarno Treaties. Any engage- 
ment subscribed to in the same spirit 
by the United States toward another 
nation, such as France, should greatly 
contribute in the eyes of the world 
to enlarge and fortify the fundation 
on which the international policy of 
peace is being erected. Thus the two 
great friendly nations, equally devoted 
to the cause ‘of ‘peace, would furnish 
the world the best illustration of the 
truth that the condition immediately 
to be obtained is not disarmament but 
the practice of peace.’’ 

In conclusion M. Briand sent a mes- 


sage of. welcome to the American Le- 
gionaires who will return to France 
for their annual convention in Paris 
next September. He said he hoped 
they would: be as numerous as possible 
and would be able to take home with 
them the memory of' France at work— 
“a France as desirous of peace as she 
was ardent in war.” . 


Painleve War Minister Then, as Now. 


Paul Painlevé is War Minister today 
just as he was ten years ago., He re- 
marked today that he was sitting in 
the same office and at the same desk 
as when the news reached him in 1917 
that the United States had entered the 
great conflict. : ‘ 

“T was able to measure the effect of 
this decision,” M. Painlevé informed 
The Associated Press, ‘‘but the tech- 
nical experts were unanimous in refus- 
ing to admit the possibility, of America 
making any powerful contribution in 
arms. Nevertheless, 2,000,000 quickly 
trained American . soldiers were 
brought across the Atlantic) with enor- 
mous stores of war material, despite 
the submarines. 

“There are in America and elsewhere 
soured souls who regret that the 
United States abandoned her isolation 
to mix in the quarrels of the Old 
World.

Washington Recalls the Stirring Days. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (#).—Patri- 
otic fervor was gripping the American 
people just a decade ago as the nation 
was moving rapidly into the great war. 

President Wilson. had summoned 
Congress to Washington in special ses- 
sion, had delivered his dramatic night 
address, asking for a declaration of 
hostilities, and the Senate had ap- 
proved the war resolution. 

And so it was that ten years ago 
tonight the House was debating the 
final act to give in the early morning 
hours of the morrow its overwhelming 
verdict in favor of fighting Germany. 

With that action and ‘the sfbsequent 
signing of the resolution on April 6 
by President Wilson the United States 
had taken the decisive step, one which, 
as it turned out, changed the course cf 
history. 

Into the balance against Germany 
were thrown a ngvy in strength and 
efficency among the foremost afloat; 
an army comiparatively small but hign- 
ly efficient, backed by a citizenry of 
upward of 20,000,000 capable of military 
duty; industrial resources the great- 
est in the world and the moral force 
of more than 100,000,000 Americans. 








know what sort of ships they might 
have to oppose and, therefore, seek 
limitation by classes, whereas the 
French contend for the right to build 
what they want within the limits of 
the proposed tonnage restriction.

An agreement by which the City of 
Newark will purchase for $425,000 a 
stretch of the old Morris Canal bed, 
from the Passaic River to the Bloom- 
field line, from the State Board of 
Conservation and Development was 
announced yesterday by the Newark 
City Commission. 

By th- terms of the agreement the 
city will get 6.81 miles of the canal 
bed and all adjoining canal property. 
All liens held against the city for part 
of the bed which it acquired in recent 
improvements will be canceled.

ROME, April 5.—Premier Mussolini 
and Count Bethlen, Premier of Huh- 
gary, signed the Italo-Hungarian 
treaty of friendship, conciliation and 
arbitration this afternoon. The treaty 
closely resembles similar Italian agree- 
ments with other powers. 

It states that Italy and Hungary are 
friendly countries and provides that 
all disputes which cannot be settled by 
ordinary diplomatic means shall be 
submitted for conciliation to a special 
court Gomposea of members nominated 
by the contracting partiés, 

If the decisions of this court are not 
accepted by one or both Governments, 
the dispute shall be submitted for ar- 
bitration to The Hague Court or some 
other tribunal. 

This is the tenth treaty of this char- 
acter concluded by Premier Mussolini. 
The first was made:in London in 1923 
and since then there have been others 
with Yugoslavia, Switzerland, Austria, 
Germany, Spain, Rumania and Albania.

ARAB REBELS AMBUSH 
AN ITALIAN COLUMN 


Energetic Measures ‘to Pat Down 
Revolt in Cyrenaica Are 
Being Taken.

ROMB, April 5.—An official com- 
muniqué issued only today tells of the 
resumption of fighting in Cyrenaica 
and of a slight setback suffered more 
than a week ago by Italian arms in 
an encounter with rebel Arab tribes, 
which succeeded in luring the Italian 
force into an ambush and attacking it 
with the advantage of great numerical 
superiority. 

“March 27 a strong concentration of 


rebels was observed about ten milés 
south of Gerdes Albid. The Italian 
force, composed of one native bat- 
talion, small groups of mounted native 
bands and two pieces of artillery, was 
ordered to move from Merg and attack 
them. Next day the force reached the 
rebels and despite strenuous and unex- 
pectedly severe resistance drove them 
ome f miles to the edge of the Raheiba 
in.

Reports Patient Better—Carol Still 
at Villa Near Paris Guarded 
by Police.

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BUCHAREST, April 5.—The physi- 
cians’ official communiqué at noon to- 
day said King Ferdinand’s tempera- 
ture was 97, pulse 90 and respiration 
22 and that he was slightly better. 

Nevertheless, the death of the King 
is now helieved to be a matter of a few 
days. 

Sunday morning at 9 o’clock the 
Papal Nuncio administered extreme 
unction, after which the royal family 
were constantly at the bedside of the 
monarch. In the afternoon the Bel- 
gian radium specialist, Dr. Sluys, who 
arrived in the Rumanian capital at 
midday, made an examination of the 
King’s cancer and found it had ad- 
vanced to such a stage through the 
weakness brought on by the grip that 
further radium treatments were use- 
less, as the cancer would bring death 
in a short while. 

Queen Marie is most zealous in’ her 
attendance and has not left the palace 
since March 24, when his Majesty was 
taken ill, and has not left the bedside 
for the last five days. 

Little Prince Michai was taken to see 
his grandfather Sunday afternoon and 
for the first time Ferdinand broke 
down. Information gipen by one court 
official says the scene was most touch- 
ing and that Princess Helene of Greece, 
a favorite of Ferdinand and mother of 
Michai, fainted. 

A most serious menace to Ferdinand’s 
health and which has been held re- 
sponsible for his failure to throw off 
the grip is his expressed conviction 
that he never will get out of bed 
again. 

Further confirmation of the King’s 
critical condition is seen in the fact 
that M. Lupu, leader of the Peasants’ 
Party, who has departed from Ru- 
mania, left behind him editorials for 
his newspaper, Aurora, concerning the 
end of Ferdinand. 

The distination of M. Lupu is com- 
monly believed to be Caror’s side. The 
Peasants’ Party is the only one strong- 
ly pro-Carol, and it is thought possi- 
ble it will attempt to bring the ex- 
iled Prince at least back to Rumania, 
if not to the throne. It is not entirely 
impossible that Carol will eventually 
succeed his father, for the situation 
has changed a lot since last ~ecem- 
ber, when Ferdinand was operated 
upon and when there was hardly a 
chance fc: the forr--~ heir returning. 

Premier Averescu has publicly said 
that he has no objection to Carol’s 
return, but makes the condition that 
the initiative must come from Ferdi- 
nand himself. This is almost impossi- 
ble, as the monarch has long held the 
conviction that 1e ascension of Carol 
to the throne would mean civil war in 
Rumania in a short time. 

Further, Queen Marie and M. Bra- 
tiano oppose Carol. The latter still has 
the upper hand politically in his coun- 
try, but his position is not as strong 
as it was in December and he shows 
less antipathy toward Carol since the 
latter refused tempting offers by some 
groups of officers to make an attempt 
for the throne. 

If Carol does by any chance return 
to Rumania with the intention of mak- 
ing an attempt for the throne he will 
have a group of followers, but not a 
very large one, for the populations of 
Bucharest, which is the most that 
counts in Rumania, is not Carolist. His 
strength lies among the peasants of 
Transylvania. Even though General 
Averescu would stand passively by and 
see Carol return as heir by legal 
means, he would be the first to oppose 
revolutionary attempts, and Averescu 
has the greatest personal following in 
the army of any one in Rumania. 


If the death of Ferdinand were to 
occur in the next few days the Govern- 
ment would carry through the pro- 
gram of the Regency, but of course 
there is the question of what would 
follow, which may be most anything 
except a quarrel between M. Bratiano 
and General Averescu—they can thrive 
together, but not singly. 

The strongest political pressure is 
being brought against M. Bratiano to 
play the réle of a Bismarck, allow 
Carol to return and then reassume the 
Premiership. But this experienced 
politician, who has been dictator of his 
country so long, knows that history 
often repeats itself. 

Bucharest would hardly know there 
was sickness at the Palace at Cotro- 
ceni. Only official bulletins giving 
temperature, pulse and respiration are 
issued daily. These are purposely 
vague and misstated to mislead the 
Rumanians, which is somewhat un- 
necessary, for the Rumanians. at most 
have very little interest in their royal 
family. That is the reason why a

CORRESPONDENT IS WARNED. 


Briton Threatened With Expulsion 
for Sending Uncensored News.

LONDON, April 5.—The Daily Ex- 
press correspondent at Bucharest is 
threatened with expulsion from Ru- 
mania because of a dispatch he wrote 
for his paper, but which was sup- 
pressed by the censor. In a message 
dated Bucharest, April 4, via the fron- 
tier, the correspondent says the Chief 
of the Rumanian Political Police after 
questioning him concerning the dis- 
patch to which objection was made, 
said: 

“IT am instructed to order you to 
leave the country within twenty-four 
hours or you will be escorted over the 
frontier by gendarmes, and that is a 
very painful process.’’

STRUGGLE BEHIND SCENES 





Test of Whole Communist Fabric 
Goes Steadily On in Midst of 
Outward Normality.

MOSCOW, April 5.—Behind the pic- 
turesque facade of Russian life where 
all-powerful Commissars riding Rolls- 
Royce limousines have a salary of $100 
a month, where wealthy Nepmen es- 
chew white collars and live modestly 
in two small rooms, where workmen 
strut proud and aristocrats walk hum- 
ble, there is raging a battle nation- 
wide in extent and incredibly romantic 
in its possible results. 

Across the Soviet stage pass pop- 
ular, demonstrations with trombones, 
drums and banners. The marchers 
cheer the entry of the Nationalists 
into Shanghai and carry bespectacled 
Chinese students on their shoulders. 
They mourn the victims of Nanking 
and sing the Soviet hymn for the 
dead in a deep chorus to their memory. 

But behind these scenes rages a 
battle that may determine their fu- 
ture—perhaps even the future of the 
whole world—more decisively than any 


event in China. It is the battle of 
prices. 


Success of Communism at Stake. 


What is romantic about prices, you 
may ask—least of all Russian prices— 
and what have they to do with the 
world of the future? Let Joseph 
Stalin himself answer, Stalin the most 
outstanding figure in Russia-and the 
standard bearer of the Communist 
world revolution: ~ 

‘Without a reduction in the prices 
of manufactured goods we cannot 
maintain the connection between the 
proletariat and the peasants, between 
industry and agriculture, which forms 
the basis of the proletarian dictator- 
ship in. our country.” 

This means clearly enough that the 
success or failure of the Socialist ex- 
periment in Russia hangs upon the 
issue of the present battle. The Bol- 
sheviki know this well and, like Stalin, 
admit it. 

They admit also that the battle is 
far, far from won. If you have the

There is yet another resemblance be- 
tween the Russian battle and the 
great war—both long-drawn struggles 
and often monotonous, seeming like 
champion wrestlers on the mat, scarce- 
ly moving, yet straining every nerve.

But are not he and his followers, 
like Lenin before them, trying to spin 
it forward more swiftly than the nor- 
mal tempo?

‘Must Defend Damage Suit 
by Princess Zizianov. 








HE DENIED HER A PASSPORT 





French Court Holds It Is Competent 
to Pass on Her Grievance That He 
Called Her Spy and Soviet Agent.

PARIS, April 5.—The Tribunal of the 
Correctional Court of Paris this after- 
noon declared itself competent and as 
so well within the limits of interna- 
tional law to try the suit for alleged 
defamation of character brought 
against Donald Bigelow, Chief of the 
Passport Division of the American 
Consulate General in Paris by Prin- 
cess Nina Zizianov. The trial was set 
for July ™. The Princess asks dam- 
ages of 500,000 francs. 

The Princess is a French woman, the 
widow of a well-known Russian, who 
was active during the Czarist régime. 
Fleeing from Russia at the time of the 





revolution, she eventually went to New 








York, where she established-a dress- 
making business. Mr. Bigelow refused 
to grant her a visa to return to New 
York after one of her visits to Paris, 
the alleged ground being that she was 
an “undesirable citizen’ because she 
was a spy for the Central Powers dur- 
ing the World War and since the armis- 
tice had been a secret agent in the 
United States and elsewhere for the 
Soviet régime. 

When the suit came up for trial on 
March 22 Ambassador Herrick person- 
ally intervened and in a communica- 
tion addressed to the Court pointed out 
that under the provisions of the long- 
standing consular treaty between the 
United States and France American 
Consuls could not be tried in this 
country except for the commission of 
crimes. 

The tribunal today passed in review 
both on the Franco-American treaty 
and the recent consular convention be- 
tween France and Greece and con- 
cluded that there is nothing in either 
which sustained the theory that Mr. 
Bigelow could not be tried in a Civil 
Court. The tribunal, however, went 
on to explain that his right to refuse 
the visa was not the issue at stake, 
but rather interviews which he is sup- 
posed to have granted to and 
American newspaper men, to whom he 
is said to have outlined the reasons 
for his refusal. Therefore, concluded 
the Court, the diplomatic immunity 
claimed by Mr. Bigelow only attaches 
to his official acts and not to inter- 
views about these acts. 

Suits for libel brought -by the Prin- 
cess against the correspondents of sev- 
eral American newspapers which car- 
ried accounts of her visa difficulties 
were rejected by the Court today and 
the Princess was ordered to pay the

WASHINGTON, April 5.—American 
dollars are seeking investment abroad 
in ever increasing volume. American 
money so placed, which reached a total 
of more than $11,500,000,000 at the end 
of 1926, increased by 72 per cent. in the 
first quarter of 1927, compared with 
the corresponding period of the pre- 
ceding year. 

This development, according to W. 
E. Thorne, head of the Finance and 
Investment Division of the Department 
of Commerce, is contrary to predic- 
tions made at the outset of the year. 

During the first quarter of this year 
American underwriters publicly of- 
fered foreign capital securities of a 
total par value of $377,472,700, as com- 
pared with $252,362,150 for the first 
quarter of 1926. The total new nominal 
capital (par value minus refunding) 
taken by Americans during the quarter 
was $360,715,000, as compared with 


$209,762,150, or a net increase of about 
72 per cent.. 

German loans began to decline dur- 
ing the fourth quarter of 1926 and only 
one was offered in this market during 
the first of this year. This slack in 
German borrowing was taken up by 
Italian loans, which reached a total 
par value of $78,400,000. Of this, $30,- 
000,000 represented an issue of the City 
of Rome, which was the only munici- 
pal or government issue. 

In the first quarter of this year the 
Far East borrowed more money in the 
American market than in Canada. Par 
value loans to the Far East totaled 
$72,490,000, while the par value of the 
Canadian loans was $47,683,250.

WANTED HIS WILL IN NEWS. 


Inventor, Leaving $100,000, Asked 
Publication of Bequests. 

In compliance with the will of Max 

Bachert, inventor of a fireproofing 


process, to have ‘‘Paragraphs First to 
Sixth” of his will published in the 
New York newspapers, each reporter 
at the Surrogates’ Court officially re- 
ceived yesterday a neatly typed copy 
of the six perseremns from a represen- 
tative of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, executor of the estate. 

Mr. Bachert, according to a short 
biographical sketch prefacing each of- 
ficial copy, was the ‘inventor of the 
only known successful process of fire- 
proofing wood.’’ He died on March 23 
at the age of 82. His wife, the sketch 
said, was the former Fanny K. Kellog, 
“‘*known as the ‘Boston Nightingale,’ ” 
now dead. 

The first two paragraphs are con- 
cerned with the payment of debts and 
expenses and the Kanye 4 of the testa- 
tor’s burial plot. The third gives $3,000 
to the Roosevelt Memorial Association, 
Inc. The next two contain bequests 
of $4,000 and $3,000 to two friends. 

Paragraph Six is divided into three 
smaller paragraphs, of which the first 
gives $2,000 to the Monticello Seminary 
at Godfrey, Ill.; the second deals with 
the method for paying off the legacies, 
and the third directs the executors ‘‘to 
publish the none herein provided 
for in Paragraphs First to Sixth, both 
inclusive, in 


the 
papers.” 

Paragraph Seventh and onward in 
the original will disposed of the re- 
mainder of the estate to relatives liv- 
ing chiefly in Germany. The estate 
is worth about $100,000.

Turn to 
Stabilization of Values for 
Return of Prosperity. 





EXODUS OF WORKINGMEN 





Departure of Surplus Labor Is 
Viewed as Expediting the 
Readjustment Plans. 


BUILDING LULL IS URGED 





Bank Failures Leave the Field to 
Sound Institutions—-Many Cities 
Face Taxation Problem. 





Special to The New York Times. 

PALM BEACH, Fla., April 5.—An- 
other ten days will mark the close of 
the present. tourist season in Florida 
and the beginning of a period of vital 
importance to the business interests of 
the State. 

Among the thousands of automobiles 
rolling north one notes an unusual 
number of cars bearing Florida license 
tags, their running boards and ton- 
neaus piled with all varieties of lug- 
gage and household goods. In many 
cases these are not the cars of Winter 
visitors from other States. 


Many of them belong to workmen or 
small tradesmen who poured into Flor- 
ida by thousands in the heyday of the 
boom. Ncw, with the Winter season 
nearly over, money scarce and employ- 
ment at a premium these workers are 
returning home. 

Hundreds more are returning by boat 
or train. The Travelers’ Aid Society, 
the Red Cross and other charitable 
organizations have been besieged with 
requests for help. In Miami alone the 
Travelers’ Aid Society has sent more 
than 100 families North since Jan. 1. 
The Red Cross has provided for al- 
most as many more. 

Railroad officials in Miami say they 
have been supplying on an average 
fifteen charity tickets daily and steam- 
ship companies there report that they 
have been swamped with appeals from 
persons anxious to work their passage 
back North. Along the highways lead- 
ing North one meets scores of men 
and youths, who are getting home as 
best they can by hitch-hiking from 
town to town. 


Business Men Encouraged. 


Responsible Floridans admit that an 
exodus of superfluous workers is in 
progress, and they believe this. will 
expedite the work of readjustment and 
welcome it. One Miami banker ex- 
pressed it: 

“We have our laundry to do. We 
have got to wash out all this boom 
stuff. There is still much paper to 
be liquidated, and if the Summer is 
dull and business slow, so much the 
better. That is the only way we'll 
ever get things washed out. For as 
long as you have activity, property 
owners will try to hold values up in 
hope that some one still may be found 
to pay the top price.”’ 

The professional Florida booster, 
however, of the type that during. the 
hectic speculative period told you that 
this was no boom but a period of nor- 
mal prosperity is still looking for 
some means of reviving the boom, The 
most popular device discovered thus 
far is the oil boom. 

During the last three months there 
has been much excitement in Florida 
over reports of oil found in the State 
and there are hundreds of persons who 
now confidently expect an oil boom. 
At present more than fifty wells are 
said to be in process of drilling within 
a radius of 250 miles of Palm Beach. 





So far, the only liquid these wells have 


produced is salt water. -Ocala, Sara- 
sota, Okeechobee and; Palmdale are 
centres of drilling operations. Small 
syndicates are being formed in vari- 
ous sections to furnish ‘capital and 
there is considerable. activity in. the 
sale of oil leases. 


Seek Real Estate Stability. 

But those who are most interested in 
helping the State work out its problem 
do not believe that this can ‘be ac- 
complished through oil. They are con- 
cerned mainly with effecting .the li- 
quidation of boom-time paper and with 
stabilizing real estate values. They 
admit, too, that Florida at present 
seems to be greatly overbuilt in hotels, 
apartment houses and office struc- 


tures, and they favor the suspension 
of further building until such time as 
the population shall have absorbed the 
surplus accommodations. 

This class has been greatly heart- 
ened by the progress already made in 
the direction of readjustment. In the 
process of liquidation, many third and 
fourth mortgages, which were plentiful 
during the’ boom now are acknowl- 
edged to be of small account and spec- 
ulative’ second mortgages on outlying 
properties similarly regarded. 

Millions of dollars’ worth of second 
mortgages on good city property are 
being liquidated at substantial dis- 
counts. In most cases the holders of 
these mortgages are willing to admit 
now that they were based upon ex- 
cessive valuations and to accept a set- 
tlement of less than the face value. 

The banking situation in Florida, 
however, is causing more serious con- 
cern. As in the case of all other busi- 
nesses, the number of banks estab- 
lished during the boom was out of pro- 
portion to the needs of the State. 
Forty-eight banks closed their doors 
last year, and when six more banks 
in Palm Beach County, as well as 
eight others in various parts of the 
State, closed recently Controller Er- 
nest Amos issued a State-wide bank 
call. The results of this call will not 
be known for another thirty days. 

But bankers in Miami say that so 
far as banks from West Palm Beach 
south to Key West are concerned, all 
are in excellent shape. They assert 
that while the Palm Beach bank fail- 
ures caused a scarcity of money in 
that vicinity and left many hotel em- 
ployes temporarily without funds, they 
served to put the banking business 
here on a sound financial footing. 

This time last year, they point out, 
the Palm Beaches, with a combined 
population of about 50,000, had eleven 
banks, many of them .shoe-string af- 
fairs started by persons with little 
knowledge of financial matters. Three 
strong banks now remain, 


City Taxation a Problem. 


Another problem that is likely to give 
serious concern in Florida is the finan- 
cial condition of many of its towns. 
During the height of the boom, when 
street and lighting improvements were 
being installed everywhere, most Flor- 
ida towns floated large bond issues in 
order to carry out elaborate improve- 
ment programs, 

Then the lull came, and the popula- 
tions of many of these towns began to 
shrink. Those who remained had most 
of their ready cash tied up in real 
estate. To them was left the burden 
and many of them found great diffi- 
culty in raising cash to meet their tax 
payments. Special time extensions 
were granted in not a few instances 
bw this afforded only temporary re- 

ef. 

Even in the larger cities where more 
conservatism was shown in: directing 
financial programs, the amount of 
bonded indebtedness per capita is un- 
usually high. Thus Miami, with a 
present bonding capacity of $58,447,258 
has a net bonded indebtedness of $24,- 
091,817, or about $5,935 per capita, and 
the per capita bonded indebtedness of 
Miami Beach is $13,350, or more than 
twice that of Miami. 

For Coral Gables the per capita, rate 
is $12,500; Fort Lauderdale, $7,585; St. 
Petersburg, $6,250; Orlando, $5,715; 
Daytona Beach, $5,635; . Bradenton, 
$3,800, Lakeland, $3,030; West Palm 
Beach, $2,495; Tampa, $2,055; St. Au- 
gustine, $2,000; Jacksonville, $1,275; 
ay ~ gees $1,000, and Tallahassee,

United States Government estimates 
put the average rate of bonded in- 
debtedness for cities in this country 
at about $1,000. Floridians, however, 
explain the unusually high average 
here as due to the fact that so many 
property owners live in other States. 


Oversupply of Buildings. 


The problem of overbuilding is an- 
other which must be faced in Florida. 





Of nearly a dozen large hotels in 
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McAllister, seaport business 
during most ‘of the ‘present season. 
Several others went a for lack 
of patronage, but even the yal Palm 
of the Florida East Coast Hotel Com- 
y, the oldest hotel in Miami, which 
eretofcre always did capacity busi- 
— reported a falling-off of 35 per 
conte... 

Miamians attempt to explain this by 
saying that many people who in pre- 
vious years had gone to hotels, rented 
apartments this season. But apart- 
ment house owners complain of a sim- 
ilar scareity of tenants. In fact, such 
was the demand for tenants that 
apartments could be had this season 
at almost any figure one chose to 
name. 

An indication of the true condition 
of affairs can be had by inspecting 
some of the new office buildings in 
Miami. Many of these buildings are 
of almost skyscraper proportions and 
some are less than half filled. The of- 
fice portion of The News tower on Bay 
Shore Drive was closed recently and 
unless some new demand for the office 
space once occupied by the hosts of 
realtors in the city is created other of- 
fice buildings may have to follow the 
same ape 
Miami’s Winter prosperity seems to 
have been determined this year by the 
racing season, and it was not until 
the opening of the Hialeah race track 
that the city evidenced much of its 
former life. At the beginning of the 
season the merchants in Miami made 
a concerted effort to curtail racing, if 
not abolish it altogether, contending 
that the tracks kept people off the 
streets during office hours and hurt 
business. But before Hialeah closed 
the merchants were clamoring for an 
extension of the’ racing season; and 
when the Pompano track followed 
suit Miami was ‘soon emptied of its 
tourist population. 

Many Miamians are asking what will 
happen in the event the Florida Legis- 
lature fails to legalize racing this sea- 
son. While some contend that racing 
is not necessary to the city and say 
that it keeps away Many persons who 
otherwise would spend their Winters 
in Miami, the consensus is that Ha- 
vana will come in for a large share of 
Miami’s tourist business next season if 
the racetracks are not permitted to 
open. 


Palm Beach Had a Good Season. 


Of all the Florida resort cities, Palm 
Beach alone seems to have enjoyed a 
better than normal season this year. 
Despite an increase of 33 1-3 per cent. 
in the number of hotel rooms available 
over two years ago, all hotels in Palm 
Beach reported business good, and of- 
ficials of the Florida East Coast Ho- 
tel Company, operating the Breakers 
and the Royal Poinciana, the two prin- 
cipal hotels, say that the combined 
business of these two houses was 
larger than for any previous year. 

The only falling off in business here 


was in the number of small houses and 
apartments rented. Even with rentals 
reduced 25 per cent. and more, there 
was a noticeable shortage of tenants. 
Of the west coast cities, St. Peters- 
burg alone did a normal year’s tourist 
business, all of the other cities, being 
more or less affected by the slump. 
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tion of the State also reported Patisese 

But nowhere was there any activity 
in real estate mentioning: 
Around Palm Beach numerous prospec- 
tive: purchasers’ were reported; but 
real estate men said that most of these 
prospective purchasers were hunting 

and were wai until values 
touched bottom, ‘which they believed 
would take place during the early Sum- 
mer. 

The better element of Floridians are 
agreed that what the State needs more 
than anything else at present is able 
leaders who will make the local peo- 
ple realize that they can bring about 
a return of prosperity only through a 
stabilization of values. If this can be 
accomplished during the coming Spring 
and Summer—and many believe it can 
—Florida, they say, should enjoy an 
unusually good season next year.

“In the first place it never seems to 
occur to anybody. that a President of 
the United States has absolutely 
nothing to do with the problem pre- 
sented. The President cannot change 
the Constitution. He cannot even veto 
a joint resolution passed by the Con- 
gress submitting the matter to the sev- 
eral States; and his influence with 
Congress, so far as such an issue 
would be concerned, would. be 
negligible. 

“Yet for some reason the people 
who talk about electing a President on 
a wet issue lose < # of that practical 
consideration. e President has 
nothing to do with it. When a Demo- 
cratic President did veto the Volst 
act Congress thought so little of His 
leadership on the matter that it passed 
the act over his veto.” 

Senator Glass said that if the wet 
advocates feel that prohibition as ad- 
ministered is a failure, and are really 
sincere in wishing some changes made, 
then the proper course for them to 
take is to concern themselves with the 
securing of Congressional majorities to 
effect the change and not with getting 
the Democratic Party to declare in 
favor of repealing the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

“Prohibition is not a party issue,” 
the Senator declared emphatically. 
‘Prohibition was effected not by the 
Democratic Party or the Republican 
Party, but by men out of both parties 
and with no regard to party lines. It 
was a@ moral issue that came up. 

“So, why in Heaven’s name should 
the Democratic Party make the High- 
teenth Amendment a party issue in 
the next national campaign? As 
though electing a wet President would 
do a bit of good! I cannot believe that 
the sensible men in the party will try 
anything so foolish. If they do try it, 
then they might just as well take the

“It has the issue of gross corrup- 
tion within the Republican Party,” he 
added, “‘the issue of official connivance 
at the most damdable, the most crying 
political wickedness that has ever oc- 
curred in the history of our nation. 
And it has the old, old issue of Demo- 
cratic principles of government which 
stand as much in need of reassertion 
today as they ever did.’’ 

But though the Senator decries the 
attempt of some wet leaders to thrust 
the party into a prohibition fight, he 
had some good things to say of Gov- 
ernor Alfred E. Smith of New York.

Governor Defers Signing Port 
Authority Veto Bill Pending 
Their Discussion. 





SIGNS DRUG CURB MEASURE 





Is Now Certain to Complete Action 
on Thirty-Day Bills by 
Thursday. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 5.—What action 
Governor Smith will take on the bill 
which would give to him veto powers 
over acts of the Port Authority is ex- 
pected to depend to some extent on a 
conference which he will have tomor- 
row with George Silzer, former Gover- 
nor of New Jersey and now Chairman 
of the Port Authority. 

In announcing today that he would 
confer with Mr. Silzer tomorrow, Gov- 
ernor Smith said he had not acted on 
the veto bill, which was passed at his 
request in the closing hours of the 
legislative session. In view of the fact, 
however, that the New Jersey Legisla- 
ture has just enacted a law giving to 
Governor Moore the same veto power 
over the Port Authority, there is rea- 
son to believe that Governor Smith 
will approve the bill now before him. 

According to reports which have 
preceded Mr. Silzer to the Capitol, he 
may ask Governor Smith not to ap- 
prove the veto bill, despite the fact 
that New Jersey now has such a stat- 
ute. It was reported that Mr. Silzer 
and others from’ New Jersey who were 
opposed to the action taken by their 
Legislature now have hopes that they 
will be able to obtain the repeal of the 
veto bill next year if New York State 
does not place the same law on the 
statute books. On the other hand, 
Governor Smith is represented as feel- 
ing that inasmuch as New Jersey has 
such a law there is nothing for him 
to do but to approve the. bill and trust 
to the future that it will be repealed 
in both States. 

The Governor today signed sixty- 
eight bills, leaving slightly less than 
threescore of the 500 thirty-day meas- 
ures which have not been acted on. 
Not in recent years has a Governor 
disposed of thirty-day measures in 
such speedy fashion. The Executive 
may complete his work by tomorrow 
night, but if he is delayed he is cer- 
tain to get through by Thursday. 

Included in. the batch of measures 
approved today was the Freiberg bill, 
which provides for State enforcement 
of the Federal Anti-Narcotic Drug 
law. The measure is designed to pro- 
vide for more drastic regulation of the 
sale of habit-forming drugs. 

The Governor approved the bill 
which would permit owners of canal 
boats to sue for damages in the State 
Court of Claims should the State 
Barge Canal ever be abandoned. 



















WAGNER AND LENROOT 
MEET BY MERE CHANCE 


Senators Introduced in Hotel 
Lobby in Syracuse—New Yorker 
Silent on Smith Candidacy.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 5—Two 
United States Senators of opposite po- 
litical beliefs met for the first time 
this afternoon in the lobby of the 
Onondaga Hotel. Senator Robert F. 
Wagner of New York, who assumes 
his seat in December, and Senator 
Irving L. Lenroot of Wisconsin, who 
relingyishes his seat in December. 

Senator Wagner, in Syracuse for a 
private conference with Chancellor 
Charles Wesley Flint of Syracuse Uni- 
versity, and Senator Lenroot, here for 
an address before the Syracuse Cham- 
ber of Commerce, were introduced to 
each other by Jerome D. Barnum, pub- 
lisher of The Post-Standard. 

The two Senators stood within a few 
feet of each other for nearly a quar- 
ter of an hour, neither aware of the 
other’s identity, until Mr. Barnum 
himself meeting the New York Senator 
for the first time, called to Senator 
Lenroot and introduced them. 

Senator Wagner, who is to take the 
seat vacated by James W. Wadsworth 
Jr., avoided questions by interviewers 
pertaining to the prospective campaign 
of Governor Smith for President in 
1928, the Nicaraguan question and the 
Chinese question, but he criticized the 
Prohibition law and upheld the policy 
of the Governor on waterpower. On 
prohibition he said; 

“It seems to me that the plan for 
letting each State fix what it deems 
the limit of alcohol which makes a 
beverage intoxicating is a good one. 
It is one of the subjects I intend to 
give some attention to in Washington, 
if for no other reason because of the 
clear mandate I received from the peo- 
ple of this State in my election and 
in the vote on the wet and dry referen- 
dum last Fall.”

Admits New York May Be at Fault, 
but Urges Cooperation to 
Remedy Such Problems. 





New Jersey is ready to cooperate 
with New York in ending the smoke 
nuisance from ships and plants across 
the Hudson River provided New York 
is ready to show a real willingness to 
stop the flow of sewage to New Jersey 
beaches, Dr. N. B. Costill, Director of 
Health of New Jersey, told Health 
Commissioner Harris in a letter yes- 
terday. The letter as in reply to one 
from Commissioner Harris asking the 
New Jersey. health authorities to co- 
operate in preventing the smoke and 
fumes from drifting over Riverside 
Drive from New Jersey. It was evi- 
dent that the Health Director was 
piqued because Commissioner Harris 
had written of the numerous. com- 
plaints he had received regarding the 
New Jersey smoke pall. 

“‘New York City, a large and wealthy 
city, is discharging millions of gallons 
of untreated sewage into the Hudson 
River and New York Bay daily,’’ Dr. 
Costill wrote, ‘‘and on account of the 
pollution of Raritan Bay from the sew- 
age we were obliged to condemn large 
shellfish areas in Raritan Bay and to 
prohibit the taking of shellfish from 
these waters polluted by New York 
sewage. 


A Nuisance for Bathers.

Pianned Camps for Negroes. 


According to a Washington dispat&h 
to Tam Tovwes yesterday, the corre- 
spondence had not yet reached the 
War Department. Officiels of the 
War Department said it had been ar- 
ranged to establish a training camp 
for negroes In each corps area if a 
minimum of fifty qualified men ap- 
plied for admission. That number 
has not qualified in the Second or 
New York Corps Area. 

Burnell asserted that, on being re- 
jected, he was advised to apply for 
admission to the Citizens’ Training 
Camp at Atlanta. Such advice would 
be misleading, it was said at the War 
Department, as no arrangements have 
been made for training negro appli- 
cants at that camp. 

The complaint to the President was 
based on the following letter which 
was received by the negro student: 

March 11, 1927. 

Marsden V. Burnell, 137 Edgecombe 

Avenue, New York City. 

Dear Sir: Your application is be- 
ing returned. 

We are not permitted to accept 
colored young men in the C. M. T. 
camps in this area. The same army 
regulations as apply to enlistment 
in the army govern acceptance at 
a Cc. M. T. camp; that is, colored 
men must enlist in colored regiments. 
There will be camps for colored 
young men in Southern States and, 
of course, you are eligible to attend, 
although it will not be possible to 
pay your way the entire distance 
from New York to the camps. 

I suggest that you send your ap- 
plication to the C. M. T. officer, 
Fourth Corps Area, Red Rock Build- 
ing, Atlanta, Ga.

Aldermen Vote to Pay $5,008,250

FG seattes pabihetions as He Prepares 
to R re — Hudson, Who Shot 
Broadway Bandit, Now Detective. 





Police Commissioner McLaughlin 
virtually completed all pending de- 
cisions yesterday in preparation for his 
retirement next Tuesday, when he will 

be succeeded by Commissioner of Ac- 
counts Joseph A. Warren. 

His most important action was in 
the case of Captain Joseph Bannon 
who, with two sergeants and a patrol- 
man, was suspended last September on 
a charge of failing to check rum- 
running through the precinct he then 
commanded, the Brooklyn Avenue Sta- 
tion in Brooklyn. 

Captain Bannon, Commissioner Mc- 
Laughlin announced, has been restored 
to duty but has been fined thirty days’ 
pay. This fine with the seven months’ 
pay lost while under suspension 
brought the total cash penalty against 
Captain Bannon to more than $2,500. 
Fourth Deputy Commissioner Edward 
D. Kelly, who tried Captain Bannon, 
Sergeants James J. Smith and Henry 
Treiling and Patrolman James F. 
Stapleton on charges of permitting 
“suspicious trucks’’ to proceed un- 
molested through the precinct, said he 
had recommended the dismissal of 
Stapleton. Sergeants Smith and Kelly, 
he said, had been fined ten days’ pay 
each. They also lose the pay for the 
seven months during which they have 
been under suspension. 


“Suspicious Truck” Passed. 


Captain Bannon, the two sergeants 
and the patrolman were suspended on 
Sept. 10, 1926, following their trial on 
charges of having allowed the ‘“‘sus- 
picious trucks," alleged to have been 
loaded with Scotch whisky, to pass 
through the precinct early on the 
morning of May 20. Their trial fol- 
lowed and investigation by Inspector 
Lewis Valentine, caused by receipt of 
anonymous letters sent to Police Head- 
quarters by other policemen at tue 
Brooklyn Avenue Station. 

Testimony during the trial was to the 
effect that Stapleton stopped one truck 
but permitted it to proceed when the 
driver told him that he was “running 
Scotch” belonging to William V. 
Dwyer, since convicted in the Federal 
courts of conspiracy to violate the pro- 
hibition law. Captain Bannon was

Magistrate Advises Rookies.

money. ‘Don’t do it,” he said. ‘‘You’ll 
be sorry and eventually burned.” 

Magistrate Vitale also advised the re- 
cruits not to hesitate in using force 
against hold-up men or other danger- 
ous criminals when the situation war- 
ranted it. 

“If you are goi nk to perform service 
commensurate, wi your appearance, 
I think we are going to have a fine 
body of new policemen,’”’ Magistrate 
Hdward Weil told fifty recruits at 
Morrisania Court in the Bronx. ‘Your 
first and paramount duty will be to ob- 
serve the law yourselves. Never sacri- 
fice integrity and honor for recogni- 
tion in the Police Department. Do not 
be swayed by persona] motives when 
testifying. You have the protection 
and liberty of the citizens in your 

hands. Do not color your testimony.”’

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NAVY OPENS BIDS. 
“FOR SIX CRUISERS 


Newport News Company Low- 
est of Three Proposals, all 
Under $11,000,000 a Ship. 


MACHINERY BIDS SEPARATE 


General Electric Slightly Below the 
Western Electric—Navy Yard 
Estimates Are Withheld. 


Special to The New York Times. . 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—The New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company was the low bidder for the 
construction of new cruisers when of- 
fers were opened today by Secretary 
Wilbur in the presence of members of 
Congress, high officials of the navy 
and leading ship and engine builders. 
With offers in the neighborhood of 
$10,000,000 each, the Newport News 
company was a little below the Beth- 
lehem Shipbuilding Corporation and 
the American Brown Boveri Electric 
Corporation. The General Electric 
Company was the low bidder for ma- 
chinery for the vessels, its only com- 
petitor being the Western Electric and 
Manufacturing Company. All pro- 
posals are to be studied with estimates 
for the same construction that have 
be:n presented by navy yards, but 
which have not been made public. In- 
dications are that several weeks may 
lapse before contracts are let, but of- 
ficials are encouraged. All the bids 
were below the $11,000,000 authorized 
limit of cost. Each firm was restricted 
to bidding for a maximum of two 
cruisers, although the program called 
for the building of six to complete the 
cruiser construction program so far 
used and appropriated for. *“‘The work 
is to be done under the Congressional! 
authorization of Dec. 18, 1924, and the 
total cost will range from $60,000,000 
to $70,000,000. 

The new vessels, under the limita- 
tion of arms treaty, must not exceed 
10,000 tons displacement and must not 
be armed with larger than 8-inch guns. 


Funds Only Partly Appropriated. 


At present only a portion of the 
funds necessary to complete them have 
been appropriated, in the case of three 
Only $450,000 having been set aside at 
the last session of Congress. Two of 
the new cruisers authorized by the act 
of 1924 are under construction — the 
Pensacola, -at the New York Navy 
Yard, and the Slt Lake City, at the 
Cramp plant at Philadelphia. 

The bids were invited on a time basis 
of completing three of the vessels in 
a period not over thirty-six months 
and the remaining three in a period 
not over forty-five months. 

Two classes of construction were pre- 
sented to the bidders. Class 1 called for 
the construction of vessels complete 
with hull, main turbines, gears, boil- 
ers and auxiliaries and to include the 
installation of the ordnance and the 
ordnance outfit and any other articles 
furnished by the Government. Under 
Class 2 the same plan was present- 
ed, except that the main turbines and 
gears are to be furnished by the Gov- 
ernment and installed by the ship- 
builders. 

Simultaneously bids were called for 
six sets of main turbines and reduc- 
tion gears, with the stipulation that 
one company could bid on all six sets 
of propelling machinery, each set of 
which is to consist of four complete 
units of turbines and gears with 
spare parts and turning gear control 
apparatus.

Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company—Vessels to be delivered 
to the Government at the navy yard at 
Norfolk, Va.

Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation— 
Vessels to be delivered to the Govern- 
ment at the Boston Navy Yard. Bid 
under Class 1, one vessel in thirty- 
six month, $10,675,000; two vessels in 
thirty-six and forty-five month, $10,- 
540,000 each. Class 2, one vessel in 
thirty-six months, $10,375,000; two ves- 
sels in thirty-six and forty-five months, 
$10,265,000. 

The American Brown Boveri Electric 
Corporation—Vessels to be delivered to 
the Government at the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard; bids under Class 1, one 
vessel in thirty-six months, $10,815,000;

CORRIGAN CALLS ‘iEARING 


Accusations by Committee of A. F. 
of L. Involve Patrolmen in 
Two Precincts. 


Charges of bribe taking by the’police 
during last year’s fur workers’.strike 
will be subjected to a John Doe inquiry 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon before Mag- 
istrate Joseph E. Corrigan in the crim- 
inal branch of the Supreme Court. 

Six witnesses have been subpoenaed 
by Assistant District Attorney, George 
N. Brothers, who will examine them. 
He declined to give their names. 

‘“‘We are going to get at the bottom 
of these charges and clear the matter 
up once for all,’”’ declared Mr. Brothers. 
‘‘Whether there will be any arrests de- 
pends on the result of the investiga- 
tion.” 

District Attorney Banton has prom- 
ised to give Mr. Brothers as many as- 
sistants as he may require, but for the 
present Mr. Brothers said he would 
conduct the inquiry alone and call for 
aid only if the work made it necessary. 

The investigation was ordered by 
Mayor Walker several weeks ago, after 
President William Green of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor gave him a 
copy of a report made by a special 
committee to the Executive Council of 
the Federation. 

After the strike of fur workers last 
year the special committee designated 
by Mr. Green summoned witnesses and 
took testimony. 

According to its report, officers of 
the Joint Board of Furriers, led by 
Manager Ben Gold, referred to as a 
Communist, toid the committee that 
they spent large sums of money for 
police protection during the strike. The 
report alleged that bribes were paid to 
the patrolmen and higher officers of 
two. precincts and members of the In- 
dustrial Squad attached to Police Head- 
quarters. 

Gold and his associates vigorously 
denied making the statements and de- 
clared that they were the result of a 
“frame-up” between Federation offi- 
cers and Right Wing leaders of the 
International Fur Workers’ Union. 


HOLMES ASSAILS SIGMAN. 


Pastor Says Labor Leader Views All 
Opponents as Communists. 


John Haynes Holmes, pastor of the 
Community Church and a director of 
the American Civil Liberties Union, de- 
fended yesterday his membership on 
the Committee of One Hundred for the 
Defense of the Imprisoned Needle 
Trade Workers, which was warned on 
Monday by union officials to main- 
tain a ‘hands-off’ policy in the needle 
trades imbroglio or find themselves 
“allied to Communists and gangsters 
of the underworld.” 

Mr. Holmes explained he accepted 
membership on the invitation of Ann 
Washington Craton, Secretary of the 
committee, who informed him that 
needle trade workers in prison required 
counsel and that fheir families were in 
need of assistance. 

Asked if he had sought information 
on the needle trades situation from 
Morris Sigman, President of the In- 
ternational Ladies Garment Workers’ 
Union, Mr. Holmes said: 

“T read the letters Mr. Sigman wrote 
to the American Civil Liberties Union 
and I did not believe a word he said. 
You cannot believe anything Mr. Sig- 
man says. He says every one who dis- 
agrees with him is a Communist. He 
and his union have been brutal and 
cruel in their treatment of their op- 
ponents who disagreed with their pol- 
icy. Sigman is just as hard-boiled as 
the rest of the American Federation 
of Labor leaders.”’ 

Miss Craton made public a letter to 
the committee from Frank P. Walsh, 
counsel for the deposed joint boards 
of furriers and cloakmakers, in which 
Mr. Walsh said that his investigation 
failed to discover that any of the de- 
fendants affiliated with the two boards 
were “professional sluggers and gun- 
men.”

POLICE QUELL STRIKE RIOT. 


Housewreckers Attack Non-Union 


Men. in Bronx Battle. 


A spectactilar battie between strik- 
ing members of the housewreckers’ 
union and non-union housewreckers on 
Third’ Avenue near 172d Street, the 
Bronx, was ended yesterday morning 
only when police reserves charged the 
rioters through a barrage of bricks 
thrown from the rooftops and the 
Claremont Parkway station of the 
Third Avenue elevated and arrested 
sixteen of the strikers. The battle 
was viewed by a large crowd, which 
cheered police and strikers impartially. 
About fifty members of the union 
proceeded in a body to the group of 
six one-story buildings at 4,042-54 
Third Avenue, which are being de- 
molished to make room for an apart- 
ment house, and endeavored to enlist 
the fifteen non-union men employed 
there by the Goldstein Wrecking Com- 
pany of 161 West Thirty-fourth Street. 
Failing to induce the men to quit 
work, they began simultaneous as- 
saults at the front and rear of the 
buildings. 

Patrolman Frederick Fass of the 
Bathgate Avenue Station fired three 
shots in the air, and when that failed 
to quell the rioters he clubbed one 
man over the head, knocking him un- 
conscious. Meanwhile neighbors had 
telephoned the police station, and the 
reserves were sent to the scene. 

Upon their arrival the strikers took 
refuge on the roof-tops and the elevat- 
ed station, throwing bricks, stones, 
and other missiles, but without doing 
serious harm. Sixteen of the strikers 
were cornered by the police, and the 
others lost themselves in the crowd. 
The man who had been knocked out 
was revived by an ambulance surgeon, 
who treated him for a scalp wound. 
He described himself as Charles Glenn 
of 9,011 Rockaway Boulevard, Wood- 
haven, Queens. He is alleged by the 
police to have been the ringleader in 
the rioting and was held in $1,000 bail. 
The fifteen others were held in $500 
bail each by Magistrate McKiniry in 
West Farms Court for hearing this 
morning. All are charged with dis- 
orderly conduct. 


LIFE FOR REID HOLD-UP. 


Bandit, Convicted Four Times Be- 
fore, Pleads Guilty to Robbery. 
Peter Powers, 34 years old; who has 

a record of four previous convictions, 

pleaded guilty yesterday before Judge 

Rosalsky in General Sessions to rob- 

bery in the first degree, and was re- 

manded to the Tombs without bail, 
pending sentence on April 19. Under 


the Baumes law a life term must be 
imposed. 

Powers was one of the hold-up men 
who participated in the robbery of 
$6,000 in cash and $3,800 in checks 
from the Reid Ice Cream Company’s 
plant at Fifth Avenue and 140th 
Street on the afternoon of July 25. 
1926, during which Cecil Lindeman, a 
driver, was shot and killed. Powers 
was indicted with Michael (Red) Mc- 
‘Kenna, an ex-convict, and four others 
on charges of murder in the first de- 
gree and robbery. Powers had been 
captured a considerable distance from 
the hold-up; after a pistol battle with 
several detectives. McKenna was ar- 
rested for the murder several weeks 
later. 

Last November McKenna and two 
other gunmen shot and killed them- 
selves during the attempted jailbreak 
at the Tombs, in which a warden and 
keeper were slain. 

At the arraignment of Powers yes- 
terday, the murder and robbery indict- 
ments against the dead gunman, were 
dismissed. It was explained that a 
guilty plea to the robebry charge had 
been acecpted from Powers because 
McKenna was shown to have killed the

velopment and with a view to effect- 
ing television, or transmission of pic- 
tures by radio. 
Keeping of Broadcast Band Explained. 


Rather than impose a heavy burden 
on listeners-in who are using the air, 
the commission agreed to adhere to 
the existing arrangements under which 
broadcasting stations operate on a 
band rahging from 199.9 to 545.1 meters. 
The air space below 199 meters will be 
reserved for the amateurs, but except 
as to that section between 149.9 and 
199.9 meters, which will be lopped from 
the top of the present amatuer band 
and devoted to experimental work. 

This decision was embodied in Gen- 
eral ‘Order No. 4, issued by the com- 
mission today, as follows:

Francis Jenkins, @ Washington in- 
ventor. 

He told of the progress in transmit- 
ting pictures by radio and the suc- 
cess of the experiments by which 
weather maps prepared in Washington 
weré reproduced aboard ship by radio 
transmission. 

“The commission recognizes the im- 
minence of television by radio in the 

order we issued today,” said Colonel 
Dillon of the board. 


Television Developing Rapidly, 

The commission shares the view ex- 
pressed by Mr. Jenkins that television 
is not a matter of years, but its com- 
ing, in practical form, is merely a 
matter of months.

Ruling on Extension of Licenses. 

The decision of the commission rela- 
tive to extension of broa*.cast licenses 
was set forth in General Order No. 5, 
issued today, as follows: 

“On Sunday, April 24, at 11:59 P. M.,

The Rochester American Opera Com- 
pany offered as its second production, 
last night, at the Guild Theatre, Puc- 
cini’s ‘‘Madame Butterfly,” which it 
presented in a manner that did not fol- 
low the Puccini traditions, but presented 
the work in a new and original way. 
The performance also benefited by the 
fresh voice and admirable singing of 
Cecile Sherman in the title réle. She 
showed herself as not. only a gifted 
vocalist but a dramatic interpreter. 
Charles Hedley, in better voice than 
in the performance of Mozart’s ‘‘Ab- 
duction from the Seraglio,”” on Monday 
night, was a very acceptable Pinker- 
ton. If there was.a suspicion of con- 
straint and the sign of careful school- 
ing which had not given way to com- 
plete spontaneity of style in Mr. Burt’s 

Sharpless, there were, on the other 
hand, competent vocalism and an im- 
pression of a certain rough sincerity in 
accord with the character. Helen Oel- 
heim’s Suzuki was another impersona- 
tion that savored more of the student 
than the professional; but in its pre- 
vailing character the performance had 
the same animation, earnestness and 
intelligence that characterized the 
opening of Monday night and a better 
vocal quality. 

It was the production of this opera, 
seen by members of the Theatre Guild 
at Rochester, which led to the invi- 
tation extended the Rochester Amer- 
ican Opera Company to visit this city. 
The stage as set yesterday -evening 
offered an interesting if unhallowed 
treatment of the scenes. The same 
stage was used for all three acts—the 
house of Butterfly and Pinkerton at 
Nagasaki. Only the house and the 
garden were shown. Necessary changes 
of mis-en-scene and exegencies of the 
action. were met by the shifting of 
scenes and by various light effects. 

Butterfly and her train entered in 
the first act from the side and not 
over the bridge, which is customarily 
in view in the back of the stage. When 
the ship arrived in the second act the 
dramatis personae looked ovér the 
heads of the audience. In the last 
act they entered the house and the 
screen with the shadows of the actors 
met the eyes. This departure from the 
traditional stage setting, which may 
have been suggested by certain scenic 
methods of the Moscow Musical Art 
Theatre when it visited New York last 
season, did not detract from but rather 
enhanced the atmosphere of the drama. 
The nocturnal effects of the end of the 
first act and of night which falls at 
the end of the second were poetically 
conveyed. It might be questioned 
whether the realism of Puccini’s stage 
and score was observed in this setting, 
and the answer might be that with 
realism modified in a measure the 
opera was distinguished somewhat be- 
yond its original deserts. 

In other words, this was a deliber- 
ately stylized performance, accom- 
panied by competent, and often more 
than competent, interpretations of the 
individual parts and by prevailingly 
good singing on the part of principals 
and chorus. There was thus excel- 
lently coordinated ensemble. The Japa- 
nese costumes were designed on the 
authority of M. Chiba. Helen Wilson, 
the midget of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, took the part of the child. 
Mr. Goossens conducted an orchestra 
numerically small for Puccini’s score, 
therefore a little scant in the volume 
of the strings. There was a large audi- 
ence, much interested in the new pro- 
duction, and after the last act there 
were curtain calls for the singers.

Wone of the Neighborhood produc- 
tions of the current season has been 
so completely delightful as the ‘“‘lyric 
bill” put on in Grand Street last eve- 
ning. <As regular patrons of.that in- 
stitution know, it is the custom of the 
Neighborhood each year to devote one 
program exclusively to dancing, mus- 
ical embellishments and stylized act- 
ing. This year the lyric group includes 
an opening ballet, ‘‘Tone Pictures’ 
and “The White Peacock,’ described 
in the music of the late Charles T. 
Griffes, a seventeenth century Com- 
media dell’ Arte, and a final swirl of 


folk dancing, ‘‘Ritornell,” arranged for 
a suite by Bela Bartok and gypsy 
songs. Although this program may 
appear to be merely technical or 
aesthetic in its appeal, it is, as a mat- 
ter of fact, good meat for the discern- 
ing playgoer as well as the specialist. 
Briefly, it is supremely enjoyable. 
The Commedia dell’ Arte is capital. 
For years this form of traditional en- 
tertainment, once common to strolling 
Italian buffoons, has been the fetich 
of the intellectuals, and their solemn 
justification for admiring ‘such crude 
persons as slapstick comedians. One 
had begun to suspect that, like most 
intellectual baggage, it would be stale 
entertainment for the groundlings. 
Perhaps the Neighborhood treatment 
of the current bit is slightly pedantic 
in its literary style. But acted with 
a dry comic finish by an excellent 
cast it is nevertheless one of the mer- 
riest diversions in town. 

For the time being the players are 
amusing their courtly patrons with a 
farce entitled ‘‘The Divorce.’’ Lured 
into sinful practices by a saucy maid, 
Isabella robs her husband, abuses his 
protection and imperiously casts eg 
aside. Even in that stately period, 
seems, a husband had small tr opel 
in the courts of law; husbands, like 
the almanac, were good only for the 
current year.. Beneath the elegances 
and the mannerisms of this broad style 
of comedy lurks a wry sardonicism 
and a modern impertinence. Attired in 
the harlequin costumes of the period, 
the actors convey the spirit of their 
unconventional comedy with superb 
skill. Masks, festive gowns, hobby- 
horses and the jester’s truncheon com- 
prise the main equipment. The expres- 
sion is by turns suave and rowdy—oc- 
casionally ‘‘gagged.”” In the midst of 
the jocular court scene, for example, 
the unfortunate husband is rolled down 
a flight of steps, whacked and banged 
sO much in earnest tnat he spits out 
a mouthful of loose teeth. It is a hu- 
miliating spectacle. It gives married 
men ‘furiously to think.” 

With all the elaborate ceremony of 
this number, dancing interludes, an- 
nouncements to the audience, the au- 
gust arrival of Giove ‘“‘in person’”’ from 
the heavenly clouds, and the riotous 
comedy itself—with all this the actors 
do extraordinarily well. The restraint 
of stylization does not curb their 
spirits. Costuming, setting and musi- 
cal accompaniment are all interestingly 
accomplished. 

A note in the program explains the 
derivation of this knockabout farce as 
follows: ‘‘These episodes are taken 
from the repertoire of the famous Mar- 
tinelli troupe, which played before 
Louis XIV. They were written down 
from memory by a member of the com- 
pany some years after they were per- 
formed, and published early in the 
eighteenth century. This is the first 
public presentation since Martinelli, 
playing Arlecchino, appeared before 
Louis XIV more than three hundred 
years ago.”’ 

Although the other two numbers are 
less novel they are quite as imagina- 
tive in their expression. Against a 
simple and lovely background the 
“Tone Pictures” and ‘The White 
Peacock”’ illustrate the lyricism of mo- 
tion. ‘‘Ritornell’’ is a dance romance 
depicting the ritual of Hungarian be- 
trothals. Five conventional units 
record the progress of a disputed be- 
trothal from the fields to the village 
inn, and involve that flaring music and 
furious dancing that is always alluring 
in the theatre. More remarkable than 
the dance numbers themselves is this 
new proof of the versatility of acting 
at the Neighborhood. An: able as these 
players appear to be in their successive 
play incarnations, there is reason to 
believe that the ‘“‘lyric bills’’ represent 
them at their best. At least, nothing in 
the present season has been so un- 
qualifiedly good, so enchanting.

Russian. Pianist Gives. Program of 
Old and Modern Masters. 
‘Maxim Schapiro, Russian pianist, who. 
made a promising début last month, 
gave last night his second recital in 
Aeolian Hall. An audience of fair size 
listened with evident pleasure to a 
varied program that included both old 
and modern masters. Mr. Schapiro 
again showed himself to be the pos- 
sessor of sound musicianship, adequate 
technique, an unaffected but sympa- 
thetic appreciation of music of the ro- 
mantic school, and a temperatment 
that combined poetic feeling with ar- 
tistic restraint. On occasion, too, he 
displayed what in a dramatist would be 
called a sense of the theatre, achiev- 
ing dramatic effects when the music 
warranted by significant pauses and 
skillful variation of tempo and dyna- 
mic range. 
His program opened with the Bach- 
Busoni Chaconne, which he played 
with clarity and precision and, in the 
slower passages, with warmth and 
singing tone. The Schumann Toccata 
which followed seemed at first some- 
what lacking in fleetness and lightness 
of touch, but after an unfortunate in- 
terruption due to the loosening of the 
pedal rod the piece was brought to 
a brilliant and effective conclusion. 
The Sonata in G Minor of Medtner, 
with whom the artists studied at the 
Moscow Conservatory, received an au- 
thoritative interpretation. A Prelude 
and Scherzo of Prokofieff and the 
Twelve Preludes, Opus 11, of Scriabine 
were next on the program, which end- 
ed with a Chopin group that included 
the F Major Ballade, the F Sharp Ma- 
jor Barcarolle, the Impromptu in G 
Flat Major and the often-played Polo- 
naise in A Fiat Major. All were 
played con amore, but ‘without - senti- 
mentality, and with breadth and vigor. 
There was some blurring in the thun- 
derous passages of the Polonaise and 
once or twice a technical ‘slip, but on 
the whole this favorite war horse of 
the virtuosos brought the program to 
an effective close. Mr. Schapiro added 
as encores a Chopin Etude and the 
Liszt Etude de Concert in F Minor. 


COLUMBIA CONCERT HELD. 


University Chorus Gives Evidence 
of Careful Preparation. 

The Spring concert by the Columbia 
University Chorus, directed by Pro- 
fessor Walter Henry Hall, took place 
last night in the Town Hall before a 
large and friendly audience. The 
chorus of men and women was assisted 
by four soloists, Miss Nora Fauchald, 
soprano; Miss Esterre Waterman, 
contralto; Louis Caton, tenor, and 
Horace Stevens, baritone. 

The last-named singer made his first 
appearance before an American audi- 
ence. An Australian by birth, he has 
long been a favorite oratorio singer in 
England. He revealed himself as an 
artist well. schooled in this field and 
the possessor of a voice of considerable 
power and beauty. His diction is es- 
pecially good, though at times last 
night his accentuation of the text in- 
terfered somewhat with the integrity 
of the musical phrase and a smoothly 
tlowing tone. 
An orchestra of forty members of 
the Philharmonic Society, with Charles 
H. Doersam at the organ, provided the 
musical accompaniment of the pro- 
gram, which included ‘Sleepers, 
Wake!” of Bach, C. H. H. Parry’s 
“Blest Pair of Sirens,” and the Baal 
scene from Mendelssohn’s ‘‘Elijah.”

CALL SHOOTING GIRLS. PRANK 


Police Doubt Maniac Wounded Two |

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DEFERRED DISARMAMENT. 

France has politely declined, at least 
for the present, the second invitation 
of President Cooiipce to take part in 
the conference on naval disarmament. 
The reasons which the French Gov- 
ernment gives for declining to send 
even an “ unofficial observer,’’ Amer- 
ican style, relate mostly to definitions 
of French policy already laid down 
and argued for before the Preparatory 
Disarmament Committee of the League 
of Nations. The French position ‘is 
twofold—first, that disarmament must 
be effected in the entirety of military 
strength, not simply in one branch of 
it; second, that the work: must be 
done through the:League. It is be- 
cause the: French Government feels 
itself committed up to the hilt on both 
these points that it has decided to 
“defer’’ a final answer .to President 
Coo.Lipce. Developments at Geneva, or 
political changes in France, may lead 
to a different decision by the time of 
the meeting in June. 

There is little in ‘this that is unex- 
pected, and nothing that is really dis- 
couraging. The President will do well 
to proceed with his inquiries and 
negotiations in connection with the 
Governments of Japan and Great 
Britain. It may be that discussion will 
show the French point of view to be 
mistaken, and that a certain measure 
of naval disarmament can be attained 
in a separate compartment, so to 
speak. On the other hand, ff earnest 
effort in that direction fails, it will 
have been demonstrated afresh that 
the great-hope for. disarmament lies 
in the League of Nations. Once. con- 
vinced of that fact, there can be little 
doubt that Mr, Coo.ipce will be ready 
and anxious to work with the League 
in this vital matter, as well as in 
others of less importance. 





ALL SETTLED. 

Senator Carter Grass is reported to 
have said that Governor SMITH can 
be elected President. This means that 
in his opinion, which seems to be 
growing among.Southern Democrats, 
Governor Smi1TH would be the strong- 
est Democratic candidate. This is not 
a discovery, but the addition of so re- 
spected and influential a statesman 
as Mr. Guass to the Governor's ad- 
vocates is significant, It is a sign 
so far as it goes that the South 
doesn’t. care to wander permanently 
in the wilderness. Mr. GLass seems 
to be unnecessarily, perturbed, how- 
ever, about prohibition. ‘Why in 
“heaven's name should the Democrats 
“make the Eighteenth Amendment a 
“party issue?” That is the last thing 
they would think of doing. Senator 
Bruce has that “issue” to himself. 
If the Democratic National Conven- 
tion is held after the Republican, it 
will strive to express its zeal for law 
enforcement even more earnestly than 
its rival. 

Both parties are divided on prohibi- 
tion, Neither national party dares to 
touch a hair of the sacred amend- 
ment’s head. “Governor Smiru has 
strongly committed himself to enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act. As both 
parties and both candidates, whoever 
they are, will be orthodox on ‘prohi- 
bition, the real objection to Governor 
Smiru. a vigorous and impartial ad- 
ministrator of the laws, must be that 
of ‘the extreme Dry Right, which pre-

RAILWAY VALUATION. 

Last week’s decision of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission in the 
matter of valuing railway property 
presented, as the majority opinion de- 
clared,..“‘a great national problem 
“affecting public policy and welfare 
“in a most profound way.” The deci- 
sion applied specifically to a small 
railway, ‘but -it laid down principles 
applying to all. The question was 
whether valuation for rate-making 
purposes should be based on cost of 
property as of 1914, plus subsequent 
actual additions, or on cost of repro- 
duction as determined by prices pre- 
vailing at the date of valuation—in the 
case before the commission, 1923. 

No éefinite rule of valuation was 
laid down in the Transportation act of 
1920. It merely prescribed that the 
commission “shall give due considera- 
** tion to all the elements jof value rec- 
“ognized by the law of the land for 
“‘rate-making purposes.” The law of 
1920 also provided that rates should 
be so arranged as to yield a “ fair re- 
turn” on the property value (514 to 
6 per cent. was originally prescribed), 
and also that if any railway’s net 
operating income excéeded 6 per cent. 
that excess should be divided equally 
between the railway’s reserve fund 
and the Government’s fund for assist- 
ing other carriers with loans. Obvi- 
ously, therefore, the interest of the 
railways lay in fixing a high valua- 
tion; because larger earnings and 
therefore higher rates would then be 
required to earn the “fair return,” 
and because application of the “re- 
capture clause” would necessitate 
larger actual earnings to produce 6 
per cent on valuation. 

In last week’s decision the commis- 
sion decided by a vote of 6 to -4 
in favor of the 1914 valuation as 
a basis. The majority opinion ad- 
mitted that the “cost of reproduction 
“now at prices current on valuation 
“date” had been laid down as a 
rule in previous court decisions. But 
it objected that such a basis of rate- 
making would prevent stability of 
rates; that in 1920, for instance, valu- 
ation at current prices would have re- 
quired increase of 114.64 per cent, in 
“the element of rates and charges.” 
over the requirement as of 1914, in 
order to insure the “fair percentage ” 
‘of return, whereas in 1921 there would 
have been reduction of 14.38 per cent. 
and in 1922 a further reduction of 
18.23. This. the majority opinion 
deemed unjust. and unworkable, and 
between that method and the use of 
1914 prices as a base no intermediate 
process was “ possible which is capable 
“of being applied by any rule inde- 
“pendent of the caprice of those who 
“apply it.’’ 

On the other hand, the minority 
opinion rested its conclusions squarely 
on the ‘“‘law of the land” as embodied 
in previous Supreme Court decisions. 
It cited particularly one earlier leading 
decision which affirmed that, in valu- 
ing property used in serving the gen- 
eral public, consideration should be 
given to “present as compared with 
original cost of construction.” Reaf- 
firmation of this principle in. the Min- 
nesota rate cases was further cited, 
also the Supreme Court’s reversal of a 
lower court’s decision in a public util- 
ity value, on the ground that the lower 
court had failed to accord “ any weight 
“to the greatly enhanced cost of 
“materials, labor, supplies, &c., over 
“these prevailing in 1913, 1914 and 
“1916.” The minority opinion bluntly 
declares that the commission’s major- 
ity “refuse to follow” these clearly 
enunciated and definitely established 
principles. The basic use of 1914 
prices is not challenged, but there is 
strong dissent from using them “in 
“determining value in 1923 without 
“ application of corrective . factors.” 
“If the law needs change,” the minor- 
ity concludes, ‘‘ let those who made it 
“change it. Our duty is to apply the 
“law as it stands.” 

This is-a necessarily brief summary 
of arguments pro and con which fill 
sixty-nine pages of thé printed re- 
port. The grounds on which the rad- 
ical divergence of opinion is based 
indicate clearly enough that the final 
and proper course of the commission 
cannot be. determined except by the 
Supreme Court itself. © No one who

On the simple 
aspects of the problem as it stands a 
large body of thoughtful judgment 
will agree with President Hap.Lzy’s 
conclusion in The Yale Review, that 
**the use of cost of plant (and espe- 
“cially original or historical cost) as 
“a rate basis is wrong in principle and 
“often dangerous in practice.” 

SEES 
BRITISH TRADE UNIONS. 

A bitter parliamentary struggle is 
imminent over the trade union and 
strike bill introduced into the House of 
Commons on Monday. The Labor 
Party announces that it will fight the 
measure “ line by line.”.. Why Labor 
should do so is not, at first sight, 
clear, in view of the other statement 
that if the bill becomes. law the Labor 
Party will gain one hundred seats in 
the next general election. Naturally, 
the Labor leaders are not quite so 
certain on this point as they profess 
to be. What they do anticipate is 
that if the bill becomes law it will 
greatly strengthen the Radical ele- 
ments in the trade unions. Resent- 
ment at “destructive” legislation .will 
tend to make many English workers 
forget the fiasco of the general strike 
precipitated by Left Wing leadership, 
and may thus easily threaten the 
unity of the Labor movement. 

The first clause of the Government 
bill declares illegal any strike under- 
taken for an object other than the 
furtherancegof a trade dispute “ within 
the trade concerned.” This goes be- 
yond outlawing the general strike. 
Strictly interpreted, it prohibits sym- 
pathetic strikes even of limited scope 
and not threatening the general peace 
of the community. The Labor Party 
might assent to a ban on strikes “ cal- 
culated to coerce the Government” or 
“to intimidate the community or any 
substantial portion of it.” Responsible 
leaders have already declared against 
such tactics. Such men are in danger 
of finding themselves delivered into 
the hands of their own Left Wing op- 
ponents by forbidding common trade- 
union action in any strike. This 
thought must be in the minds of such 
Conservatives as find the provisions 
of the bill too stringent. Though they 
recognize the need for legislation, they 
are also of the opinion that the chief 
contribution toward industrial peace 
must take the form of strengthening 
the union moderates against the Left 


Wingers. Excessively severe legisla- 
tion is likely to have the opposite 
effect. 


Participants in a strike are made 
by the bill liable to civil damages. 
The so-called ‘‘ political levy ’’ is out- 
lawed. To the modern trade-union 
movement in Great Britain these two 
features are most offensive. The 
first great leap in the vdrliamentary 
strength of Labor came after the fa- 
mous Taff Vale decision at the begin- 
ning of the century, by which union 
funds were declared liable for dam- 
ages wrought to an employer's inter- 
ests in the course of a sirike. Popular 
reaction against Taff Vale contributed 
to the smaghing defeat of the Con- 
servative Party in 1906, and in the 
following year trade-union funds were 
declared immune by act ‘of Parlia- 
ment. ‘The “ political levy” became 
law in 1913. It permitted assess- 
ments upon union members for polit- 
ical purposes with the privilege of any 
member to claim exemption. By the 
new bill assessments for political pur- 
poses can be made only. upon such 
union members as have formally 
agreed to the obligation in advance. 

Of these two provisions, so compe- 
tent and friendly a student of British 
labor as Dr. ARTHUR SHADWELL re- 
cently declared that ‘‘ contracting in’’ 
would be futile and the establishment 
of the principle of civil damages 
would be “ fatal.’”” He is far from 
blind to the faults of the British 
trade-union movement. He thinks its 
leadership has not been wise, He be- 
lieves the danger of its being captured 
by the Red elements is real, But he 
takes note of a growing discontent 
among the union membership with 
Red leadership and class-war philos- 
ophy. Precisely because he wishes to 
see the spirit of moderation assert 
itself within the unions, he sounds a 
warning against punitive legislation 
certain to play into the hands of the 
Left Wing revolutionaries.

In all seriousness, any effort to 
bring the Irish of all factions together, 
now that Ireland has self-government, 
ought to be welcomed and encouraged. 
Too long has the tradition persisted in 
the United States that the Irish carry 
their quarrels with them wherever 
they go, bearing out the description 
that they. are always “fighting like 
divils for conciliation.” But times 
have certainly. changed when Mr. 
JOHN Devor comes:forward as a great 
conciliator. He wants Irishmen in 
New York to unite in providing a 
splendid meeting ground for them all, 
So as to “perpetuate the honor and 
“glory of the Irish Race and the end- 
“ing of factional strife.” All this was 
on the first page of The Gaclic Ameri- 
can. On the editorial page Mr. Devor 
had four columns attacking Mr. bE 
Vaera, to illustrate, we suppose, the 
complete ending of factional strife.

WEST SIDE IMPROVEMENTS. 
‘Mr, Jutius Mitusr, President of the 

Borough of Manhattan, has. worked in 
season and out for the West Side 
Motor Highway. Naturally he is im- 
patient of delay. But no harm can 
come by postponing the proposed hear- 
ings until the public is better informed 
about what can be done at the same 
time to remove the New York Central 
tracks from “Death Avenue.” A 
committee of engineers is at work on 
that now, and its Chairman, Mr. 
ARTHUR 8S. TuTTLE, chief engineer of 
the Board of Estimate, has indicated 
that it will soon be ready to make a 
report. ‘This should be authoritative, 
as it will come from a body repre- 
senting all the parties at interest, in- 
cluding the Borough President and the 
New York Central. 

It may well be that technically, as 
Mr. MILLER contends, the motor high- 
way and the removal of the railroad 
tracks are two separate projects, yet 
they are part of the whole proposed 
west side improvement and should be 
so considered. Anything that is done 
for traffic relief there should fit into 
the needs of the port. It should be 
geared into the new vehicular tunnel. 
If the motor highway is to be erected, 
a great deal of thought will have to 
be given to its architectural features 
and to a determination of the question 
whether it had best be run down the 
centre of the street or along one edge, 
as in the viaduct around Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal. The suggestion is likely 
to be made that it might be wiser to 
proceed first with the widening of the 
marginal way by the removal of the 
remaining obstructions, with provision 
for a viaduct over the two railroad 
yards. 

Mr. Miter is doubtless giving con- 
sideration to all these points, and will 
be prepared to meet such objections 
as may be lodged against his project 
or to alter it in compliance with them. 
To suggest that it be laid aside until 
a complete plan has been formulated 
and adopted for the whole west side 
might be a counsel of perfection. 
Until the city sets up a planning com- 
mission, and public opinion is ready 
to follow its lead, problems must be 
met as they arise. But it is alto- 
gether proper to require that any pro- 
posed solutions shall fit into the larger 
scheme. If the city is not ready to 
adopt a complete plan for the whole 
west side development, it can at least 
have such a general plan in mind, and 
see to it that the proposed motor high- 
way, the. removal of the railroad 
tracks and the widening of the streets 
shall be so ordered as to further it.

THE PLATTSBURG CHAPEL. 

During the war the spiritual minis- 
trants to the soldiers forgot their 
credal differences in a common hu- 
manity. Jew ind Gentile, Protestant 
and Catholic, worked side by side in 
giving such consolation as one human 
being can give to another in the face 
of danger or death. Instances of such 
vicarious service—a priest, | rabbi or 
minister substituting for one another 
at the smoking or flaming altars—are 
among the most moving memories of 
that period of warfare. 

As a memorial of that service and in 
the furtherance of that spirit, it is 
proposed to erect at Plattsburg a 
chapel in which under one roof there 
will be spaces set apart for each of the 
three great Church groups: the Prot- 
estant with its bay facing the main 
entrance, the Roman Catholic on one 
side, and the Jewish on the other, each 
having its own service and symbols of 
worship, It is a ‘ House of All Faiths” 
where the ritual of the different ex- 
pressions of faith may .be- followed, 
but where all worshipers enter by the 
same door of reverence for one Gop, 

The chapel is intended té replace a 
temporary building that has beém used 
for several years during the Platts- 
burg encampments, but is falling into 
decay, There. are, no,, Government 
funds available. Private effort is 
therefore being made to collect the 
$250,000 necessary to build the beauti- 
ful structure ‘that has been designed 
by the associates of Bertram Goop- 
HUE. The tenth anniversary of our 
entrance into’ the, World War fur- 
nishes a special.“dceéasion, for calling 
attention to this worthy undertaking, 
in. which: thousands; will. no. doubt 
wislj’to have a part. It is a memorial 
forsche dead who have gone out from 
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‘die ‘Biatisburg’ “Samp “ana flow Ne 
scattered in fields far and wide, but 
it is more than that, It is a triple 
gate of entrance to the communion 
which man seeks with that. which is 
higher than himself.

A Benefactor hundredth anniver- 

of sary of the birth of 
Mankind. Sir Joszpn Listsr in- 
evitably. turns into 
praise of modern antiseptic surgery. 
All agree that it began virtually with 
him and with his discovery that the in- 
fection of wounds was due to the ac- 
tion of bacteria. His own great im- 
provements in surgical technique, with 
the still greater benefits wrought by 
improvement on his improvements, 
saved vast numbers of lives and re- 
duced the total of human misery. 

As the distinguished American sur- 
geon, Dr. W.-W. Kzen, wrote a few 
years ago, the triumphs of modern sur- 
gery have been due to the use of 
‘methods of precision.” This was the 
plan of Lister and is the source and 
secret of experimental- research in 
medicine. The latter, Dr. Kgzw main- 
tained, ‘thas produced a more fruitful 
harvest of good’ to animals and to 
mankind than the clinical observations 
during thirty preceding centuries.” 

Lister’s fine character and inde- 
fatigable labors and wide recognition 
during his long life make it fitting to 
recall and honor such a personality. He 
Gied in 1912, but even since that year 


the advance in surgery, such as makes 
it almost an exact science, has been so 
great that if he could come back today 
he would scarcely recognize the prac- 
tice of his own profession.

‘Artists in their pictures 
uplift the beautiful; in church people 
uplift the mind; in the beauty parlor 
they uplift the face.” 

So much for a sound beginning. But 
how does he continue? ‘Poets find 
poetry in trees and rippling brooks 
and slushy Springtime, and editors of 
magazines will tell you they find lots of 
poetry in waste-paper baskets.” That 
is not quite accurate; they don’t find 
it there; ‘they put it there. As for his 
next remark, ‘‘Poets are born and not 
paid,”’ it is true that not many of them 
are paid for being poets, but they do 
earn money at bookkeeping or working 
in garages, and in their spare time, es- 
pecially at this time of year, they do 
verse. 

Finally Lord Dewar spoke of pictures, 
not art, but movies. The gem was his 
observation on cabmen. ‘‘The slowest 
motion picture today is represented by 
the taxi driver undressing himself en- 
deavoring to find change.’ Perhaps he 
doesn’t ever actually compiete the 
task, but certainly no one has ever 
lingered to find out. It becomes im- 


possible not to tell him to keep the 
change.

Bathtub Exposed. enue is safer than 

a country lane; al- 
most anything is safer than a bathtub. 
The moral to be drawn from the insur- 
ance company’s statement of statistics 
on accidents is plain, The more violent 
a sport, a means of travel, or an occu- 
pation seems, the less likely is any 
accident to occur. In the quiet, ordi- 
nary routine of everyday activity there 
is greater danger. 

The company figures show that the 
bathtub is the most periloug piece of 
furniture around the house. It causes 
more catastrophes than even the step- 
ladder. Wives may now urge their 
husbands to help them hang curtains 
and pictures as a less hazardous job 
than taking a bath, and mothers, leav- 
ing the children at home for a few 
moments, will caution them to keep 
away from the bathroom. Play with 
the oil stove and matches if you must 
be naughty, but don’t sail boats in 
the tub. 

It is doubtless the innocuous look of 
a white porcelain tub that lures vic- 
tims to broken legs and cracked cra- 
niums. One expects to be burned by 
kitchen, stoves or let down by step- 
ladders, but attack by a bathtub has 
an element of surprise. It takes its

There Is Disagreement. With. Senator 


Bruce’s Ideas on Issues. 
To the Editor of The New York Times :. 

The views expressed by- Senator 
Bruce of Maryland in THe Tres are 
interesting and informing .on. many 
points. Especially is this so when he 


insists that the national Democratic. 


Party must stress the issues of relig- 
ious bigotry and proscription as utterly 
un-American and destructive to our 
peace and progress as a democratic- 
republican nation. Likewise, his at- 
tack on the bigotry and tyranny of 
the extreme Volstead act should be 
boldly taken up by the National De- 
mocracy at its next national conven- 
tion. 

I must part company with Senator 
Bruce, however, when he says: ‘‘They 
will also be well enough informed to 
realize that with the creation of the 
Tariff Commission and the. enactment 
of the flexible clause of the present 
tariff law the old classical ‘tariff con- 
troversy between the Democrats and 
Republicans has been superseded by 


‘mere’ competition’ between ‘different 


degrees of protection.” : 

The citation of the Tariff’ Commis- 
sion and “‘the enactment of the flexible 
clause of the present tariff’ is not 
convincing proof that the ‘‘old classical 
tariff controversy’ between the parties 
has been superseded by ‘‘mere compe- 
tition between different degrees of Pro- 
tection.”’ 

The Tariff Commission. is controlled 
by sky-high protectionists, and, more- 
over, has no real influence in the fix- 
ing of the rates of tariff bills. It is 
a fairly good fact-gathering bureau, 
colored ‘by “protection,” as made nec- 
essary oy the “difference in the cost 
of production here and abroad’’ stand- 
ard, set up as a measure of protection 
in the rates of duty. 

Congress fixes the rates, under na- 
tion-wide pressure from the protected 
industries. These industries represent 
only a small proportion of the total 
production of the country; but they 
have the organization and the political 
power to get exactly what they want, 
when they want it. Of course, they 
get their protection in the ability to 
levy higher prices than competition 
warrants from all the rest of us and 
all non-protected industries. 

To say that such a system of taxa- 
tion for private enrichment is not an 
issue between the parties, and that the 
Democratic Party must drop it, is to 
ignore history and the commonest mo- 
tives of human nature. A private tax, 
sustained by law, upon all consumers 
is always an issue. It will remain 
so as long as common justice and right 
remain an issue. 

As to the ‘‘flexible clause of the tar- 
iff,’ surely Senator Bruce knows that 
its ‘‘flexibility’’ has worked, with one 
or two minute’ exceptions; to raise the 
already exorbitant rates of the pres- 
ent tariff law. The case of sugar is 
sufficient as an example; and there 
are others equally notorious. 

No, the Democratic Party cannot 
abandon the issue that has brought 
it victory in the past—the issue that 
goes home to the living expenses, and 
that means the real income in pur- 
chasing power of all our people. 

The tariff is no longer needed as a 
revenue producer. That is frankly 
admitted. Certainly our protected in- 
dustries are no longer ‘“‘infants’’ need- 
ing indirect subsidies from our people. 
Their dividends and capital prove that; 
likewise, their power to export, at a 
profit, in enormous volume to the four 
corners of the world. 

If the farmer cannot get a direct 
subsidy from the Treasury, and he 
should not, why should the protected 
manufacturer get a huge indirect sub- 
sidy from the American consumer? 

The farmers are now asking that 
question in a loud, insistent voice. 
The Democratic Party must not ignore 
them; it must give them a correct an- 
swer ‘and a remedy just and equal to 
all of us.

Most of these men are graduate, experi- 
enced engineers, eminentiy qualified for their 


positions; they are in a large measure re- 
sponsible for the rapid design and construc- 
tion of the new subway system; they have 
been working for absurdly inadequate sal- 
aries and rendered ineligible for any in- 
crease because of their provisional status; 
they have repeatedly requested that exaini- 
nations be held to permit them to reap some 
of the rewards of their work; and they 
have everything to gain and nothing to lose 
by the holding of examinations at reason- 
ably frequent intervals instead of at the 
rate of once’in two years, as in the past.

Its graduates had 
become leaders. ' Leaders are greatly 
needed, for in the march of modern 
ideas Japanese women have found a 
hard and stony path. During the rapid 
changes going on for'the past two gen- 
erations they alone have had to keep | o¢ 
faith with the old traditions of what is 
seemly and honorable for women, and 
at the same time adjust themselves to 
new conditions which industry and 
modern education have brought about. 
They are still ‘in the painful process of 
winning recogniti-~ of their = to 
higher education. 

We would not reflect upon but on the. 
contrary would praise in the highest 
degree the old Japanese ideal of beau- 
tiful behavior, gentle charm and skill 
in every household task for every wo- 
man. The traditions which ruled the 
life of tka Japanese lady for. so many.

Since 
then the students have had to live and 
work in mere shacks and barracks has- 
tily thrown together within a month 
after the earthquake. The college 
opened just one month late and Japan- 
ese women proved their traditional 
courage anew as they tramped over 
the torn-up roads, endured bitter cold 
in the classrooms—and went hungry, 
too, that first cruel Winter. They are 
still working in overcrowded class-

The Medical Department of the 
army, he declared, was counting on the 
willingness and ability of the drug 
manufacturers.to uce large quanti- 
ties of drugs, both for military forces 
and civilian population in time of need. 

“The Medical Department has made 
a@ survey of the needs of the army 
and the civilian ‘population in an emer- 
gency,” he said, ‘with a view to.cop- 
tag with the problems of distribution 

the proper allocation of produc- 
tion among. the manufacturers. We 
have made great progress in this re- 
spect since the days of the Spanish 
American War; notably in the ques- 
tion of obtaining adequate supplies 
when needed without, however, fac- 
ing the necessity of a subsequent 
dumping on the market of large quan- 
tities of over-produced materials.” 

General Ireland urged the manufac- 
turers to further the movement for 

standardization. of containers and 
methods of packing, in order to per- 
mit.the Government to place business 
with responsible manufacturers.

“In a number of instances the replies 
from the different ¢ts indicate 
that expenses which were intended to 
be incurred for travel pay for Federal 
Judges called in from other districts 
will not be possible for the remainder 
of the fiscal year,’’ said the statement. 
“The. replies do not indicate that im- 
perative judicial business will be per- 
mitted to suffer in any of the districts 
because of this shortage of funds. 
“The replies received by the depart- 
ment show that the Federal Judges, 
District Attorneys and Marshals are 
cooperating in every way possible so 
to conduct the judicial business as not 
to incur overdrafts, and also to see 
that important cases may be speedily 
brought to trial. It may be necessary 
to concer-trate judicial operations in a 
number of districts, tobencing the hold- 
ing of courts at distant places and 
also to reduce as much as possible ex- 
penditures for jurors and witness fees 
and bailiff hire during the present 
quarter.”

MADRID, Spain,, April,5 (4).—The 
Marquis de Viana; Court Chamber- 
lain and formerly King Alfonso’s mas- 
ter of horse, died today, 





The Marquis de Viana had long 
played a prominent part in the Span- 
ish Court. It was he who signed the 
marriage contract of King Alfonso and 
Queen Victoria in 1906. 

He was with King Alfonso at San 
Sebastian last September when the 
King was informed of a threatened 
reLellion in Madrid. He and the King 
made a thrilling automobile dash to 
Madrid to help calm the situation. 
The Marquis, who was visited 
throughout his illness by the King and 
Premier Primo de Rivera, came to 
the United States some years ago as 
the King’s personal representative at 
the international polo matches at Mea- 
dowbrook. 

During the years that he served as 
Grand Master of the Horse and Grand 
Huntsman to the Sovereign, the Mar- 
quis was supposed by observers of 
the Spanish royal household to wield a 
greater influence than any one else 
with King Alfonso and the Queen 


Mother. 

While filling..the two offices men- 
tioned the uis held official rank 
next to the majordomo, or grand mas- 
ter-in-chief of all the souyts In the 
Summer of 1917, he lost his 
through a new royal decree forbidding 
any of the principal dignitaries of the 
court to retain office for mor than four 
years. . For a time thereafter the Mar- 
quis was absent from the King’s side, 
and even left Spain for a sojourn in 
England. 

Perhaps the soundest of the various 
reasons advanced for the King’s de- 
cree and the departure of the Marquis 
was the charge that Alfonso had come 
too much under the influence of. cour- 
tiers who had surrounded him since 
boyhood. However much the power of 
the Marquis at court may have waned, 
there has been little indication that he 
ever lost the friendship of King Alfonso. 


150 TRUCK DRIVERS 
CAUGHT IN ROUND-UP 


Motor Associations Protest—Call 


Registration Requirements Im- 
possible to Falfill. 


Traffic Court was thronged yester- 
day with drivers appearing to answer 
summonses issued on Monday in the 
police round-up of improperly regis- 
tered motor trucks. The round-up 
followed the assertion of Commissioner 
Charles A. Harnett of the Motor 
Vehicle Bureau that the State has 
been deprived of thousands of dollars 
in fees through the action of many 
truck owners in registering their 
vehicles as being of smaller tonnage 
than they actually were and thus pay- 
ing proportionately smaller fees. 

As a result of Commissioner Har- 
nett’s complaint the police were in- 
structed to enforce rigidly fhe law re- 
quiring that all trucks bear on their 
sides their weight figure and the 
manufacturer’s rated capacity and 
that all truck drivers have in their 
posession registration certificates for 
the vehicles so that attributed weight 
as well as the registered weight 
against actual weight can be checked. 

The police activity brought at least 
150 truck drivers to Traffic Court for 
failure to have weight plates on their 
vehicles. A total of 735 cases were 
heard. Those found guilty were fined 
from $1 to $3. 

The round-up brought protests from 
motor vehicle association representa- 
tives. It was said that the demand 
that drivers carry the registration cer- 
tificates was impossible of fulfillment 
because of large labor turnover.

Member of The Times Staff

A GRIDIRON.CLUB FOUNDER 





Began His Work In Journalism 
While still a Union 
Undergraduate. 





Frank A. De Puy of the editorial staff 
of THe New YorRE Ties, a newspaper, 
man for almost half a century and one 
of the founders of the Gridiron Club 
of Washington, died suddenly of apo- 
plexy at hig tome, at 2,525 Morris 
Avenue, the Bronx, yesterday morn- 
ing. He had left Tum Tras office at 
his usual hour, 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning, apparently in good health. 
Just after 9 o’clock his wife found him 
dead in bed. He was 73 years old. 

Mr. De Puy’s sudden death leaves 
only one remaining =-cmber of the 
group which met at Old Welcker’s 
Hotel in Washington on Jan. 24, 1885, 
to form the organization, originally

the Gridiron Club.

‘was Mr. De Puy’s birth- 
place. He was the son of the Rev. 
William Harrison De Puy, a Methodist 
pastor of recognized scholarship, who 
later became an editor of The People’s 
Encyclopedia. After preliminary school- 
ing young De Puy entered Union Col- 
lege, Schenectady, where, besides the

time for extre-curriculum activities 
grad from Union Col- 
lege in the Spring of 1877 and almost 
immediately came to this city to join 
the staff of Tam New Yorx Times. 
After several years’ experience as 2@ 
reporter, Mr. De Puy was sent.as a 
staff correspondent to Washington. 
He arrived there in a time of stirring 
events and soon afterward chronicled 
the election of Grover Cleveland. Until 
Mr. Cleveland’s death the two were 
firm friends. 

Mr. DePuy during most of his service 
at the capital reported the proceedings 
of the Senate. He had the reputation 
at Washington of being an active, bril- 
liant reporter. As a political writer 
he head wide connections among the 
public men of that day. 

It was a year before the panic of 
18938 when Mr. De Puy changed his 
allegiance from THE Times to join The 
New York Herald. Later he went to 
The Tribune, His activities alternated 
between the national capital and City 
Hall, New York, and he had an equal 
number of friends in both places. 

Seven years ago he returned to THE 
New YORK TIMES, this time as an 
editor on its night staff. For the last 
year he had been planning how he 
should celebrate the completion of half 
a century of newspaper work, when 
this should be completed early next 
month. His name was also on the 
ticket for Vice President of the News- 
paper Club of New York in the elec- 
tion to be held on May 2. 

Among the news stories Mr. De Puy 
covered in his fifty years’ work were 
the opening of Brooklyn Bridge and 
the accident that occurred there and 
the death of President Garfield. 

In 1878 he married Miss Adelaide 
Gillette of Schenectady, whom he had 
first met as a student. They had two 
daughters, who survive—Mrs. William 
A. Smith, who now lives in Bronxville, 
and Mrs. Florence D. Fairbanks of 
San Francisco.

Gerard Swope, President of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, declined in 1921 
to héad the reorganizing Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Company for $250,000 an- 
nual salary and additional! emoluments, 
it was learned in Wall Street yester- 
day. It was understood that the addi- 
tional inducements unsuccessfully of- 
fered Mr. Swope comprised about $1,- 
000,000 of bonds and common stock 
with a value in excess of that figure.

Senator In. the 
and in Argument Develops 
Ford Contention. 








HE CHARGES EXPLOITATION 





Witness Calm as He :Parries 
Attack That When He Could Not 
Control He Tried to Ruin. 





CHANGES HIS TESTIMONY 





Denies Getting a Certain Fee, Then 
Admits What Books Show, 
Alleging a Misapprehension.

DETROIT, April 5.—Sharp exchanges 
featured the sixth day of cross-exam- 
ination of Aaron Sapiro by United 
States Senator James A. Reed, leading 
Henry Ford's defense to the $1,000,000 
libel suit being heard by Federal Judge 
Fred M. Raymond and a jury. At one 
point the Senator’s face flushed and 
he characterized a reply by Mr. Sapiro 
as “‘insolent.’”’ ‘ 

The witness,: who has skillfully par- 
ried the Senator’s quéstions when he 
has considered them unfair, smiled 
calmly through the brisk little duels, 
but his attorney, William H. Gallagher, 
registered indignation. The tilts strug- 
gled up through a welter of words and 


the jury, sagging palpably under the 
endless quéstioning, brightened and 
forgot to yawn. 

During the day there were indica- 
tions that Mr. Sapiro might soon leave 
the stand, thus opening the’ way for 
Henry Ford, reported as still gaining 
from injuries received a week ago Sun- 
day night, but this hope was dashed 
when the Ford counsel table received 
added books from which the Senator 
planned to question the witness. One 
of the books was so heavy the wit- 
ness had to leave the stand in order 
to look at an entry in it. If the Sena- 
tor goes through that volume Mr. Ford 
will not get his counsel out of the 
trenches before Christmas. 


The Charge of Exploitation. 


Once again the Ford attorney made 
the fees of Mr. Sapiro his target. He 
dissected farmers’ cooperatives which 
the witness had organized or had as- 
sisted in organizing and sought ammu- 
nition to support the charge of Mr. 
Ford and the Dearborn Publishing 
Company that Sapiro exploited the ag- 

' riculturists. The Senator made the 
charge bluntly in the course of an 
argument on the admissibility of a let- 
ter. The jury was excluded while he 
ergued the point. The Senator lost 
the decision. 

“One of’ our’ contentions,” he said, 
“is that Mr. Sapiro was not practicing 
law at all, in the ordinary way. He 
was promoting various organizations 
in an endeavor to gain control of them, 
or obtain employment by them, and 
when he could not gain control he 
undertook to. wreck them. All this 
was improper work for an attorney, 
and it naiuzally would destroy his 
reputation as an attorney, or even as 
an organizer. His income would be 
adversely affected by it. 

*‘Now he comes here and puts in his 
income for the different years, seek- 
ing to draw the inference that the 
diminution of fees in recent years was 
occasioned by the articles complained 
of in this case. What we want to 
show in relation to this particular case 
is that he at least held himself in an 
extremely receptive mood, if he did not 
actually solicit employment by the 
American Farm Bureau Federation.

“Sapiro Never Sold His Soul.” 


Mr. Gallagher was up with an ob- 
jection. He said:

Escorted by private detectives and 
friends who shielded her from photog- 
raphers, Mrs. Carolina 8. Pratt of 
Des Moines, Iowa, whose six-year-old 
foster daughter, Roberta Jane Pratt, 
alleges she beat and burned her with 
a curling iron, appeared in the West 
Side Court yesterday afternoon in re- 
sponse to a summons. Following a 
brief hearing, Magistrate John V. 
Flood «adjourned the case to 10:30 
o’clock Saturday morning. 

The summons was obtained by 
Vincent Pisarra, Superintendent of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, who took the child last 
Friday night from a room in the Hotel 
Plaza, where she was making her tem- 
porary home with her wealthy foster 
parents. This action followed a com- 
plaint to the society that Roberta was 
being neglected and mistreated. 
Magistrate Flood was in his 
chambers when Mrs. Pratt entered 
the court room. She and her party 
made their way quickly inside the 
court rail and to the front bench. 
Mrs. Pratt sat down and buried her 


was Mrs. John J. O’Hara, wife of 
Mrs. Pratt’s counsel, and on the oe 
a man who was said to be a ode 
detective. Mr. O’Hara. stood 

in front of his client, preventing na 
taking of pictures. One or two men set 
off flashlights in a vain attempt to 
get some snapshots, and Mrs. Pratt 
seemed to be smiling to herself as 
though amused at their efforts. 

When Magistrate Flood entered Mr. 
O’Hara asked him not to permit the 
taking of pictures. The Magistrate 
gave orders that no attempt should be 
made to photograph Mrs. Pratt. 


Asks for Secret Hearing. 


Mr. O’Hara then informed the Court 
he had two motions to make. One was 
for an adjournment and the other to 
have the case heard in camera because 
of the nature of the defense when it 
came up again. On agreement of As- 
sistant District Attorney Louis K. 
Wasser the case went over to Satur- 
day morning. Mr. Wasser opposed the 
motion for a secret hearing and the 
Magistrate reserved decision. 

Superintendent Pisarra was then 
called to the stand. After giving his 
occupation and adaress he was ex- 
cused. The Magistrate explained he 


wanted this statement on the record 
to show the -acaitos on the summons 
had begun. 

A motion was then made by Mr. 
O’Hara that Roberta, who was in the 
Magistrate’s chambers, be examined in 
the presence of Mrs. Pratt, counsel for 
the prosecution and himself. Counsel 
for both sides accompanied the Magis- 
trate to his chambers. Mr. O'Hara told 
reporters later that Magistrate Flood 
had consented to have the case heard 
privately on Saturday morning. Mr. 
Wasser said he would oppose hear- 
ing the case in camera at that time. 

When Mrs. Pratt went into the 
Magistrate’s chambers, Roberta, who 
had been brought to the court by Mrs. 
George Cole of the Catholic Big 
Sisters, said, ‘‘Hello, mother.’’ Mrs. 
Pratt looked at Roberta, according to 
Mr. Wasser, and replied ‘‘Hello’’ and 
then turned away. 

Tre examination then proceeded. 
Magistrate Flood carefully observed 
the wounas. 

Mrs, Cole and Mr. Pisarra then left 
the building. Roberta answered the 
questions of reporters. She seemed 
pleased at the attention paid her. 

The child was taken to the rooms of 
the Children’s Society, 2 Hast 105th 
Street, where she will remain pending 
the outcome of the proceedings. She is 
still under the jurisdiction, of the Chil- 
dren’s Court, as a “neglected child,’ 
hearing in her case having been ad- 
journed to April 12 by Justice William 
Young, at a hearing Monday in the 
Children’s Court. 


Plaza Maid in Court Room. 


Ernest K. Coulter, general manager 
of the Children’s Society, had with him 
in court Jane Vallelly, a maid at the 
Hotel Plaza, who furnished the infor- 
mation which resulted in the removal 
of the child from her foster parents. 
Mr. Coulter said there were several 
others from the Hotel Plaza in the 
court room ready to testify as to the 
alleged mistreatment of the child. 

Officials of the Children’s Society 
said Roberta was still a ward of the 
Des Moines Child:en’s Court, her adop- 
tion by Mr. and Mrs. Pratt never hav- 
ing been made final. Mr. Coulter de- 
clared he would strenuously oppose 
any legal action the Pratts would take 
to have Roberta returned to their cus- 
tody. He said he would seek the co- 
operation of the Des Moines Juvenile 
Court with this in view. He sent a let- 
ter yesterday to Judge Joseph E. Myer 
of the Ninth Judicial District of Iowa, 
setting forth in detail the developments 
in the case here. 

Mr. O'Hara conferred yesterday 
morning with District Attorney Joab 
H. Banton, in the latter’s office. Mr. 
Banton reiterated his statement of 
Monday that he would take no further 
steps in the proceeding other than to 
have it threshed out in the Magis- 
trate’s Court. He said Mr. O’Hara had 
promised to produce his client before 
him at any time.

H. A. TONGE, ACTOR; 
A SUICIDE IN HOME 


Head of Stage Family Hangs 
Himself While Wife and Son 
Are With Road Companies. 








DESPONDENCY IS BLAMED 





“My Brain Is Gone, | am Hopeless,’’ 
He Wrote—Body Found Three 
or Four Days After Death. 





H. Asheton Tonge, 55 years old, who 
had been on the stage most of his life 
and was the head of a family of act- 
ors, was found dead in his apartment 


at 301 West Fifty-seventh Street yes- 
terday. He had hanged himself three 
or four days earlier by a cord from 
a transom between the two rooms of 
his apartment. The absence of his 
wife and son with traveling companies 
delayed the discovery of his death. 
Despondency is thought to have been 
responsible for the suicide. Besides 
two empty envelopes addressed to his 
son, Philip, care of the ‘“‘Young Wood- 
ley’? company, and Miss Lillian Bren- 
nard, the stage name of his wife, care 
of the George Arliss company, he left 
a few pencilled lines for a friend of the 
family, Miss G. Giovannini, who oc- 
cupies an apartment on the floor 
above. 

‘“‘My brain is gone,’’ he wrote, “I am 
hopeless. Good-bye. Take care of the 
fishes and take charge.”’ 

In a glass bowl on a table in one of 
the rooms five goldfish were placidly 
swimming around yesterday. 


Was Working on a Play. 


On another table was the _ type- 
written outline of a play, ‘‘The Marked 


Cards,” evidently written by Tonge 
shortly before his death. ‘The girl, 
the villain and the lover’’ formed the 
principal characters of his cast and 
before he sketched the action he out- 
lined his theory of a first act in the 
questions, ‘‘Where?. What’s happen- 
ing? Who are the folks we are to 
show? What is the beginning of the 
trouble?” 

His despair of completing the play 
and the fact that he was not playing 
any part on the stage were thought 
ong the police to have contributed to 
his despondency. Miss Giovannini 
could only explain his suicide by re- 
calling that he had seemed depressed 
since he had returned two weeks ago 
from a trip with his wife, whereupon 
she had departed to play in ‘‘Old Eng- 
lish’? with Arliss. 

Telegrams telling of his death were 
sent to Mrs. Tonge in Cleveland, where 
she is playing this week, according 
to a memorandum left by her hus- 
band, and to Philip Tonge in Brattle- 
bero, Vt., where ‘‘Young Woodley” 
was to be presented last night. An 
envelope addressed by Tonge to his 
wife in care of a bank at 115 West 
Forty-second Street and thought to 
contain her bank book was turned 
over to the Medical Examiner’s office. 


Greeted Elevator Boy. 


The body was discovered yesterday 
afternoon by Patrolmen Albert Schwei- 
zer and Raymond Mooney of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station, who had 
been summoned by Edward Boyd, su- 
perintendent of the apartment house, 
who wanted to find out why Tonge 
had not been seen. The superinten- 
dent said the actor had been seen 
last on Friday or Saturday. He was 
apparently acting normally, it was 
said, and greeted the elevator boy cour- 
teously. He had lived in th: apart- 
ment for about nine years. 

Although he had a wide acquaintance 
in theatrical circles and was asso- 
ciated with the stage for years Tonge 
had appeared mostly in minor réles in 
recent years and “had kept much to 
himself lately. The records show that 
he was in the cast of ‘‘The Pelican,” 
“The Blue Moon,” ‘“Justice,’’ ‘The 
Blue Bird’’ and many others, and that 
he played with Forbes-Robertson and 
Henry Irving in his younger days. His 
son and wife have been on the stage 
for many years.

30 BILLIONS IN BONDS 
HANDLED. BY WOMAN 


Mrs. Eggleston of Childs & Co. 
Sets Wall St. Record by 
Trading in Liberties. 








MARKS 10TH YEAR OF WORK 





Named to Post as Experiment on 
Day We Entered War—Says She 
Likes Her Job “Immensely.’”’ 





On the day that the United States 
declared war against Germany, April 
6, 1917, a woman, who since has be- 
come famous in Wall Street as ‘‘Mrs. 
E.,”” took her place, rather timidly, in 
the Government bond’ corner of the 
trading department of C. F. Childs & 
Co., 120 Broadway. It was an impor- 
tant post, the most important in the 
department as it later turned out, with 
the enormous pressure of Liberty bonds 
upon the market incident to the finan- 
cing of the war. The firm was trying 
out an experiment. It was its first 
experience with a woman trader in so 
vital a job. 

The results of the experiment were 
tallied up yesterday, on the eve of the 
tenth anniversary of her first assign- 
ment as a Liberty bond specialist. In 
that time, during the decade in which 
Liberty bonds have been on the mar- 
ket, she has traded in $30,000,000,000 of 
them—the largest total that any of the 
highly skilled traders who have dealt 
in Liberty bonds can claim. 

She is Mrs. Irma Dell Eggleston. 
Her firm and associates made a red 
letter day yesterday, the anniversary 
of her appointment. It was revealed 
that in a single day’s trading Mrs. 
Eggleston handled $38,000,000, possibly 
a record for Wall Street, certainly a 
record for a woman trader. During 
1922, which was a banner Liberty bona 


year, she traded in more than $5,000,- 
000,000 of the securities. 
Her Transactions Tremendous. 

Some idea of the tremendous size of 
her transactions can be gained when 
it is considered that in the ten years 
adring which she made bond history— 
that is, 1917 to 1926 inclusive — about 
$14,344,000,000 of Liberties were turned 
over on the New York Stock Exchange. 
This represents less than half of Mrs. 
Eggleston’s record of $30,000,000,000. 
The Stock Exchange’s Liberty bond 
transactions in 1920, which was the 
record year for trading in these securi- 
ties on the Exchange, amounted to 
$5,241,000,000. Mrs. Eggleston's best 
effort, $5,000,000,000 in 1922, exceeded 
that by $1,859,000,000. 

The United States Government issued 
in all about $17.750,000,000 of Liberties. 
or a little more than half of the total 
traded in by Mrs. Eggleston. She has 
bought or sold, on the basis of this 
total, about two bonds for every one 
issued by the Government. Her tota! 
transactions far exceed in amount the 
net outstanding debt of the United 
States,as of Jan. 31, 1927, which was 
$19,094,000,000. 


Looks on Business as Game. 


Mrs. Eggleston said yesterday she 
looked upon her Liberty bond work as 
a tremendously interesting game. 
“Trading is the only game I have 
foupd that pays me money,” she said. 
“All the other games I have to pay to 
play.”

U. S.. STEEL AT NEW PEAK 





General Motors Also at Highest 
Point—Price Averages Again ‘ 
Exceed’ Best Marks. 





In the broadest market in the his- 
tory of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, in which a total of 651 sepa- 
rate issues were dealt in, shares of 
many sorts ‘vigorously forged ahead 
yesterday, the averages. establishirg 
new high records for all time. Rail- 
road shares, the motors and the steel 
stocks were the leaders of the day’s 
robust advances, and so well did the 
market deport itself and so determined 
seemed the buyers of stock of several 
classes that the bears were in full 
flight most of the day, adding to the 
st of quotations by their per- 
sistent efforts to re-buy stock which 
had been sold short. 

The new record for separate issues 
traded in interested Wall Street as 
much as any other feature of the mar- 
ket because it reflected a broadening 
public interest in securities which has 
heretofore been lacking. Likewise, it 
represented the activities of institu- 
tions and corporate representatives in 
“bringing into line’ their own shares, 
which ‘have been lagging. The pre- 
vious high record for number of issues 
dealt in was 649 on March. 3, 1926. 
There are 1,100 different stocks listed 
on the Exchange. 


Second Best Day ef Year. 


Sales for the day were 2,607,170 
shares, the second biggest. day of the 
year, the record having been set on 


Feb. 9, when sales were 2,845,060 
shares: In yesterday’s advances the 


industrial stocks advanced 1.74 points, 
the average of twenty-five railroad 
shares, .28, and the combined average, 
1.01. All these figures are new high 
marks for all time. 

Despite the splashing around and 
churning of other issues, United States 
Steel common and General Motors 
were the undisputed leaders of the 
day’s trading. Both sold at new high 
prices in their history, although shad- 
ing off at the close. Du Pont, closely 
related to the General Motors family, 
shot ahead 10% points. Trading in 
Steel common and the new when- 
issued shares was at a break-neck 
speed all day. Wall Street now has 
firmly made up its mind that the new 
shares will be placed on a $7 basis by 
the directors of the Steel Corporation 
at tha April meeting and this has 
aren the market in these issues. 

A change has come over the auto- 
mobile industry, as reflected in the 
stock market, during the last few 
weeks. Many leaders were ‘whistling 
to keep their courage up” in January, 
but with the advent of better weather 
and .a quick pick-up in car sales there 
is now real cheerfulness in the indus- 
try about. the Spring. and Summer 
business. The market was further 
bolstered yesterday by reports from 
Akron that the tire and rubber busi- 
ness was new records daily. 


Speculation in Rails. 


The railroad group seems to be in a 
class by itself in the trading. Shares 


which a year or so ago were left dis- 
creetly alone by traders now are 
squarely in the limelight of public at- 
tention, because of their speculative 
possibilities and because they are 
“fast movers,” in which the specu- 
lator or investor gets quick action. In 
this category may be placed the Erie 
issues, which sold yesterday at the 
highest prices in the history of this 
venerable carrier; the common and 
preferred shares of the St. Paul, now 
soon to emerge from bankruptcy as 
a railroad standing on its own feet; 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas issues, 
Kansas City Southern and a few 
others of the same sort which have 
bounded into view on the Wall Street 
horizon as having excellent specula- 
tive possibilities. 

In the higher class and seasoned 
railroad issues there was good buying, 
too, but of a different sort than that 
reflected in the low priced shares. It 
was investment, or at least semi-in- 
vestment buying, and it carried such 
issues as Pennsylvania, Union Pacific 
and Santa Fe forward in more sedate 
but solid fashion. In the specialty list 
many gains of from 1 to 3 points were 
established throughout the list. 


Bears Tried Weak Spots. 


A rather two-sided appearance was 
given the market by the cropping out 


of weak spots here and.there. The 
bears, unable to make any progress 
with the market leaders, contented 
themselves with long-ranged sniping 
at such issues as Pan-American Petro- 
leum, Mallinson Silk, American 
Woolen preferred and Fox Films A, 
all of which were under pressure most 
of the day and lost ground quickly. 

The moderate increase in brokers’ 
loans, announced after the market’s 
close, was considered an indication of 
the fact that there has been a meas- 
urable increase. in public participa- 
tion. However, this is'not what may 
be termed a “‘public’’ market to the 
extent that brokers’ offices are 
crowded and that there is hectic ex- 
citement in Wall Street. Exactly the 
opposite is true. It is, rather, a bank- 
ers’ market, in which the biggest and 
most prominent banking institutions in 
the financial district are playing an 
important—it might be said, the fore- 
most—part. Professional traders, too, 
have played an important role in 
boosting stocks to their present high 


prices, in many cases, the highest 
in the history of the corporations they 
represent. 


There are two. factors''most impor- 
tant in this particular movement and 
which doubtless will furnish the cue 
for the market’s:-immediate future. 
One of them is a continuance of pres- 
ent easy money conditions; the other, 
the expansion of business under. the 
usually heavy seasonal. demands of 
Spring.

WEALTHY TURFMAN 
SUES TO END TRUSTS 


Commander Ross Files Actions 
to End. $1,200,000 Marriage 
Settlements Made in 1916. 

















PAPERS NAME EQUITABLE CO. 





Novel Agreement Between Him and 
Wife Provided She Should Own 
and Control Her Property. 





Commander John Kenneth Leveson 
Ross, wealthy Canadian horseman and 
owner of a breeding farm in Maryland, 
filed two suits in the Supreme Court 
yesterday to cancel trust funds aggre- 
gating more than $1,200,000 under 
which stocks and bonds of this value 
had been deposited with the Equitable 
Trust Company for the payment of the 
income to his wife, Mrs. Ethel Adine 
Ross. The papers indicate that Mrs. 
Ross is joining her husband in his 
application to have the two trusts de- 
clared void on the ground that they 
are in violation of the laws of New 
York and also of the Province of 
Quebee, where Commander Ross lives. 
The complaint in one action disclos- 
ing a novel marriage settlement con- 
tract made in 1902, before the marriage 
of Commander Ross to Miss Ethel A. 
Matthews of Montreal, ‘says that the 
contract was made for the benefit of 


Mrs. Ross and their children and that 
his father, James Ross, guaranteed 
that he would perform it. 

Under the agreement there was to 
be no community of property between 
them as provided under the laws of 
Quebec, except according to the agree- 
ment, and Mrs. Ross was to have en- 
tire control of her own property and 
the enjoyment of revenue from it, as 
if she had remained single. Neither 
was to be responsible for the debits of 
the other, and Mrs. Ross’s property 
was to include all the wedding gifts 
and her jewels, trinkets and wearing 
apparel. The husband was to pay all 
the household expenses and provide 
for his wife and children as to support, 
maintenance and education. The wife 
was to have no dower interest in her 
husband's realty. In consideration of 
the agreement he settled $125,000 in 
trust upon his wife, which was to be 
taken out of his property at the time 
of his death, and.the income paid to 
his wife. Upon her death the principal 
was to be disposed of in her will as 
she saw fit. 


Wants to Make New Settlement. 


The trust agreement in 1916, now 
sought to be set aside, recited that 
Commander Ross had become pos- 
sessed of ample means and desired to 
make suitable provision for his wife 
in lieu of the previous provision in the 


marriage settlement, and she was will- 
ing to renounce her claims under the 
settlement, that Mr. Ross was creat- 
ing a trust in the care of the Equitable 
Trust Company, from which his wife 
was to have the income, and the prin- 
cipal of which was to be divided upon 
her death among the children and the 
issue of deceased children. 

A schedule of the property involved 
in this trust, showing that the total 
face value of the securities was $775,- 
000 and the income $53,250, contained 
the following securities: 200 shares 
Deminion Coal Company, Ltd., worth 
$200,000, and having an income of 
$14,000; 1,000 shares Canadian Pacific 
Railway, $100,000 and $10,000; 1,800 
shares Civic Investment and Indus- 
trial Company, $180,000 and $7,200; 150 
shares Soo Line Railway, $15,000 and 
$1,050; 1.000 shares Laurentide Com- 
pany, Ltd., $100,000 and $8,000; 400 
Great Northern Railway preferred, 
$40,000 and $2,800; 400 Northern Pa- 
cific, $40,000 and $2,800; 500 Union Pa- 
cific common, $50,000 and $4,000, and 
500 General Electric, $50,000 and $4,000 

The second suit shows that a similar 
trust was made in 1916, by which 
Commander Ross deposited $500,000 in 
Canadian Victory Loan bonds with. the 
Equitable Trust Company for the. ben- 
efit of his wife and for his chfidren 
after her death, and. that on Jan. 7 
last he and: his wife joined in a de- 
mand to the Equitable to turn over 
the bonds to the Century-Trust Com- 
pany of Baltimore,’ and ‘the accrued 
income to his account in New York, 
for the reason that the trust was in- 
valid, but as in the case of'the pre- 
vious trust, the Equitable refused to 
comply. 


Defendants in Suits. 


The suits name as defendants other 
than Mrs. Ross and the trust company, 


their son, James K. M. Ross of Mon- 
treal, and daughter, Mrs. a R. 
Hodgson of Westmount, 
the grandchildren, Pamela Joan shoes 
and Ann Ross Hodgson. The com- 
plaints assert that under the laws of 
Quebec any attempt by either the 
plaintiff or his wife to change any of 
the provisions of the settle- 
ment was void, and that during ‘the 
period of their Marriage neither could 
transfer any property. For that rea- 
son both trusts made to the Equitable 
in’ 1916 are invalid, the plain as- 
serts. It is also alleged that the chil- 
dren and children have no in- 
terest in the property in the trusts.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 5.—All 
morning long the rain beat down in 
silver sheets.

And on that train 
was Babe Ruth, the mighty mauler of 
Manhattan. 

In scheduling the little world’s ceries 
the officials of the two clubs somehow 
had overlooked the town of Etowah, 
but Etowah wasn’t going to overlook 
the opportunity of seeing Ruth. The 
citizens searched the attic and closets, 
clothed themselves in the garments 
best suited for the weather and flocked 
to the station. 

The train was an hour late, but when 
it finally arrived and paused, the plat- 
form contained all but four of the 
hamlet’s inhabitants. Three were still 
looking for their rubbers and the other 
had pneumonia already. It was only 
through the Babe’s sweet, charitable 
nature that they weren’t disappointed. 


The Babe Is Agitated. 


It happened that the train reached 
Etowah just a few seconds after the 
Babe had bid four spades and had 
been doubled. He was in a very pre- 
carious position. Beads of perspira- 
tion broke out on the forehead of 
Dutch Ruether, the Babe’s partner.

There was another 
mob swarming in the lobby of the 
Farragut Hotel, and at this very mo- 
ment the corridors are well populated 


with high school boys wandering about 
seeking Ruth. 

The eagerness to see the Babe had 
not decreased when the clubs reached 
here, but neither had the rain, and so 
the seventh game of the series had to 
be called off. That leaves the Yankees 
and the Cardinals deadlocked at three 
games ‘each, and with two to play 
there’s the mathematical chance that 
all may end even, though not a mem- 
ber of either club will admit there’s 
any such possibility. 

Chattanooga and Nashville are sched- 
uled to be the scenes of the remaining 
contests, if any.

league action. 


Hornsby Makes an Offer. 


One suggestion made by Hornsby 
that he would be willing to trade his 
stock in the Cardinals for the fran- 
chise of the Houston club of the Texas 


League brought a broad smile to the 
faces of baseball men yesterday, The 
Houston club is considered the top- 
liner in the Lone State circuit and has 
drawn offers of over $200,000 from men 
interested in relieving Sam Breadon of 
his minor. league property. 

While it would be perfectly com- 
patible with baseball law for Hornsby 
to own the Houston club and play with 
the Giants, it is not likely that Brea- 
don would agree to the proposition. 

So far all the suggestions for settle- 
ment have failed to meet with unani- 
mous agreement.

Thus the 
sentiment has shifted a good deal from 
Hornsby, even among those not closely 
aligned with baseball’s official family. 


Giants Ready to Fight, 


The Giants’ officials have maintained 
a policy of quiet since Manager John 
J. McGraw issued his ultimatum to 
President Heydler. The club, like the 
league, is waiting, but also, like the 
league, is preparing. If the league 
votes against Hornsby’s playing while 
still a St. Louis stockholder, which 
seems certain unless some Moses is dis- 
covered at the eleventh hour to lead 
the magnates out of their quandary, 
the case yet may be forced into the 
courts by means of an injunction pro- 
ceeding or some such move. 

But with the civil court the last re- 
sort desired by any of the parties in- 
terested, everything possible is being 
done to avert just that thing.

PINEHURST, N.'C., April 5.—George 
Voight, 30-year-old Washington ama- 
veur, continued to play sensational 
golf here today and won the North 
cand South amateur championship 
taedal with one of the lowest scores 
ever made in any 36-hole golf tourney. 


On top of his record-making 67 on the 
No. $8 course yesterday, Voight shot 
2 68 today on the championship No. 
2 course, a new amateur record for 
that stiff 6,559-yard layout and one 
ihat tied the professional record ‘made 
by Bobby Cruickshank, Johnny Far- 
rell and others. during the North and 
South open last week. 

Voight’s two feats gave him a two- 
day total of 135, only one stroke away 
from the best 36-hole score ever made 
by any amateur in competitive golf, 
Bobby Jones being the record-holding 
amateur with his two rounds of 66 and 
68 for 134 at Sunningdale, England, 
last Summer in the qualifying rounds 
of the British open championship. 


Few Scores As Low. 


A search through the records of the 
royal and ancient. game reveals only 
2 few scores as low as the one that the 
District of Columbia golfer turned 
in during the last two days. George 
Duncan, famous English professional, 
is credited with a score of 62, 56—118 
for two rounds in the ‘“‘Championship 
of Lucerne’ in 1913, but the Axenfels 
course, on which he played, was a 
very short one with a large number of 
one-shot holes. 

Last Summer, while playing in the 
Sastern open at the Wolf Hollow Club, 
Walter Hagen had two consecutive 
rounds of 65 and 67 for a t-tal of 132, 
but the course, it is said, is consider- 
ably shorter than the No. 2 course 
here and far less difficult. It is gen- 
crally believed that outside of Bobby 
Jones’s feat there has never been any- 
thing to parallel the score that Voight 
made, taking into consideration the 
length and difficulty of the courses 
on which it was accomplished: 

As a result of his startling golf, 
Voight spread-eagled the field, the 
next player being 12 strokes behind 
him. That distinction fell to the vet- 
4ran William C. Fownes Jr., head of 
*he United States Golf Association, 
whose total was 147, made up of a 73 
on No. 3 yesterday and a 74 on No. 2 
today.

TEAMS EVENLY. MATCHED 





Both Are Very Strong and Fast— 
Hub Fans Excited Over 
Stanley Series.

Following the Stanley Cup play-offs, 
which definitely established the Boston 
Bruins and the Ottawa Senators as 
the champions respectively of the 
American and the international groups’ 
of the National Hockey League, there. 
will be something of a lull in this’ 
lively sport until the group winners 
meet in the first of the world’s title 
games at Boston tomorrow night. Two 
games of the Stanley Cup series will 
be played at Boston, the second con- 
test on Saturday night and then the 
scene of warfare will shift to Ottawa. 
The first game at the Dominion capital 
will. be played on Tuesday night, 
April 12. , 
There was widespread disappoint- 
ment here among Ranger fans yester- 
day because of the defeat of the local 
sextet at Madison Square Garden at 
the hands of the burly Bruins, who 
shut the New Yorkers out of the Stan- 
ley Cup. The Rangers, a new team 
which had made a brilliant record 
through the season as leaders of the. 
American group, met a team at the 
peak of its power in the play-off and 
were fairly beaten in one of the most 
grueling games seen in years. 
The Rangers lost fairly and squarely 
to a team that had more brawn and 
decidedly more experience, but they 
gave the best they had and went down 
still battling with what strength they 
had left after three withering periods. 
The players, Colonel Hammond, Presi- 
den of the club; Lester Patrick, their 
manager, and the wide following they 
had attracted were naturally bitterly 
disappointed at the set-back. But it 
must be remembered that the team had 
made a surprisingly fine showing all 
through the forty-four games of the 
regular season and undoubtedly will 
be an, even better combination in their 
next season together.

JOCKEY ARCHIBALD 
DIES IN ENGLAND 


Famous American Pilot Suc- 
cumbs After Riding at New- 
market on Previous Day. 











HE WON 52 RACES IN 1924 


Rode More Than 1,000 Winners 
Outside England During Career 
—Was Victor on King’s Horses.

LONDON, April 5.—George Archibald, 
famous American jockey and rider of 
180 winners in England during a period 
of five years, died suddenly tonight at 
Newmarket. After riding in one race 
at Newmarket yesterday Archibald 
complained of severe pains in his 
stomach. Nevertheless he rode in the 
four following races. 

In 1924 Archibald, who was very 
popular in this country and considered 
a true horseman, was successful in 
fifty-two races. It is estimated that 
outside of England he had ridden at 


least a thousand winners. 

Archibald was born in Oakland, Cal. 
From America he went to Germany, 
where he became the champion jockey 
of the country. 

Shortly before the World War Archi- 
bald returned to the United States, but 
went back to Berlin during the war. 
He remained there till America’s entry. 
He then escaped to Austria in a car 
supplied by Prince Hohenlohe, for 
whom he had ridden. Though interned 
in Austria, eventually he was allowed 
to go to Switzerland, from whence he 
went to Spain. He rode at important 
race meetings in Spain. 

Archibald came to England fn 1922. 
In 1924 he rode the King’s colt, Runny- 
mede, in the July Stakes, which he 
won. He also won the Goodwood 
Stakes for the King. Archibald won 
six races in 1922 on the horse Town 
Guard.

WIDE ACCEPTS TEST 
IN HANDICAP RACE 


Swedish Star Will Not Be Per- 
mitted to Ran Against Half- 
Mile Pace-Setters. 





Bdvin Wide, the Swedish school- 
master, will be forced to compete 
against milers working with a handi- 
cap in place of half-milers, as he de- 
sired, according to announcement of 
the officers in charge of the 245th 
Coast Artillery, promoting its annual 
Spring games at the Thirteenth Regi- 
ment Armory, Brooklyn, on Saturday 
night.

Wide will 
have a 75-yard straightaway to the 
first turn; approximately 82 yards 
around each of the first two turns, 
with 46 yards between turns, and a 
66-yard straightaway after rounding 
the last turn for the finish line.

The stock market displayed a good 
many signs of excitement yesterday, 
with the attitude of the speculative 
outside public not entirely clear. Ex- 
perience has taught.that, in a persis- 
tent and prolonged advance of prices, 
the actual character of the buying is 
neyer easy to determine. Even during 
the past year or two. (in November. of 
1925, for instance, and in March of 
1926) Wall Street had convinced itself 
that only buying of the most powerful 
sort ‘was driving prices up, whereas 
subsequent developments proved that 
the market had been honeycombel 
with .ill-protected speculative accumu- 
lations of stocks. In many respects 
the existing market has not seemed to 
resemble the other markets referred to. 
But another teaching of ‘experience is 
that the visible aspects of the move- 
ment always seem to differ from other 
similar occasions when an excited rise 
is culminating. 

Perhaps the:one principle established 
irrefutably by all experience is that, 
when a stock market reaches the men- 
tal attitude of believing that a pro- 
longed advance will never stop, it be- 
comes dangerous. The i ck Exchange 
may not yet have committed itself un- 
reservedly to that belief, but the ele- 
ments making for such a state of mind 
are certainly present. Yesterday's trad- 
ing repeated the characteristics of the 
day before, but with a great increase 
of aggregate transactions. A few 
stocks declined, as tHey did the day be- 
fore, but the great number of usually 
active shares, both in the railway and 
industrial groups, moved rapidly for- 
ward. Advances ranging from 2 to 5 
points occurred in a long list of stocks; 
a few of them hurriedly ran up 9 or 
10 points, or even further. The num- 
ber of separate shares dealt in ex- 
ceeded all records of the Stock Ex- 
change. 

This action of prices occurred with 
no new development in the financial or 
other news on which it could be di- 
rectly . based; but the multitude of 
Wall Street “rumors” of all descrip- 
tions, familiar under such circum- 
stances, made up for any lack of 
actual announcement. The money 
market, which continued easy even on 
the Stock Exchange, was naturally 
cited. The actual position in that re- 
gard was not greatly cleared up by 
yesterday’s monthly statement of the 
Stock Exchange on its members’ bor- 
rowings, which showed an increase in 
such loans during March of $33,321,000. 
A similar comparison of the Reserve 
Board’s figures on New York brokers’ 
loans, as contained in the weekly re- 
ports at the beginning and the end of 
March, indicated a decrease of $9,733,- 
000 for the month—a showing of which 
much has been made. 

The discrepancy is larger than often 
occurs, but the figure given out by 
the Stock Exchange is the more con- 
vincing, because the other statement 
of reduction in brokers’ loans in a 
month of rapidly rising prices ap- 
peared to suggest that credit for the 
purpose had been procured elsewhere 
than from banks in the Federal Re- 
serve. The Stock Exchange report, 
whose total of outstanding brokers’ 
loans is always about $500,000,000 larger 
than the Reserve Board total, includes 
such other lending agencies. When 
comparison is made of the present 
New York brokers’ loans with the 
amount outstanding at the close of 
March, 1926, it will be found that the 
Reserve Board’s report makes the in- 
crease $230,261,000 and the Stock Ex- 
change’s $289,685,000. Either figure 
gives at least some occasion for 
thought. 

Prices for bonds as well as stocks 
rose on the average yesterday to a new 
high figure for the year and the pe- 
riod. There were again some interest- 
ing movements on the foreign exchange 
market, particularly in the Italian lira, 
which advanced again, having achieved 
a rise of % cent in a week and of near- 
ly % cent, or only a trifle under 10 per 
cent., in the past month. When the 
lira last stood at yesterday’s price—in 
May, 1923—the franc was selling nearly 
at 6% cents, as against its present rate 
of less than 4. The very. different 
movement of Italian exchange is pre- 
sumably based on belief that the Gov- 
ernment at Rome, having dismissed 
those fears of the consequences of de- 
flation which have harassed Poincaré, 
will let the market’s revaluation of the 
currency take its course without inter- 
ference. Sterling went no higher yes- 
terday, but the Bank of England took 
in £343,000 of the arriving Transvaal 
gold, making £593,000 thus added in 
two days to its reserve—more than the 
bank has obtained in any previous 
week this year and much more than 
it got in this week a year ago.

When We Declared War. 


Today being the anniversary of the 
actual declaration of war by Congress 
in April, 1917, it is not without interest 
to recall what happened to the stock 
market on that occasion. The resolu- 
tion declaring a state of war was ac- 


tually adopted at 3 A. M. on the morn- 
ing of Good Friday, so that the Stock 
Exchange was closed that day. On 
Saturday a decline occurred running 
as far as 5% points in United States 
Steel common, 7 in Bethlehem Steel, 
and 1 to 3 in other active stocks. In 
the week or two after the vote, the 
decline in the same stocks ranged from 
10 to 25 points. At the time, the com- 
mon belief was that this weakness re- 
flected realizing sales based on the 
uncertainties of war, but it soon de- 
veloped that the real ground for the 
weakness, of industrial stocks particu- 
larly, was the correct guess that the 
Government would take drastic action 
to force prices of manufactured war 
material well below the level at which 
they had actually stood in our neutral- 
ity days. The movement of prices for 
the whole of 1917 was illustrated by 
the fact that TH= New YoRK TIMEs 
averages declined from a high level 
of about 90% in the first week of Janu- 
ary to 85% at the beginning of April, 
to 79% at the end of April and to a 
fraction above 57 in December. 








STEEL CORP. PLANS 
EXTENSIVE RESEARCH 


G. G. Crawford, Head of Alabama 
Subsidiary, to Prepare a Tech- 
nological Laboratory. 


The most far-reaching p'an for re- 
search activity in the history of the 
American steel industry will be inau- 
gurated by the United States Steel 
Corporation through the establishment 
of a technological laboratory. George 
Gordon Crawford of Birmingham, Ala., 
President of the steel corporation’s 
Alabama subsidiary, the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron. & Railroad Company, has 
been named Chairman of a special 
committee to plan this new depart- 
ment. 

Chairman B. H. Gary said yesterday 
that plans for the laboratory had not 
been perfected, but indicated that the 
Stee’ Corporation expected to work out 
an ambitious research program. | It 
has not been determined, he said, 
where the laboratory will be located. 
All details are in the hands of the 
special committee. Mr. Gary said he 
was intensely interested in the project. 

This will be the first time, so far as 
is known, that any American steel 
company has attempted an elaborate 
plan for pure research activity. At- 
tention was directed at the annual 
meeting of stockholders of the Steel 
Corporation last April to the advisa- 
bility of an aggressive research pro- 
gram-and Chairman Gary at that time 
indicated his interest in the subject. 

The Steel Corporation recently began 
the construction of a plant at Lorain, 
Ohio, for. experimentation with a proc- 
ess for the production of iron directly 


from ore without the use of a blast 
furnace.

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High Mark for Freight Move- 
ment Is Exceeded for Third 
Consecutive Week. 





BUSINESS GAIN IS GENERAL 





Increase Is 2,027 Cars Over the 
Week. Before, 40,943 Over Year 
Ago and 76,119 Over 1925.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Loading 
of revenue freight for the week ended 
March 26 exceeded the million-car 
mark for the third consecutive week 
this year, the American Railway <As- 
sociation announced today. 

Total loading for the week amounted 
to 1,008,888 cars, the increase of 2,027 
cars over the preceding week being 
due almost entirely to heavier move- 
ment of miscellaneous freight. Small 
increases over the week before were 
reported in the loading of ore and coal. 

Compared with the corresponding 
week last year, the total for the week 
Was an increase of 40,943 cars, also 
an increase of 76,119 cars over the cor- 
responding week in 1925. 

Loading of revenue freight for the 
first thirteen weeks this year—Jan. 1 
to March 26, inclusive—has amounted 
to 12,365,075 cars, the greatest number 
ever loaded during any corresponding 
season of the year. This was an in- 
crease of 382,090 cars over the corre- 
sponding period in 1926 and an increase 
of 582,666 cars over the corresponding 
period in 1925. 

Miscellaneous freight loading totaled 
375,989 cars, an increase of 5,068 cars 
over the week before and an increase 
of 14,361 cars above the fame week 
last year. Compared with the cor- 
responding week two years ago, it was 
an increase of 16,989 cars. 

Coal loading for the week of March 
26 totaled 206,999 cars, an increase of 
35,564 cars over the same week last 
year and 64,841 cars over the corre- 
sponding week in 1925. 

Loading of merchandise and less than 
carload lot freight for the week totaled 
267,445 cars, an increase of 479 cars 
over the corresponding week last year 
and 4,546 cars above the same week 
two years ago. 

Grain and grain products loading 
totaled 37,365 cars, a decrease of 915 
cars under the corresponding week last 
year, but 2,350 cars above the same 
week in 1925. In the Western districts 
alone grain and grain products loading 
totaled 23,220 cars, an increase of 541 
cars over the same week last year. 

Livestock loading amounted to 26,918 
cars, a decrease of 386 cars below the 
same week last year, but 233 cars 
above the corresponding week in 1925. 

In the Western districts alone live- 
stock loading totaled 20,149 cars, a de- 
crease of 945 cars under the same week 
last year. 

Forest products loading totaled 70,807 
cars, 7,262 cars below the same week 
last year and 11,075 cars under the 
same week in 1925. 

Ore loading amounted to 11,267 cars, 
288 cars above the corresponding week 
in 1926, but 1,608 cars below the same 
week two years ago. Coke loading 
totaled 12,097 cars, a decrease of 1,186 
cars under the same week last year 
and 157 cars below the same week two 
years ago. 

All districts except the Northwestern 
reported increases in the total loading 
of all commodities compared with the 
corresponding weeks in 1926 and 1925.

CHICAGO, April 5.—The wheat mar- 
Ket was dull throughout the day and 
closed 4% to: 5% cent higher, with July 
leading after a range of % to % cent 
for the day: The bulk of the trade 
was of a local character, with the 
local element and houses with North- 
western connections on the selling side 
early. An oversold condition devel- 
oped-later and covering by the pit ele- 

ment caused a bulge, The upturn was 
checked by selling of May on resting 
orders at $1.34%. Closing of spreads 
between Chicago and Winnipeg was 
responsible for part of the early de- 
cline here. 

Winnipeg gained % to % cent for the 
day, with Buenos Aires unchanged to 
% cent higher, May in that market 
being $1.28%. The wheat market is 
in @ rut and with little outside trade 
of consequence, 

With the exception of Western Kan- 
sas, where the. outiook is in doubt, 
the general run of crop reports is de- 
cidedly favorable and the cash de- 
mand does not show the snap that the 
bulls anticipated, especially in view of 
thé discount of 6% cents on Chicago 
May as com: with Winnipeg.

through . their commune ave indicated that bondholders who “through 

inertia” have failed to deposit. their bondy, will be allowed an indefinite 
time to..come in, but that bondholders “who know or have known all 
about the Plan for some time”, (in other words, bondholders who dis- 
agree with the Reorganization "Managers and appeal to the courts for 
protection) may be allowed only 90 days after approval of the Plan of 
Reorganization by the court. This 90 day period, which expires 
April 19, 1927, obviously does not give sufficient time to enable the 
Circuit Court of Appeals to pass upon the important questions of law 
involved in the appeal, and your Committee does not doubt that the 
purpose of this threat of forfeiture was to deter dissenting bondholders 
from the exercise of their legal right of appeal. 


Some of the larger depositors have advised the Committee that in 
their opinion this attempt to shut off an appeal should not be permitted 
to succeed, and that they desire that the Committee should prosecute 
the appeal, with respect to their bonds, and rely upon the courts to 
prevent any unlawful forfeiture, If, however, such protection is not 
obtained, bondholders may be relegated to their pro rata share of the 
proceeds of the property sold under the decree. The amount of this pro 
rata share will not be ascertained until the final order of distribution in 
me foreclosure proceedings, but is now estimated to, be approximately 

49% of the par value of the bonds and may be somewhat more, de- 
pendent upon certain legal questions not yet determined. 

On March 3, the Committee’s counsel gave notice of a petition, to be 
presented to the court on March 7, praying for an injunction restrain- 
ing the Purchasing Corporation from excluding dissenting bondholders 
from the Plan until 60 days after the appeal had been determined. On 
motion of the Trustees under the General and Refunding Mortgage, the 
bearing upon this motion was postponed until March 14th. On March 
14th, Judge Wilkerson denied leave to appeal from the decree of con- 
firmation, and denied the petition for an injunction, with leave to apply 
for an appeal from so much only of the decree as overruled the Com- 
mittee’s objections to the Plan of Reorganization, and to renew the 
application for an injunction. Such a modified application was made 
the following day, and leave given to file supporting briefs. The appli- 
cation is still under advisement, and we are informed that it is not 
likely that a decision will be announced before April 6th, as Judge 
Wilkerson is not expected to return to Chicago before that date, 


In view of the short time which will remain before the expiration of 
the 90 day period, the Committee takes this opportunity to give timely 
notice of the situation to its depositors, so that each depositor may de- 
termine for himself what course to pursue with respect to the contem- 
plated appeal. Based upon advices received from the holders of substan- 
tial amounts of its outstanding certificates, the Committee is in a position 
to state that the appeal will be prosecuted regardless of the outcome of 
the application for an injunction now pending before Judge Wilkerson. 

If any depositor does not desire to continue in the appeal, he may

Weather Hitting Retail Sales. 

Reports: from various parts of the 
country that have come to local whole- 
sale houses in several lines, particu- 
larly in the ready-to-wear field, inidi- 
cate that the prevalence of unseason- 
able weather is having a marked ef- 
fect in holding down retail sales. So 
far this week, at least, the closeness 
of Easter has apparently had no no- 
ticeably stimulating effects on con- 
sumer purchases.

Although the Granby Consolidated 
Mining, Smelting and Power Company, 
Ltd.,. reported net earnings of $1,871,- 
911 after expenses, taxes and interest 
in 1926, against $1,107,234 in 1925, an in- 
crease of $764,677 for the year, there 
was a net loss of $527,773, against a net 
loss of $503,748 in 1925, after depletion 
and depreciation charges, which were

MANOMET MILLS TO QUIT. 


Btockholders Vote to Liquidate 
Cotton Yard Concern. 





BOSTON, April 5 (4).—Stockholders |'s 


pf the Manomet Mills, largest cotton 
yarn manufacturing concern in New 
Bedford, voted to liquidate the 


$8,000,000 corporation at a special meet- 
ing held here today. Of the 80,000 
shares held, 53,000 were recorded in 
favor of liquidation. 

The mills were incorporated in 1903. 
Whe peak of their development came 
with the erection of No. 3 Mill 
in 1920, but the plant has never been 
pperated at full capacity. The No. 3 

ll was sold more than a year 
ago and is devoted to the manufacture 
of sheetings. The three mills now held 
have 246,480 spindles and on full time 
@perations would employ more than 
4,000 employes. During 1026, however, 
@perations were only 50 per cent. of 
normal. 

Recommendation that the mills liqui- 
@ate was made in January by Presi- 
dent William Whitman and the direc- 
tors. The balance sheet at that time 
showed current assets of $1,473,476 and 
current liabilities of $2,477,516. The 
plant had an indebtedness of $1,000,000. 





Course of Garment Buying. 

Ensistence on quick delivery continues 
Rm feature. of the buying of Spring 
ready-to-wear.

“ISON CHANGES STORY. 


OF FATHER’S KILLING 


Admits. Struggle With Parent 
for. Pistol—tnsists One 
Bullet .Was Fired. 








VICTIM WAS SHOT 5 TIMES 





Prisoner's Mother and Wife Ald 
Him—Say His Life Had 
Been Threatened. 





Frederick Owens, 25 years old, as- 
sistant manager of a Roulston chain 
grocery. store at Port Richmond, §S. L., 
was held without bail by Magistrate 
Croak in New Brighton yesterday on 
an affidavit signed. by a detective 
charging ‘him with killing his father, 
Frederick Owens Sr., 61, in front of 
their home at 183 Winant Avenue, Elm 
Park, on Monday night. 

He was committed to the Richmond 
County. Jail until Thursday, when Dis- 
trict Attormey Falk said he would 
make a formal charge of homicide 
against him and present the case to 
the Grand Jury on Friday. Through 
his attorney, Alfred Norton, young 
Owens pleaded not guilty. 

The police said the prisoner changed 
his story yesterday. Whereas he said 
immediately after the shooting that he 
had seen his father turn a pistol on 
himself and commit suicide, he ad- 
mitted after long questioning, accord- 
ing to the police, that the. shooting 
occurred during a struggle between 
his father and himself for possession 
of the weapon. 

He insisted that only one shot had 
been fired. When the police told him 
that his father had been shot five 
times, he Stee he was telling the 
truth. “My story may sound crazy to 
you,” he said, “but it is just what 
happened. If my father was shot more 
than once, I’ don’t know anything 
about it.”’ : 5 
Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Medical Ex- 
aminer, who performed an autopsy yes- 
terday, found that the father had been 
shot twice in the left lung, once in the 
right lung, once in the left side and 
once in the back. 

The young man’s mother and wife 
said they were about 150 feet away at 
the time of the shooting, and heard 
only one shot. They corroborated 
young Owens’s story that his father 
had threatened him just before the 
shooting.
